PANIC FOLLOWS FATAL CRASH 


Long Beach, Cal., May 24.—[Special.J— 
Thirty-three persons were killed and more 
than fifty seriously injured when the land end 
ef the big double decked municipal pier in 
front of the city auditorium collapsed today. 

There were 10,000 persons on the struc. 
ture at the time, and hundreds of them were 
dropped twenty-five feet to the beach when 
both floors of the pier and a large section of 
the auditorium proper went down. 
Hundreds of persons on the top deck of 
the pier were plunged down on the heads 
of other hundreds crowded on the second 
deck. 

The lower deck then gave way, and all 
were dropped down a chute of shattered 
woodwork to the sands. 


Nearly All Victims Women. 
Nearly all of the victims were women and 


children. Most of them were subjects or 
former subjects of Great Britain, resi- 
dent in southern California, who had as 
sembled for the festivities of British Empire 
day in memory of the late Queen Victoria. 
The dead, many of whom still are un- 
identified, were laid in the National Guard 
armory, while fhe injured were hurried. to 
various hospitals in this city and Los An- 
geles 3 
All the doctors in the city are working to- 
night, and their efforts are reinforced by 
surgeons and nurses who came from Los An- 
geles when appeals for aid were sent to that 
city.

Was only by good fortune that the acci- 


€ent did not cause scores of other deaths. 
The tide was out when the crash occurred, 
else the collapse would have thrown hundreds 
@f Dersons into the sea and many would have 
been drowned. 

Virtually the entire landing of the pler was 
Wrecked and a portion of the auditorium front 
fell. 

The cause of the accident was the over- 
burdening of the pier. This, according toan 
oficial statement tonight, was due to the 
delay in unlocking the doors. Had the doors 
been unlocked at the proper time, it was as- 
Sorted, all of the crowd would have gone into 
the auditorium instead of massing at the 

doors, where the weight overwhelmed the 
bier supports. 
Accident at Fete’s Climax. 

The accident came at the climax of the 

day ceremonies. The celebration at 
the Auditorium was preceded by a parade of 
M@ny thousands of persons through the 
Streets of the city. The marchers then 
turned toward the Auditorium. 

The officials of the celebration, the speak- 
@fs of the day, and many of the officials of the 
city bad just ascended the rostrum when

FROM PELKEY’S FIST 


Crash Gomes in First Round 


of Fight at Calgary; Cham- 
- plon Dies 8 Minutes Later. 


UNCONSCIOUS TO THE END 


Physicians Unable to Revive Pugilist: 
Mounted Police Hold Back Mob 
Which Storms Ring. 


VICTOR PLACED UNDER ARREST 


Calgary, Alberta. May 24.—Luther McCar- 
ty, claimant of the white heavyweight pugi- 
istic championship of the world. was 
knocked out and killed by Arthur Pelkey 
here this afternoon. 

The tragic finish of a much advertised 
prize fight occurred in the first round of 
what was to bea ten round battle. When 
McCarty went down Referee Ed Smith of 
Chicago gave him the count of ten. Eight 
minutes later Mc@arty was dead. 


Due to Solar Plexus Blow. 
The death was caused by a chance blow de- 


livered somewhere in the region of the solar 
plexus, after exactly one minute and forty- 
five seconds of fighting time had elapsed. 

Pelkey was arrested tonight on the charge 
of manslaughter by the northwestern mount- 
ed police and released a short time after- 
ward on bail. it is said other principal par- 
ticipants in the show may also be arrested. 
Under the laws of Alberta every spectator is 
liable to arrest for manslaughter. ; 

James Short, king's counsel, stated that an 
information will be placed against Pelkey 
and possibly some of those closely associated 
with the game. 

McCarty Firet.in. Ring. 

Both men apparently were in splendid con- 
dition when they entered the ring. McCarty 
was the first to climb over theropes. He was 
laughing and joking with his friends and as- 
sistants, and apparently in a confident mood. 
A few minutes later Pelkey appeared. 

Both men were cheered, Pelkey, a strong 
local favorite, receiving the greater volume 
of plaudits; the men shook hands, were 
photographed and the bout started. 

The men sparred cautiously at the opening, 
both handling themselves well. There were 
several mixups of no consequence, then Pel- 
key jabbed McCarty on the jaw. It wasa 
good stiff blow and McCarty winced under 
it, but smiled. 

Receives Fatal Blow, 

Then came a fierce exchange and a cinch. 
Tt was at this instant that McCarty received 
what proved to be the fatal blow. But it 
was not at the moment evident. Refcree 
Smith separated the fighters. McCarty stood 
near his corner, with Pelkey near the center 
of the ring. Both now squared off in pugi- 
Yistic attitude, neither seeming to be the 
worse for the clinch. 

Suddenly McCarty was seen to double up 
in a crouching attitude. To the spectators it 
looked as if his crouch simply was a fighting 
pose. He crouched lower and lower, how- 
ever, his eyes rolling, then he collapsed and 
fell full length on the floor of the ring. 


McCarty “Takes the Count.” 
The referee, assuming that McCarty had 


been knocked out, stood over him to count off 
the fatal seconds. The count of ten being 
made, the referee hold up the hand of Pelkey 
to indicate that he had been declared winner. 

Just at this time the attention of the vast 
crowd became centered upon McCarty lying 
in the ring. His seconds had rushed to his 
side and had begun to work over him. After 
a few seconds there were calls fora physi- 
cian. 

Even then the spectators did not fully real- 
ize the man was dying. though a hush had 
fallen over the multitude, and those neareat 
at hand, including Referee Smith, saw con- 
ditions were serious. Pelkey, pronounced 
winner of the contest, stood at one side of his 
fallen adversary, not understanding at what 
cost he had gained the victory. 

As the northwest mounted police rushed 
in to clear the ring of the crowd swarming 
over the ropes McCarty éied—eight minutes 
after the count of ten. 

Work Over Body for an Hour. 

The physicians worked over the stricken 
man for eight minutes when they pronounced 
him dead, but continued their efforts to re- 
suscitate him by artificial respiration for 
more than an hour. 

There were probably 10,000 men in the arena 
when it became known that McCarty was 
dead. A few minutes before, whetted by the 
lust of primitive battle in the preliminaries 
that had been fought, it had been a howling 
mob, but the news put a quietus on the spirits 
of the spectators, and they filed quiétly out 
of the arena, shocked almost into speechiess- 
news by the tragic end of the battle 

Last Words from Minister. 

Practically the last words McCarty heard 

were from a minister, when the pastor of

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JAIL FOR DEFIER 
OF WEDDING LAW 


Carlton Prouty, Who Remar- 
ried Within Year, Ordered 
to Cell and Fined. 


LAWYER ATTACKS ACT. 


There were two unique court actions yes- 
terday which may affect the status of per- 
sons who have violated the Illinois divorce 
law by remarrying within one year. 

Cariton Prouty, a Winnetka banker, was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $500 and to spend 
three months in the county jail because he 
remarried at Laporte, Ind., four days after 
getting a divorce in Chicago. No penalty 
was imposed on the woman. Mr. Prouty will 
carry the case to the highest state tribunal 
and thence to the United States Supreme 
court if necessary. 


Plea for Another May Save Prouty. 

While Prouty was undeigoing sentence for 
contempt, attorneys representing another cli- 
ent went before Juige Gibbons of the same 
court with a plea that may save the Win- 
netka banker. 

The legality of the divorce law itself was 
attacked. Discovery had been made that the 
Illinois senate failed to print the “ one year 
amendment clause ” after its passage. 

The printing of a bill or amendment to a 
bill after passage is required under the con- 
stitution of the state of Illinois. The point 
is new and novel and was made only aftera 
thorough search of the records. 

If the contention is upheld, all the mar- 
riages of divorced persons heretofore held to 
have been illegal, in the course of which 
estates and the legitimacy of children have 
been involved, will be validated. 

ttorney John M. Duffy, representing 
George Porteous, raised the point of con- 
stitutionality. 


Holds Law Imp@erly Passed. 

The Duffy contention, supported by rec- 
ords of the senate and house of 1905, is 
that the house properly passed the Dill 
amending the act. The senate, however, 
amended the amendment of the house. The 
house refused to concur, and the senate 
withdrew its amendment and passed the bill 
in its original form—which is the present 
law~—but failed to print the bill again on 
final passage. 

Attorney General Lucey, who was in Chi- 
cago last night, gave it as his offhand opin- 
ion that as the law as finally passed was 
once printed by the senate it should be 
sufficient to agree with the wording of the 
constitution. 

Porteous, who introduced the Bertillon sys- 
tem to America, married Frances Montgom- 
ery, authoress, a day after he had been 
divorced in Chicago and nine months after 
his second wife had been divorced from her 
husband, a board of trade operator. The 
second Mrs. Porteous asked the Circuit court 
to annul the marriage on the ground both 
had married before the proper interval had 
elapsed after their decrees had been granted. 
Whereupon Attorney Duffy entered the de- 
murrer questioning the legality of the stat- 


ute. 
To File Writ of Error. 

Louis J. Pierson, attorney for Prouty, wil! 
file a writ of error on Saturday, with Judge 
Tuthill to carry the case to the Supreme 
court. He will attempt to get a writ of su- 
persedeas to keep his client out of jail dur- 
ing consideration of the case. 

Prouty and his first wife. Carrie B. Prouty, 
were married in March 25, 1886, and a di- 
vorce and lifetime alimony of $150 a month 
were granted here on Oct. 25, 1912, by Judge 
Tuthill, Four daye later Prouty and Miss 
Mary Busscher, an auburn haired stenogra- 
pher in the Winnetka State bank, were mar- 


ried in Laporte, Ind., by a justice of the peace. 
They returned to Illinois that same night. 

One of the stipulations of the decree was 
that neither party to the divorce should re- 
marry within a year, unless with each other. 
Prouty is said to have seen the decree before 
it was presented to the court. Judge Tuthil} 
requested the Chicago Bar aesociation to tn- 
vestigate the matter. and Secretary John L. 
Fogle made his report yesterday. 


For the last ‘two months Prouty and hig | 


second wife have lived apart, though in the 
same building, an apartment house owned by 
the Winnetka ,banker. Mrs. Prouty, the 
second, lives with her mother, Mrs. Caroline 
Busscher, and resumed her maiden name. 
Prouty occupied another apartment and was 
a constant caller. as he announced he would 
be. 
Says Wedding Is Legal. 

Prouty raises the point that his marriage 
is legal, as being recognized by the statutes 
of Indiana, and consequently should be in 
Illinois. Several years ago there was a 
similar case at Flint. Mich., of a man, re- 
cently divorced and under a two years’ ban, 
who remarried a month later in Windsor, 
Canada. He was held guilty of contempt 
and violating the law by the judge who 4di- 
vorced him. The Supreme court, however, 
did not agree, three justices overruling and 
two upholding. 

Three months ago the Illinois Supreme 
court made its first ruling, and it is in ac- 
cordance with that of Judge Tuthill. Robert 
J. Cook of Clinton county was divorced and 
three months later journeyed to St. Louis 
with Mary A. Moore, where they were mar- 
ried. Soon afterward the second wife died. 
and Robert J Wilson, administrator of her 
estate, declined to recognize Cook as law- 
ful husband. The Supreme court upheld this, 
asserting the decedent never was the legal 
wife and that he could not participate in her 
estate as such. 

Seventy uncontested divorce cases were 
heard in the Circuit and Superior courts yes- 
terday. As usual, a majority of the com- 
plainants were women.

MADE THREATS TO KILL. 


Philadelphia, Pa, May 24.—([Special.j— 
Charged with sending letters to President 
Wilson threatening him with death, Richard 
Lindsey, 35 years old, a Chicago plumber, 
was arrested tonight after a battle with 
Matthew Griffin, head of the secret service 
in this city. He was locked up pending a 
bearing before United States Commissioner 
Craig. 

Lindesey,who camie to this city from Chicago 
a week ago, was traced to the home of his 
sister, Mrs. Margaret Hinkle, 4944 German- 
town avenue. When Agent Griffin went to 
the Hinkle home Lindsey was seated in the 
parlor. When informed he was under arrest 
he jumpec to his feet and attacked the agent. 


Lindsey Taken After Struggle. 
After a tussle lasting five minutes Griffin 
snapped the handcuffs on him. 

Lindsey, according to the Secret service 
agent, claimed to have been defrauded of 
money by the government. For some time he 
had been sending letters to President Wil- 
son, threatening to kill him unless his 
‘wrongs’ were righted. In the last letter 
he demanded $300,000 of the government 
and said that the president should take ac- 
tion at once on his claim. 

Agents of the secret service trailed him 
from Chicago to this city, but until today 
his whereabouts here could not be learned. 


Threatens Wilron in Letter. 

The last threatening letter, which was 
the most violent, was dated May 20 and read: 

* Woodrow Wilson, President, U. 8. A—I 
wrote a letter to you from T Chicago avenue 
Chicago, dated May 9, and demanded an 
answer te it May 14, 1913.

AS ‘SELFISHNESS: 


City Plan Commission Officers 
Have Inning Before 
Council Committee. 


BACK TWELFTH STREET 


Declare “Sectional Prejudice” 
Behind the Adams and 
Canal Project. 


PROVIDE REASONS AND DATA 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The executive officers of the Chicago plan 
commission had their day yesterday before 
the council committee on railroad terminals. 
They appeared at ‘ the people’s commission © 
“ without an ax to grind” or “ a private in- 
terest to serve.” 

They opposed the scheme of the Pennsyl- 
vania group to locate their proposed ter- 
minal at Adams and Canal streets and urged 
a terminal district at Twelfth street, where 
they suggested four separate terminals, one 
of which would be located on the west side of 
the river. For all their plans and theories 
they gave reasons and data. 

Chairman Charles H. Wacker and Manag- 
ing Director Walter D. Moody, speaking for 
the plan commission, said emphatically the 
proposed west side terminal would not only 
interfere and conflict with the plan for Chi- 
cago, but would make it “ practically impos- 
sible to carry out the west side system of 
streets." It was asserted the prime factors 
urging the west side scheme are “ sectional 
prejudice and business sel'shness.” 


Suppression of Facts Charged. 

The Pennsylvania people were charged 
with suppressing facts, distorting informa- 
tion, ignoring the Chicago plan commission 
and the best interests of Chicago, and at- 
tempting to ‘use’ the Association of Com- 
merce. 

They were charged further with trying 
-o influence the federal government to give 
up its postoffice site for a freight terminai 
for thé roads concerned. 

The plans for the terminal were referred 
to as “ Pennsylvania pen pictures.” The 
“naked defects” of the proposed freight 
terminal were exposed by Mr. Wacker. He 
also took considerable time to “ correct nu- 
merous false and misleading statements.” 

These statements had been made principal- 
ly by J. J. Turner, vice president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and E. R. Graham, 
architect for the Pennsylvania group. Mr. 
Wacker did not use the word “ lie,” but his 
“ ecorrections’’ and contradictions were s@ 
plain and pointed that he left no doubt in 
the mind of the audience regarding his im- 
pressions of these two persons. 


Hunt and Delano Help. 

Jarvis Hunt, architect, and Frederic A. 
Delano, president of the Wabash railroad, 
both of whom have plans for term.nals at 
Twelfth street, materially aided the execu- 
ive officers of the Chicago plan commission. 
Previous to the principal discussion of the 
meeting, which was held in the Hotel La 
Sallie, Architect Graham explained the plans 
for the proposed freight. terminal. 

Mr. Graham gave a pleasing word picture 
of a freight terminal warehouse covering the 
area bounded by Jefferson, Desplaines. Van 
Buren, and Ewing streets. This would be 
entered by four tracks, walledin. It was in 
reference to the freight terminal that Mr. 
Hunt plunged into the discussion and visibly 
embarrassed his brother architect. 

“ What is the capacity In tons per day of 
the present freight terminal of the Pennsyl- 
vania?” asked Mr. Hunt. 

“I have not that information, but I think 
that is quite immaterial,’ answered Mr. 
Graham. 

“ What capacity do you claim thie (pro- 
posed) freight termina! has in tonnage per 
day?” 

“We figure the termina! facilities as we 
propose them will be sufficient for local con- 
sumption downtown for many, many years 
to come.”’ 


Hunt Keeps On Questioning. 

‘“ How many tons do they handle per day 
now?’ persisted Mr. Hunt. 

“The railroads have arrived at that,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Graham. 

“ How many tons per day?’ 

“J do not know the number of tons, and 
that is not material. Absolutely not.” 

“Then you Say it is not material?” 

* No, sir.” 

Mr. Graham added the facilities would be 
sufficient for the railroads. 

*“ How do they get at it?’ asked Mr. Hunt. 

“That is for them to figure,” answe-ed 
Mr. Graham, “ and not for any one else.” 

“T think it is for the public to figure,” 
commented Mr. Hunt. 

“TI do not think so,"’ retorted Mr. Graham. 

“ How many tons of freight can you handle 
in that station? Do you know?’ 

“ All they require for local consumption.” 

“How do you figure the capacity of a 
freight terminal? Do the streets cut eng 
figure?” 

“Of course they do.” 

Issue of Street Congestion. 

“Are the streets around the proposed 
freight terminal oceupied by traffic today?’ 
asked Mr. Hunt. 

“YT suppose they are.” 

*“ Therefore, you propose to add how much 
traffic of the Pennsylvania to the present 
street traffic?” 

“T have no idea what the old traffic ie, and 
I do not know about the present traffic.” 

“Then you have gone ahead and mades 
plan for this traffic without any idea of what 
the traffic was?” ; 

“ Entirely, no sir,” reade the official steme- 
gtaphic report. “ They have not done that 
at all.” 

“You propose to add « lot of traffic te 
streets that now are occupied by trafic?” 
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freight terminals, that are now used for 
Something else.’’ 
Hunt Is Persistent. 

“ What are they now used for? ’’ persisted 
Mr. Hunt. 

“I have not been over there; 
know.” o 

“You don’t know anything about it?” 

“No, sir. - 

“ You are just making a plan without know- 
img anything about it? ”’ 

“No, sir.” [Laughter.] 

“How do you make a plan for a terminal 
without knowing capacities?’ 

“In conjunction with the railroads.”’ 

“I am trying to lead up to this proposi- 
tion,”” remarked Mr. Hunt in ending the 
questioning, “‘that the streets serving any 
freight terminal govern the amount of freight 
you can handle at that terminal. Unless a 
man is going to consider the streets serving 
a terminal, he cannot estimate on the capac- 
ity of a terminal. Therefore the plan that is 
submitted, without definite data of how 
much you can handle according to your 
streets that lead up to your terminal, is no 
plan at all.” 

Mr. Graham explained that no streets are 
to be closed which are open, but he also 
acknowledged it is not intended to open any 
streets now closed. 

Attorney Redfield gave confirmation of 
this statement, although he said the Pennsy!- 
vania group will desire the vacation of cer- 
tain streets east of Cana! street. 


Wacker Hints at “Railroading.” 

Chairman Wacker of the plan commission 
gave the impression that he believes the 
Pennsylvania crowd has been attempting to 
“ railroad " through approval of its scheme 
So clear was his intimatior. that several of 
the aldermen after the meeting said they 
suspected some things have been going on 
under cover which have not come to the sur- 
face.. A day or two ago they had the idea 
the hearings will be closed within a short 
time. | 

Mr. Delano Bgain urged that every rail- 
roed official and engineer be forced to lay 
bis cards upon the table, where every one 
could see them. This suggestion he made 
a week ago. He said four of the groups of 
railroads are contemplating the construc- 
tion of new terminals, and he expressed the 
opinion that a plan of getting all the ter- 
minals to Twelfth street could be accom- 
plished. 

“ The railroads are willing to consider such 
@ proposition,’’ he said, ‘and if they can be 
gotten together, probably a plan could be 
worked out that would be acceptable. You 
have the power to compel them to codperate 
Now is the time. If you neglect this oppor- 
tunity, it may not come again.” 


Wacker Also Urges Co-operation. 
, Mr. Wacker also urged cotperation.

' paid if the time arrives when it is seriously 


considered he has certain suggestions to 
make which he believes will be of value. He 
made it perfectly plain that the executive 
officers think it will be a serious mistake to 
have the proposed west side terminal. 

He predicted the streets surrounding the 
proposed freight terminal would be “glutted 
from dawn to dark” with freight going to 
and from the warehouses andcars. Hesum- 
marized his views as follows: ’ , 

“If the depot afid freight terminal plans 
mow under consideration are carried into 
effect ali hope of procuring other railroads 
now’ coming north of Twelfth. street to move 
back to Twelfth street will have to be for- 
ever abandoned. % 

Would Be Barrier to Improvement, ' 

“A great wall. of tracks, freight yar 
buildings. and elevated structures will for- 
ever forbid the creation of the great east and 
west thoroughfares which the public so 


greatly needs and desires. Se 


“ The opening of the great north and south 


| 


thoroughfares proposed by the executive 
officers, architects, and engineers of the 
Chicago plan commission will be hopeless. 
The great west and southwest divisions of 
this city will suffer irreparable damage by 
reason of the city freight yards now pro- 
posed, which naturally will be very greatly 
extended in the future. The present propo- 
sition is only an entering wedge. 

“The business heart of the city will be 
forever congested and cut off from natural 
and healthful expansion. 

“A full realization of the hopes embodied 
in the plan of Chicago can never be reached.”’ 


Scheme of City Plan Commission, 

The Chicgo plan commission proposed to 
straighten the south branch of the Chicago 
river from I'welfth to Sixteenth street. Then 
it would have all the terminals lined up on 
Twelfth street. Ovef on the lake front would 
be the Illinois Central. West of State street 
would be the Western Indiana group. A 
little further west would come the New 
York Central and Rock Island, and immedi- 
ately west of the straightened river would be 
located the terminal for the Pennsyivania 
group. 

West of State street and north of Twelfth 
street the commission proposes to use a large 
area for warehouses, with railroad tracks 
running under and through. 

West of the river it is proposed to use thé 
railroad property north of Twelfth street,in 
like manner. In addition the commission 
would have tracks for the suburban service 
of the roads which now enter the west side 


union station. 


Necessary for Expansion. 

Vr. Wacker argued that a treatment of 
this kind for the territory is necessary if the 
business district is to expand. He argued 
at length that expansion is necessary if con- 
gestion is to be relieved. He quoted Darius 
Miller, president of the Burlington railroad, 
as asserting that Chicago within fifty years 
will be the largest city in the world, and 
within twenty-five years the largest in Amer- 
ica. It now ranks fourth among the world's 
cities. 

Mr. Wacker explained that the business 
area is limited by the tracks of railroad 
companies unequaled by any city in the 
world. He said orfe-third of the territory in 
the district bounded by Chicago avenue, 
Halsted. and Twelfth streets is now owned 
by the railroads. The business district, he 
urged, must have more room to grow, and 
then he argued that the plans of the Penn- 
sylvania will only increase the thickness of 
the Chinese wall now surrounding the loop 
district. ) 

Chicago Entitled to Consideration, 

“The Pennsylvania has spent millions, yes, 
nundreds of millions, east of Pittsburgh,”’ 
said Mr. Wacker. ‘‘ Chicago is its greatest 
source of traffic and why should not large 
sums,be spent here?’ 

The speaker went on to point out the in- 
consistency of Vice President Turner of the 
Penneyivania as well as to question his verac- 
ity while conferring with the couneil com- 
mittee. He said: 

“The entire issue before us has been pre- 
cipitated by ‘the action of the Pennsylvania 
railroad in.proposing.to build a freight track 
system over Twelfth street along the route 
of Jetierson sireet, and to establish a freight 
yard there between Harrison and Van Burén 
etreets. 
templated In the plan of Chicago, and as this 
freight terminal scheme ig actually the crit- 
ical phase of this whole matter, new studies 
have been made by the commission’s en- 
gineers and architects. igdacd | 

“These plans look to placing all passen- 
ger terminals on Twelfth etreet In separate 
units, not in a union system, which we hope 
to demonstrate to you is entirely feasible 
ahd practicable notwithstanding the asser-

Questions Truth of Assertions. 

“It is difficult of comprehension how these 
railroad executives could make the asser- 
tions which they did to you at the interroga- 
tion of their attorney, when it is known that 
the commission's studies for Twelfth street 
terminals and the studies about to be pre- 
sented to you were for the first time shown 
to the architects, engineers, and officials 
of the Union Depot association only cighteen 
hours before their appearance before this 
Gommittee. It is pretty rapid work, to say 
the least, to condemn overnight as imprac- 
ticable plans which required months of 
painstaking, laborious effort on the part of 
thoroughly accredited engineers to develop. 

“Vice President Turner of the Pennsylva- 
hia stated that no important changes had 
been made in the specifications of their plans 
following the conference with the Chicago 
plan commission. 


Cites Previous Conferences. 

**In this connection I desire to state that on 
Feb. 17 the executive committee of the Chi- 
cage plan commission appoinfed a special 
committee on terminals with the following 
autrority: 

“*To confer with thé officials of the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad and the Union Depot asso- 
ciation in reference to the possible adaptation 
of their plan to the Chicago plan,’ since which 
time there has been but one conference at 
which the commission's plans were submit- 
ted This is the conference alluded to as hav- 
ing been held only eighteen hours in advance 
cf the appearance of the Union Depot asso- 
ciation officials before your honorable body. 

‘ How, I submit to you, could there be any 
chance for proper consideration of this mat- 
ter looking to an amicable adjustment of 
Vice President Turner further 
stated before your honorable body on direct 
interrogation that he was not prepared to 
fay whether his station plans would inter- 
fere with carrying out the plan of Chicago 
because he was not sure what the Chicago 
plan provides. 


Questions Turner’s Statement. 
“It is hard to believe that Mr. Turner could 
make such a statement when it is known that 
on March 19, 1912, the Chicago plan commis- 
sion unanimously adopted a resolution that 


| negotiations be entered into with the officials 


of the Pennsylvania railroad to the end of 


. discouraging them in making their proposed 


extension of a number of surface or elevated 
tracks across Twelfth street, which it wag 
the city’s intention to widen and improve. 
“It also was intended to urge them, so 
far as possible, to make their proposed de- 


- velopment in such a way as to conform and 


coddinate with the pla~s of the city for the 
widening of Twelfth street and the develop- 
ment of railroad terminals, if possible, along 
that street. ‘The resolution further provided 
that, failing in negotiations along these lines, 
the plan commission should enter a formal 
protest against the crossing of Twelfth 
street by any railroad tracks west of the east 
Mine of Canal street. 


Cites Reply Sent by Turner. 

“ A copy of that resolution was im mediate- 
ly mailed to the president of the Pennsy!- 
vania’ system and to the mayor of Chicago. 
Two and a half months afterwards we re- 
ceived a reply from Vice President Turner 
stating that the roads comprising the Union 
Depot association were at work on a plan 
for.a union union station, and hoped to be 
able to present their plans to the commission 
in the near future. but the letter contained 
no reference whatever to freight terminals. 

“ This promise by Mr. Turner was never 
fulfilled. Early in August of 1912 the pro- 
posed plans of the Union Depot association 
were brought to our attention for the first 
time by the railroads announcing their pans 


director of the Chicago plan commission 
immediately called upon E. R. Graham, the 
architect of the Pennsylvania ratliroaé. 


Plan of Chicago Ignored. 

“Mr. Graham promised to take the mat- 
ter’ under consideration, and that was the 
last that has been heard of it. It ig per- 
fectly obvious that if Mr. Turner did not 
know about the plan of Chicago it was simply 
because he did not care about the plan of 
Chicago. and intended to ignore all con- 
siderations other than the interests of his 
company. 

“ From the inception of the publicity given 
to the proposed plans of the Union Depot 
association, only the passenger terminals 
have been exhibited to the public, and re- 
luctantly, indeed, have the officials of the 
Pennsylvania railroad been induced to say 
anything either before our committee or be- 
fore this body as to their proposed freight 
yard development. 

“They have insistently paraded on every 
occasion thelr beautiful pictures of what 
they designated as their ‘ Roman structure. 
with its classical lines,’ for their passenger 
purposes. 

Other “Pictures” to Be Presented. 

“1 now desire to submit to you whether 
they have presented anywhere any pictures 
regarding the great structures which they 
propose to saddle upon the people of the 
west side in the form of an elevated freight 
track system and freight yards at the very 
entrance tothe heart of the city and closing 
the approach of the plan of Chicago to its 
proposed civic center and radial west side 
Street system. They have not prepared any 
such perspectives, Dut we have prepared 
them, and will reveal them presently in all 
their naked defects.”’ 

Regarding -* faise and misleading state 
ments,’’ Mr. Wacker sald Architect Graham 
for the Pennsylvania group had told the com- 
mittee the book of the Commercial club “ is 
the only official plan of Chicago.”’ 

“In answer I desire to state there is no 
official plan for Chicago," said the speaker. 


Book Only of “Suggestions,” 

Mr. Wacker devoted some time to showing 
the book was the suggestions of the Commer- 
cial club, which were only recognized as sug- 
gestions by both the donor and the city offi- 
clals, as is shown by various public state- 
ments and official cocuments.. He went on to 
say two features of the suggested plan have 
been acted upon by the Chicago plan commis- 
sion, and both of those have been changed 
materially. 

He referred to the widening of Twelfth 
street and Michigan avenue, and pointed out 
how the original suggestion regarding 
Twelfth street has been modified. Then he 
added: 

**In the Michigan avenue cage the plan of 
Mr. Burmham and the Commercial club 
recommended taking all of the property be- 
tween the east line of Michigan avenue and 
Beaubien court, from .Randolph street to 
the river, and to make Pine street 216 feet 
wide north of the river. The Chicago plan 
commisison's recommendation to the board 
of local improvements in this case was to 
make Michigan avefiue 1380 feet wide, or uni- 
form with the present width south of Ran- 
dolph street, leaving a méan average of 66 
feet of business property between the east 
line of the new street and Beaubien court ard 
restricting the widening of Pine street to 141 
feet in place of 216. Important changes, 
known to all of you gentlemen, were also 
made in.the lake front arrangements.” 


In Accord with City Plan? 
From the official record of the council com- 
mittee Mr. Wacker quoted Architect Graham 
as saying to the committee, Let me state. 
te you gentlemen here most emphatically that 
I am entirely tn accord with the general 
purpose of the Chicago plan.” 

“If Mr. Graham is in éntire accord’ with’ 


; engineer of Joliet, 


the Chicago plan.” declared the speaker, 


“why has he made a pian in the interests 
of the railroads which destroys utterly the 
west side street plan system contained in the 
plan of Chicago, which my associates will 
prove conclusively as we proceed, nothwith- 
standing Mr. Graham's oft repeated state- 
ments to the contrary 

“On page 319 of said proceedings of your 
committee Mr. Graham states: ‘I have per- 
sonally devoted as great financial sacrifice 
to the execution of the plan of Chicago as any 
living man.’ In reply to that I might gay 
that as chairman of the Chicago plan com- 
mission and having been connected with the 
plar movement from its inception, this is 
news tome. I have been actively engaged in 
an executive capacity in behalf of the Chicago 
plan ever since 1906, and during all that time 
Mr. Graham made no appearance until he 
lately came forward as the architect of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company. 

“ He has talked of a $35,000,000 Investment 
in @ manner which would lead the people to 
believe that that sum was to be put largely 
into spectacular {mprovements in the nature 
of the buildings, towers, turrets, etc.. but 
Mr. Graham neglected to state to you what 
are the’ Pennsylvania's proposed plans for 
their freight yards on the west side.”’ 

Mr. Wacker said the plans shown by the 
Pennsylvania would mean an expenditure of 
not more than $4,000,000 for its depot. 


Moody on Twelfth Street Plans, 


Managing Director Moody's talk was prin- 
cipally in explanation of the Twelfth street 
terminal plan of the commission. This was 
illustrated by lantern views and a plaster 
model of the freight terminal of the Pennsyl- 
vania group—a thing the Pennsylvania rep- 
resentatives have not undertaken to show the 
aldermen. In fact, the railroad men gave no 
information regarding the terminal until 
yesterday. 

Some of the general comments 
Moody were: 

“The Pennsylvania tried to take the post- 
office site from the federal government for 
their freight terminal. If the people of the 
west side only knew what the Pennsylvania 
is attempting to fasten upon them they 
would never be permitted to put it over in 
God Almighty’s world. The selfish interests 
which have come forward claiming they rep- 
resent the entire west side perhaps represent 
less than 1 per cent of the interested regi- 
dents. 

“It has been ridiculously represented that 
the Association of Commerce has approved 
of the west side terminal scheme. 

The néxt meeting will be held tomorrow 
morning.

FLEE $150,000 FIRE ' 
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AGED BRIDE DEAD; MATE HELD 


Wealthy Woman Feared Younger 
Man, Authorities Say. 


PAIR ELOPE AND VANISH. 


First, However, She Transfers Much 
of Property to Kin. 


Aurora, Ill., May 24.—[(Special.]}—-The Au- 
rora police are investigating the death of Mrs. 
Louis Schauers, which occurred here today 
under unusual circumstances. Itis possible 
the woman's husband of two weeks may be 
questioned. 

Mrs. Schauers was 
wealthy. Before her marriage she was Mrs. 
Mary Boyle Collins of Morris. Schauers is 
thirty years her junior. 

She and Schauers eloped two weeks ago. 
Before she left to marry the man she told 
some relatives Schauers had a hypnotic influ- 
ence over her and she was compelled to doas 
he willed. After making this statement she 
deeded $50,000 of her property to her three 
nephews—Joseph, Andrew, and Robert Boyle 
of Morris. She still had $10,000 in the bank in 
her own name, however. 

In Best Health. 

After the elopement not a word was heard 
from the couple until today, when an Aurora 
undertaker telephone@ to the Grundy Na- 
tional bank at Morrie and asked if Mrs. Col- 
lins-Schauers had money on deposit to cover 
burial expenses. The message caused in- 
terest in Morris, as the aged woman was in 
the best health when last seen about her 
home just before she eloped. 

Sheriff Francis and State's Attorney Frank 
H. Hayes immediately wired Chief of Police 
Michaels of Aurora to arrest Schauers and 
hold him until they could arrive and investi-

Relatives Fear Bobbers Have Killed

‘SAMARITAN’ WILL BE OUSTED 


Woman Told She Must Leave Old 
People’s Home: 


i. 


MONTGOMERY WARD PLEADS, 


Gives $500 for Care of Mrs. Helen Sa- 
vant, His Charity Dispenser. 


This is the story of the woman who helped 
others. Now, unable to get out of bed, her 
mind and body weakened from her thousands 
of errands to aid those in distress, she is 
about te be ousted from the old people's 
home, where she hoped to spend the last 
days of her life. 

She le Mrs. Helen Savant, who ie 71 years 
old. For a little more than a year she has 
beén in the Baptist Old People’s home in 
Maywood She is forced to leave because 
her mind is failing. 

Mrs. Savant has spent for charity a large 
fortune. She has had charge of the distriba- 
tion of thousands of tons of coal annually for 
two decades. 


Dispenser for Montgomery Ward. 

For twenty-three years she had charge of 
the charitable work of Montgomery Ward, 
known aa the “‘ watch dog of the lake front." 

When her own means finally were gone and 
she was in need Mr. Ward paid for her life 
membership in the old people's home. When 
he was notified that her illness would pre- 
vent her from staying longer at the home 
he headed a subscription list with $500 fora 
fund to care for her. 

“T’'ve known her for nearly twenty-five 
years,”’ sald Mr. Ward. “She came to me 
in the interest of poor people—the kind who 
hesitate to call on the ordinary charities but 
who none the less need help. I made her the 
administrator of all my charitable work. She 
worked in rain and snow and ice. I told her 
she ought’ not to doit. She replied that the 
Lord would take care of her. 


Injured by Street Car. 

“Tittle by little she spemt her own income 
to help others in need. She was the real 
good Samaritan. Her house on the north 
side was always open to those who needed 
shelter and assistance. Three years ago 
while on a charitable mission she fell from 
a street car and was seriously injured. While 
in the hospital she was pestered by men who 
came toask her to acceptasettlement. They 
made her life:so unpleasant that finally she 
signed away all right to damages for a sum 
less than $100. 

“She never recovered from that accident. 
A year ago last winter I arranged to place 
her for life in the Old People’s home in May- 
wood. I didn’t know the institution had any 
bylaws by which they could oust her, but I 
now find they have, and she has to leave. 
We don’t know where we can put her. I 
think some of the thousands whom she as- 
sisted will.want to help her and prevent her 
from spending her last days in the poorhouse. 

“ She is im constant need of a nurse, She 
ig out of her mind so much of the time that 
the dfficials of the home say she makes it 
unpleasant for the other women, and that 
they have no room where she can remain 
without disturbing the others.”

TAKES POISON LIKE WALKER 


Chicagoan Says He Swallowed 
Bichloride of Mereury by Error 


IMPROVES IN THE HOSPITAL. 


Has Chance to Recover, Whereas the 
Macon Banker Died. 


W. L. McCutcheon, an automobdile sales- 
man residing at 6604 Normal avenue, is at 
the Washington Park hospital suffering from 
what he says is bichloride of mercury poison- 
ing. At the hospital it was said McCutcheon 
has a good chance to get weil. 

McCutcheon’s story of how he’ came to 
take the bichioride of mercury is similar to 
the case of B. Sanders Walker, the Macon, 
Ga., banker who died a few days ago from 
the same poisoning. 

He said he had been out late at night ant 
on returning home went to a medicine chest 
and took out a bottle of what he thought was 
aspirin. « The bottle contained bichloride of 
mercury tablets and McCutéheon ewallowed 
three of them. Two such tablets, according 
to doctors, is sufficient to cause death. 


Discovers His Mistake. 

According to McCutcheon he discovered his 
mistake immediately and took something that 
caused nausea. In the morning he called up 
Dr. G. A. Hass, 6057 Calumet avenue, and was 
by him taken to the hospital 

“I diagnosed his case as mercuria!? poison- 
ing,” said Dr. Hasa “I did not bother him 
much about details I understood him to say 
a friend gave him thetablets. He said he felt 
wretched soon afterward and I pumped him 
out at the hospital. 

“It will require three or four days to es 
certain the effects of the poison. A certain 
amount is left in his eyetem and will beve 
to pass through his kidneys. The test will 
come then. ‘ 

“There would have been little hope for 
MoCutcheon if he had not been nauseated. 
Three of the tablets was amply sufficient to 
cause death.” 

McOutcheon had arranged to enter the em- 
ploy of the Metzger-Herrington Automobile 
company, dealers in electrics, on June 1.

The husband, Louis Hoffman, 
told the police the whole incident of his wife's 
iliness was “‘ bunk.” He was taken to the 
station and probably will be arraigned in 
court tomorrow on a charge of disurderly 
conduct.

WOMEN FIGHT HOME FOR BLIND: 
SAY IT WOULD MAKE PAUPERS. 


Bill Introduced by Senator Juul Plans 
$50,000 Refuge for Married Sight- 
less Persons. 


The Chicago Woman's club committee on 
home teaching for the adult blind has dis- 
eovered a piece of proposed legislation which 
they consider will greatly assist in making 
paupers out of blind persons. The bill pre- 
simably is designed to assist blind families. 

Mrs. Franklin E. Nellis, chairman of the 
committee, said yesterday that she would 
cat. a meeting of her committee this week 
probably in connection with a committee of 
the Ilineis Society for the Prevention of 
Mlindness and the Conservation of Vision. 
which also has taken up the matter of oppo- 
sition to the bill. 

The bill provides for the appropriation of 
£000 for the erection of a home in Chicag > 
for married blind persons. It was introduced 
by Senator Juul, and some west side club 
wrten are said to be responsible for it. It is 
now before the committee on appropriations. 

“I feel sure that if we had sucha colony 
it would make.paupers of self-respecting citi- 
zens and it would encourage marriage among 
the blind,’’ said Mrs. Nellis. ‘“‘ Those are the 
things we have been working against for the 
last eight vears."’

. As a matter of fact, lobbying is generally 
education and there is a very distinct place 
of usefulness for it. Of course, there are 
00d lobbyists and bad lobbyists.- The former 
come down armed with documents, maps, ex- 
pianations, and petitions and heip the legis- 
lature, bewildered with the tas of trans- 
lating 900 bills inte common sense English. 
The latter come down armed withsoft words, 
harsh threats and methods that are dark and 
vain. A bad lobbyist wouldn't hesitate to 
steal a legislator when necessary, and if lob- 


. byists have done all the things charged to 


them in past sessions, printers’ ink would 
look pale beside them. 


~~ 
Lobbyists indicate the interest of the 
people generally in legislation and their in- 
sistence on being heard regarding it. There 
are lobbyists who work through the whole 
session at their own expense for bills which 
they believe will help humanity; and there 
are lobbyists who are sent down at great sac- 
rifice by associations of various kinds on 
billa which are vital to the prosperity of 
many. There are lobbyists who present the 
cases of corporations and railroads as law- 
wyers would present it in court. And there 
are lobbyists, sad to say, who present their 
case as the devil presents his. We should not 
condemn all lobbyists, but the legislature 
“should make a practice of hanging the worst 
one each session. That would discourage the 
bad ones and would not interfere in any way 
with the good ones. 
This recOmmendation will meet the enthu- 


‘siastic disapproval of Representative Lucas 


Butts of Peoria, who is opposed to hanging 
men on any grounds and who is preparing a 
speech longer than Representative King’s 
biast against the initiative, in support of a 
bill doing away with capital punishment.

His seat was orig- 
inally taken away from him by the Demo- 
cratic canvassing board of the state with 
great reluctance and only because said seat 
was needed desperately by the Democrats at 
that time. His opponents themselves re- 
gretted deeply the fact that they wre com- 
petled to abrogate the constitution tempor- 
arily, and promised to take up his case im- 
mediately. 

But Boardman, with 133 plurality, isn't in 
yet. And whether he ever gets in depends 
upon the ability of the Democrats to let go 
of his seat. Thus far they have shown no 
such ability. The recount has been fought 
desperately and by every possible means. 
The’ only vote in question was in Du Page 
county, and when that was counted and he 
was shown to have the plurality claimed for 
him it was thought all his troubles were over. 
Yet on the morning of the wet and dry fight 
his case was sent back to committee once 
more. And if he ever gets in some of the 


ruling party will have to take an opiate while . 


voting for him. 

If Boardman isn't seated the house will sus- 
tain the theory that the state canvassing 
board. composed of the secretary of state, 
the attorney general, auditor, and treasurer, 
or any two of them, can go behind the re- 
turns and unseat a newly elected member on 
suspicion. This will greatly simplify the 
process of election in this state by leaving 
it in the hands of the administration.* If 
the administration doesn’t like the complex- 
ion of the newly elected assembly it can 
exercise reasonable doubts in about twenty 
cases and seat defeated candidates. By care- 
fully going over the list it can pick out the 
legislature it likes. 

Of course, all the unseated men will be 
given a chance to contest, but owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining quorums of the elec- 
tion committee, or owing to defects in the 
contesting petition, or owing to some per- 
fectly legal technicality in each contest, said 
contest will not be completed until after the

Luther McCarty, who has been denominat- 
ed heavyweight champion of the world by 
ring critics since Jack Johnson's escapades 
removed the negro’s name from considera- 
tion, Was born on araneh about thirty miles 
outside of Lincoin, Neb., on March 17, 182.

Combination of Three Parties 
Demands Sugar and Wool 
Duties, 


WUSON SEES DANGER. 


President Probably Will Use 
Veto Unless His Wishes 
Are Obeyed. 


_BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 24.—[{Special.]— 
President Wilson has come face to face with 
a combination in the senate which may wreck 
his tariff bill and prevent the r-alization of 
the other policies he has in mind. 

It is a combination of four Democratic and 
forty-six Progressive and Republican sen- 
ators, This number constitutes a majority 
of the senate, and, if not disrupted, will im- 
pose a revenue duty on sugar and wool. 

Some days ago it looked like clear sail- 
ing for the Underwood tariff bill. The presi- 
dent had announced he would accept no com- 
promises, and intimated if the bill were not 
Satisfactory as it came to him from congress 
he would veto it. 

It now may be. stated authoritatively that 
he will veto the measure if any kind of a 
duty is placed on wool, or if his proposal of 
free sugar after three years of reduced duty 
is rejected. 


Split May Lose Senators’ Seats. 
The Democratic senators who have de- 
*cided to split with the president realize 
they are taking their political lives in their 
'hands. Denounted by the president for the 
“ betrayal of their party,”’ they appreciate 
their chances of continuance in the senate 
will be materially lessened. On the other 
hand, if they follow the president they will 
lose the support of the sugar and wool in- 
terests of their respective states. They are 
“between the devil and the deep blue sea,”’ 
and the easier line of resistance for them. 
from what they have said to their colleagues, 
is to oppose Mr. Wilson and to stand by 
their home industries. 

The Louisiana senators have made no se- 
cret of their willingness to cast their votes 
for any change in the duties proposed by 
the Underwood bill in return for votes for a 
duty on sugar. They frankly are engaged 
in a log rolling scheme. They are backed 
up by the sugar interests of their own state 
and those of the beet sugar states which 
have been telegraphing to other industries 
desiring protection to apply pressure to 
senators. 


Unable to Get Together. 

The difficulty in the way of a combination 
of Democratic senators against the prest- 
dent arose in the beginning-from their in- 
ability to make an agreement as to what 
the sugar duty should be. 

The proposition which now is the basis of 
discussion is for the duty fixed by the ex- 
isting law to continue for three years, when 
it shall be reduced to the revenue duty im- 
posed by England, amounting to .JU6 cents 
per pound. 

The sugar senators would like to obtain 
a higher duty and in the end are hoping to 
have the senate agree to .67 cents per pound. 
They figure the cane and beet sugar inter- 
ests would not be completely destroyed by 
the expected influx of Cuban sugar, even if 
the lower rate named is adopted. 

This compromise proposal has not been 
presented to Mr. Wiison for his considera- 
tion. It is known if it were, it would be re- 
jected. Indeed, it might be met by the ulti- 
matum of the president that there must be 
immediate free sugar instead of free sugar 
three years hence. The Louisiana senators 
profess to have no apprehension that a dec- 
laration’of this kind would be heeded, but it 
is extremely doubtful as to what might be 
done if the president wer to veto the tariff 
bill because of its imposition of a permanent 
duty upon sugar or wool. 

Wilson Might Win in End. 

Neither the senate nor the hcuse would be 
in a temper to continuc thrashing out the 
sugar question, especiaily at a time when title 
thermometer is high in Washington. In the 
end Mr. Wilson might gain a more signal 
triumph than would be the case were the hill 
to pass in the shape adopted by the house.

WILL DEFINE DRUNKENNESS

Marquette, Mich., May 24.—After the selec- 
tion of a jury and the opening statement of 
counsel for the plaintiff in the libel suit of 
Theodore Roosevelt ageinst George A. New- 
ett, which begins here next Monday, 
Judge Richard C. Flannigan, among his first 
duties, probably will be called upon to rule 
just how much proof will fall on the plaintiff 
and the defendant.

Must Define Drunkenness. 

What constitutes drunkenness is another 
point calculated, it is said, to afford much 
argument for counsel, much quoting of au- 
thorities, and considerable thought on the 
part of the jurors. ‘

Illinois Food Commission 
Rules Article Must Contain 
8 Per Cent Milk Fat, 


PLANS WAR ON FRAUDS. 


Use of Process Butter, Packing 
Stock, or “‘Ladles”’ Prohibit- — 
ed by New Regulations. 


The Illinois state food commission has an- 
nounced a standard for ice cream in this 
state, ceviation trom which will be prose- 
cuted under tne pure food act. 

The siandard set up by the commission is 
as follows: 

Ice cream is a frozen substance made 
frem cream, or milk and cream, and 
eugar, with or without the addition of 
such other wholesome substances 45s 
have. customarily .. been used in 
maki ice cream, and contains not bess 
than & per cent of miik fat. 

. . « The following other substances 
bave customarily been used in making 
ioe cream: Kgga, ftiours, starches, but- 
ter, gelatin, favoring, harmless colors, 
nuts, fruits, pastries, and condensed

Title of the Act. 

The title of tue act uncer which the stand- 
ard is promuigate reads: 

At act wo prevent fraud in the sale of 
dairy products taeir imitation or substi- 
tutes, to pronibdit and prevent the Manu- 
facture anc saie of unheaitoful, aduiter- 
ated or misbranded food, liquors, or dairy 
products, to provide for the appointment 
ef a state food commissioner and his 
eatisiants, to define their powers and 
duties, and to repeal all acts relating to 
the production, manufacture, and sale of 
dairy and food products and liquors in 
conflict herewith. 

The purpose of the board is to compel the 
sale of what it calls a “normal” article 
under the label of “ice cream.’’ It'is the 
opinion of: the mempers that ice cream is 
the most important gingie item that f& con- 
sumed, especiaily during the summer months, 
from the standpoint of both health conditions 
aad frauds committed. 


Statement Explains Standard. 

Ip a statement which accompanies the pro- 
muulgation of the standard the bo@d says: 

“ The first question for the commission to 
determine was whether the item ‘ice cream ’ 
should be given literal interpretation or 
whether it has, through custom and usage, 
attained special significance, and, if so, to 
determine the limits and boundary lines of 
such term. It has been the contention of 
wany, and particularly manufacturers of ice 
cream, that it is not possible correctly to 
define what is ice cream, their argument 
beirg largely based upon the fact that there 
are and have been such a great variety of 
substances used in the production of so-called 

ice cream’ that definition limiting sub- 
stances would be invalid. 

“ To accept that view would open the door 
to the use of many substances as substitutes 
for articles that we believe are essential] in- 
gredients in ‘ ice cream.’ 


0. EK. on Condensed Milk. 

“The use of condensed milk as a substi- 
tution for fresh milk was given due coneider- 
ation by the commission. and its use in the 
manufacture of ice cream is sanctioned by 
usage and custom, and in certain seasons of 
the year when it is difficult to maintain 
fresh milk in proper condition, its use seems 
almost essential to the production of whole- 
some ice cream. : 

“The standard as formulated will exclude 
the use of materials not specifically men- 
tioned in the standard and foot note, as the 
definition was framed with the view of ex- 
cluding from ice cream substances which are 
weed as substitutes for milk or butter fat, 
namely so-called oleo fats, process butter. 
renovated butter. packing stock, or “ ladles,” 
their use not being sanctioned by trade, 
custom, or u@age. If used their presence 
must be properly dieplayed by label show- 
ing the variation from ice cream as herein- 
after defined. This le true of any other 
substance used and not shown in the standard 
hereinafter defined. 

“The question of .fixing the minimum 
amount of butter fat permiseible in ice cream 
was given great consideration by the com- 
mission. and the evidence of many taken on 
the subject.’’ ~

Then the upper and lower decks of the pier 
gave way and the front of the auditorium 
fell out. 


Rush Into Hole in: Panic. 

When the auditorium front fell out, those 
near the doors tried to get out of the pier and 
went down on top of the scores who already 
lay hurt or dying on the sand. These vic- 
tims of the panic slid into the gaping holes 
as into a huge funnel. 

The crowd massed about the auditorium 
doors was composed mostly of women and 
children. When the section about the doors 
sank they went in with ft, ande half dozen 
policemen, who had been vainly striving to 
hold the throng in check, went with them. 

Only a comparatively small number of men 
were caught in the trap, as most of the male 
celebrators were taking part in the parade. 
Many who were not standing on the section 
which collapsed were drawn or pushed into 
the vortex, and those who escaped crowded 
panic stricken toward the outer rail of the 
pier, starting a wild scramble for safety. 


Scramble Over Piled Bodies, 

Those who fell into the hole last were able 
to scramble over the entangled bodies to 
the broken ends of the floor, so deep was it 
massed with struggling bodies. Fallen 
timbers and flooring were jammed among the 
limbs of those caught in the trap. 

Mayor Hatch of Long Beach, who was to 
have been one of the principal speakers at 
the celebration, was in the midst of the 
throng on the pier, and at first was reported 
to be among the dead or injured. 

He escaped unhurt, however, and, aided 
by Mayor George Alexander of Los Angeles. 
who came down at the head of that city’s 
public hospital corps and several platoons 
of police, helped direct the work of rescue. 


Police Break Through Mob. 

The whole of the Long Beach police force 
was hastily summoned and their first effort 
was to break through this mass. Individual 
effort was useless and the police were forced 
to form flying wedges to drive their Way 
through.

The prosecutor declared that Stilwell had 
been “‘whitewashed”’ by the senate, but 
that the jury had an opportunity to perform 
a splendid civic service in cleansing the publie 
life of the state by a verdict of guilty. 

Mr. Moore characterized Kendall as a sub- 
orner Of perjury. The lawyer for Stilwell 
charged Kendall with “framing up” the 
senator for the purpose of getting a club over 
the latter’s head in order to force through 
the legislature certain amendments to the 
penal code by means of which Kendall would 
be able to sue the members of the stock 
exchange. 


Counsel Tries to Explain. 

Siilwell’s counsel in his address to the jury 
shifted the responsibility for the circum- 
stances which resulted in the bribery charge 
to the shoulders of Samuel Lewis, who was 
revision clerk of the estate senate unti!

SINGLE TONGUE 
FOR ALL WORLD 


Expert Offers Language He 
Says Every Nation Can 


Understand. 


BASED ON ENGLISH CODE. 


Simplified Spelling Means Which 
Translator Would Use 
in System. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. C., May 24.—[Special.]— 
* Veltang,” which means “ world language,” 


is the name that has been given to the new 


language which Prof. Frederick J. Braendle, 
official translator of the United States pen- 
sion office, has invented. It is in point of 
fact a universalized English, but with new 
alphabet and new numerical signs and a se- 
ries of exceedingly simply conceived marks 
to signify the length of vowels and the com- 
binations of consonants. 


System Used by Inventor. 

Veltlang is the development of years of 
study, according to ifs creator. This is the 
way Prof. Braendle argues: 

“Five thousand baaic words constitute a 
thoroughly working, workable knowledge of 
any language for commercial or ordinary 
literary uses,” says Prof. Braendle, “ and in 
constructing ‘ veltlang,’ I have taken 38,000 of 
the words right out of English. English is 
today the most broadly spoken language of 
modern times. Veltlang is English with its 
spelling altogether simplified and its gram- 
mar likewise. I am already carrying on cor 
respondence with friends I have interested in 
the new language. After they have learned 
the alphabet the rest is simple. 

“The alphabet which I have invented as 
the vehicle for veltlang consists of twenty 
letters, for which I use in the case of all 
vowels curvilinear characters, and for all 
the consonanta!l sounds, rectangular char- 
acters. Dipthongs and double vowels are 
single characters which are in reality combi- 
nations of their original components. Q, W, 
X, Y, and Z are in general practice eliminated 
in writing or printing veltlang, but there is 
ready substitution for them in the written 
language through the combination of the used 
consonants.” 


Reason for Choosing English. 

Prof. Braendle believes that in choosing 
English as the basis of the forthcoming 
world language he has taken. the logical 
step. It is his belief that the Teutonic 
tongues, radically stronger than the Latin 
tongues and not on dress parade as is Latin 
itself, are a far better basis than that se- 
lected for tena ata and Esperanto.

AISO TO TOUR THE WEST. 


Campanini Plans to Produce 
Massenet’s “‘Werther’’ Joint- 
ly with Boston. 


Miss Mary Garden is to remain a member 
of the Chicago Grand Opera company for 
the season 1918-'14, A cable to that effect 
was received yesterday afternoon by Bern- 
hard Uhirich, the resident manager of the 
company. It stated that Cleofonte Cam- 
panini, the company’s director, had signed a 
contract with Miss Garden in Paris. This 
contract covers not only the twenty weeks 
of the regular season in Chicago and Phila- 
delphia but the entire western tour, which, 
it was stated, would duplicate the tour of 
the last season. 


To Produce “Werther.” 

Mr. Campanini’s message stated further 
that he has arranged with Henry Russell, 
director of the Boston opera, to mount three 
new operas and to divide the expenses equai- 
ly between Bostonand Chicago.

It is based upon Goethe's widely popular

page of autoblographic fiction. The opera was 
first performed in America at the Metropoll- 
tan in New York on April 20, 1894, with Mme. 
Emma Eames and Jean de Reszka. A single 
performance was given then and it was re- 
peated with slight success two seasons later.

The cultured English public is too well ac- 
quainted with Thackeray’s satire on the 
book,.which sums up the tragedy somewhat 
unsympathetically thus: 
** Charlotte, having seen his body 
Borne before her on a shutter, 
Like a well conducted person, 
Went on cutting bread and butter.” 
The opera was revived for the opening of 
the New theater In New York in 1909 with 
Miss Farrar and Edmond Clement.

Proprietors of West End Clubs Blame 
Financial] Stringency, Not Police, for 
Dull Season.

LONDON, May 24.—The gambling clubs of 
the West End of London are Suffering from a 
decline, but not on account of the police, 
The complaint of the proprietors is that there 
is too little ready money. The tendency of 
their clients now is to come to the gaming ta- 
ble with a few pounds in their pockets and 
pay heavy losses by checks which are dis- 
honored the next morning.

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WORKERS TO SHARE PROFITS 


French Cabinet Offers Bill for 
‘Labor Shares’ in Companies. 


PLANS TO END UNREST. 


Employes Given Right to Take Stock 
and Draw Dividends. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, May 24.—The fact that the French 
government fears another labor upheaval in 
the immediate future and is determined to 
forestall it was shown by the decision of the 
cabinet this week to Introduce in the chamber 
a series of bills designed to improve the lot 
of the workingman. 

By far the most important and interesting 
is the measure giving legal facility to labor to 
share in the profits of capital on a codperative 
basis in private concerns. While other coun- 
tries have taken steps in this direction 
through private initiative the credit of being 
the first nation to offer official facilities with 
the stamp of official recommendation to the 


| extension of the codperative principle to in- 


dustrial enterprises, run primarily in the in- 
terests of capital, comes to France. 

The government's project, which has al- 
ready set the labor leaders buey thinking, is 
based on the ideas of such statesmen as 
Briand, Millerand, Ribot, and Viviani. 

Plan Provides “Labor Shares.” 

It provides facilities under company laws 

for the creation of a class of “‘ labor shares ”’ 


| collateral with the capital subscribed by the 


' shareholders. 


Employés will have the right 
fo subscribe for labor shares, which will be- 
come their collective property and inalien- 
able as long as the company exists. 

In case of the winding up of the concern 
the value of the labor shares will be divided 
among the emp!oyés who have had ten con- 
secutive years in the company's service. 
Dividends will be paid in accordance with 
the company's statutes. 

The project is designed to establish more 
intimate relations between capital and le- 
bor, which will give employés a share in the 
administration of such codperative com- 
panies. In nowise is it compulsory. It puts 
employers under no constraint. The gov- 
ernment merely wishes to establish an en- 
tirely new kind of organization which em- 
ployers and employés may enter at their 
will. 

State to Aid Labor Enterprises. 

The second bill grants $400,000 from the 
$5,000,000 advanced to the Bank of France 
by the state for the purpose of financing pri- 
vate labor enterprises, just as the govern- 
ment now extends its financial ald to agricul- 
tural development. 

The third project grants trading facilities 
to trades unions, allowing them to hire out 
and otherwise distribute tools and other in- 
struments used by the trade they represent 
with a legal trade mark for protection. The 
bill also allows the unions to sell freely any 
articles made by members. 

Side by side with this list of labor meas- 
ures M. Barthou also intends to undertake 
legisiation with the object of protecting the 
members of friendly societies from frauds.

500,000,000 LOAN 
George Bronson Rea Has 


Power of Attorney from Dr. 
Sun to Negotiate Deal. 


WILSON BLOCKS HIS PLAN 
Refusal to Back Bankers Drives 
American to Europe to 
Get Railroad Money. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, | 

LONDON, May 24.—George Broneon Rea, 
secretary of the Chinese Nationa! Railway 
corporation, has arrived in London bearing 
a power of attorney from Dr. Sun-Yat-Sen to 
borrow $500,000,000 to build 10,000 miles of 
railroad in China within the next fifteen 
years. Be Sun wanted to build 60,000 miles, 
but Rea cut the estimate of the revolutionary 
leader to 10,000, 

Rea has confidence of getting the money 
needed for this undertaking without ap- 
proaching the old financial groups which 
made loans to China and which are Wisliked 
by the Chinese parliament. 

“I intended first to raise the money in 
America,’ Mr. Rea said today, “as I know 
that the American group headed by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 'could easily handle it, of 
course taking in the financial] groups in other 
countries after they got started, but elimi- 
nating the phases of the former loan con- 
tract so unwelcome to the Chinese, 


Wilson Blocks Loan Plans. 

“I desired that the American group should 
supply $125,000,000 in the course of ten years, 
the other powers td take the remainder. All 
my plans fell through, however, when Presi- 
dent Wilson decided to withdraw government 
support from the banking group, and I had 
to come to England when I realized that 
Americans will not enter the Chinese fleld 
unless supported by their government. 

“It seems to me that sooner or later Pres!i-- 
dent Wilson will be compelled to modify his 
policy, because with the new tariff all con- 
ditions in America will be changed and a new 
market for exports must be found. 

“China is the richest field the world now 
offers. Folitical conditions in China make it 
impractical for Americans to enter the field 
without government support, and, aside from 
the Morgan group, there is no other strong 
enough to float a loan independently. 


Wants to Keep Open Door. 

“* In London there are half a dozen groups, 
but this puts me in a complex situation, as 
I am trying to arrange a loan in London on 
terms satisfactory to the Chinese, eliminat- 
ing the objections to the previous contract, 
and at the same time as a patriotic Amer- 
ican I am anxious to keep the door open for 
Americans to enter the great commercial field 
later. ' 

* The feeling which seems to pervade Eu- 
rope just now is the desire to prevent a 
stronger representafive government in China. 
This is shown by the conditions on which 
the previous loans were made, and It le the 
reason why the Chinese parilament is so 
strongly against Yuan Shih Kal, fearing that 
if he dared he would overrule parliament and 
assume the role of a dictator. 


Predicts Changed Situation. 

“This is directly opposed to American 
ideas, which would have predominated if 
President Wilson had not acted as he did, 
Centralization has always been the British 
policy in the past, but I expect a change 
of attitude in the near future because pub- 
lic opinion believes that financial groups in- 
dependent of the Hong Kong banking in- 
terests should be considered 

“Yuan Shih Kai is the strongest per- 
sonality in China, and Dr. Sun is next, but 
the latter is actuated by idealism and if 
Yuan attempts to override parliament, Dr. 
Sun wili reénter the political field.”

Houses of Hohenzollern and Cum- 
berland Reunited by Cere- 
mony in Berlin. 


MANY KINGS AND QUEENS ATTEND 


BERLIN, May 24.—Princess Victoria Luiss 
of Prussia, only daughter of the German 
emperor, was married co Prince Ernest Au- 
gust of Cumberland with the rites of the 
Lutheran church at 5 o'clock this evening. 

The ceremony, which took place in the 
royal chapel of the imperial castle, seals the 
reconciliation between the dethroned. house 
of Hanover and the house of Hohenzollern 
after a fifty year feud. 

At the end of the wedding ceremony the 
empress and the bride were almost in tears, 
and the emperor showed a father’s deep 
emotion. 

The presence of the three most powerful 
sovereigns of Europe—the German emperor, 
the Russian emperor, and the British king 
emperor—on terms of intimate friendship, 
made the event a demonstration of inter- 
national peace. 

The civil.ceremony was performed half an 
hour earlier in the Great Electors’ hall, a 
small room in the most ancient part of the 
castle. It was attended only by the imme 
diate families of the bride and bridegroom. 


Ceremony Followed by Banquet. 

A state banquet was given at the castle 
thie evening, followed by the historic “ torch 
dance’’ and the distribution to the guests of 
souvenir “ gartera,”’ 

These are in the form of silk ribbons bear- 
ing the bride's initials and the date in gold 
letters, which modern delicacy has substt- 
tuted for the pieces of the bride’s garter 
formerly cut up and distributed by the 
Princes of the royal family on the points of 
tnetr swords. 

During the banquet the German emperor 
made it known the newly wedded couple will 
ascerd the throne of the duchy of Brunswick 
atan early date. The direct line of rulers of 
the duchy became éxtinct in 1884. 

It was the will of the kaiser that the de- 
throned house of Hanover and the house of 
Hohenzollern should be reconciled. He ex- 
horted the prince and princess to devote their 
lives to the service cf their future subjects. 
and confirmed in pretty phrase the general 
belief that the marriage was a love match. 

Emperor William spoke to an audience 
purely of royal blood, the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, the ministers, and other guests 
dining in other rooms. 

Tre bridal couple left immediately after the 
banquet for the emperor's hunting seat at 
Hubertusstock, north of Berlin, where they 
will pass the first week of their honeymoon, 
then going for a fortnight to the Duke of 
Cumberiland’s hunting castle near Gmuen- 
den. 

The emperor accompanied the prince and 
princess in an Open car through cheering 
crowds to the station. 

At 10:30 o'clock tonight Emperor Nicholas 
left for St. Petersburg. King George and 
Queen Mary, it is expected, will remain in 
Berlin for several days. 


Guests Gather in Chapel. 

While the short formal! civil marriage wae 
being performed the guests who were to at- 
tend the religious services had assembled 
in the octagona!] chapel at the other end of 
the castle. The room was richly decorated 
with flowers. 

A choir of men and boys was stationed 
in the high gallery encircling the chapel just 
below the dome, where they sang hymns un- 
accompanied by instrumental music, 

At the conclusion of the civil ceremony the 
bridal procession was marshaled into Mne 
by Count August Zu Eulenburg, grand mar- 
shal of the imperial court, and then proceeded 
the whole length of the castle through a long 
series of state apartments to the royal chapel. 

The procession was led by the bridal couple, 
the princess’ train being borne by four of her 
girl friends. Prince Ernest August of Cum- 
berland was dressed in Prussian Hussar uni- 
form. 

Royal Train Follows Couple. 

After them came Emperor William with the 
Duchess of Cumberland. Then fotlowed in 
order the Duke of Cumberland with the Ger 
man empress, the Emperor Nicholas of Rus- 
sia with Queen Mary of England, King 
George of England with,Crown Princess Ce- 
cilie, the Emperor William's sons with their 
consorts and fifty or more other princes and 
princesses of the royal blood.

Not infrequently a 
badly balanced or ill chosen cast works all 
the damage. And this explains why, in some 
cases, a play which fails on‘ try-out * in Chi- 
cago, can go into New York with awtrength- 
ened cast and register a success. 

“ Another important fector which is lost 
sight of by the man who produces plays is 
the ‘ too much samenesr,’ which becomes tire- 
some. The producer ought to remember thet 
‘the pitcher which is taken to the well toe 
often is gure to be broken.’ The producer who 
believes that because a play along certain 
lines is successful like plays can be produced 
with equal success will not be broken but 
‘go broke.’ 

“The proprietor of a machine shop cannot 
hope to have a successful business if he em- 
ploys mediocre mechanica. He may, by ad- 
vertising his business extensively, build up 
a large following. But these customers will 
gragually drift eleewhere as they come in 
contact with the inferior quality of his works. 
The same holds good with the public that 
goes to the theater, They can be deceived in 
eome things, but they know when a perform- 
ance is entertaining. And they refuse te pat-

the theatrical business, I have come to the 
conclusion that failure is caused, not by the 
fickleness of human nature, but by the qual 
ity of the performance. 

“The producer must not allow the belief 
that he hag a play which he feel certain will 
be a success to elose his eyes to the fact that 
certain actors or actresses may be very pop- 
ular in some kinds of plays and failures in 
others. 

“Take any business you may think of, put 
the bookkeeper in the manager's place, send 
the office force upon the road, and fll their 
places with the salesmen. Where would the 
business be in a short time? Would the cus- 
tomers be the cause of the trouble? 

“If these same business men procure the 
goods which the public desires, but do not 


have saiesmen capable of presenting their 


merits to the customers they are in as bad 
a position as if they lacked what was 
wanted, ~~

We 
have good actresses and many of them, 
but we have few good actors. I can 
fird in half a day enough actressee to fill 
every Woman's role in most productions sev- 
éral times over. But it’s a difficult task to 
find actors for the men’s roles. ‘“‘ The Poor 
little Rich Girl ” was no exception, efther, 
and I find it similarly difficult to find able 
actors for “ Evangeline’ and for *“* The Del- 
uge’’ and for the half dozen other produc- 
tlons under way for next season.

Two of the 
younger brothers are touted by Joe as likely 
to uphold the family name on the diamond.

With a family of this size the elder Jack- 
son thought Joe of more use in the shop 
than at school.

NTOINE POLLAK is the inventor of 
a photo-electric device by which 40,- 
000 worde an hour can be telegraphed. 
Mr. Pollak says that he and the 
" late Joseph Virag spent ten years in 
perfecting the machine. He says it is abso- 
‘ately accurate and that in French experi- 
ments the cost of sending fifty words has 
been reduced to about 1 cent. 

Whereas now only 2,500 words an hour can 
be sent by the ordinary method, it is possible 
‘by the use of the new machine to send 40,000. 

There are three paris to the machine—the 
perforator, the transmitter, and the receiver. 
The first can be worked by a typewriter in 
@ busfness man’s office. After the paper is 
perforated on the typewriter it has to be 
taken to the telegraph office, where the rib- 
bon strips are pasted into a continuous strip 
of ribbon, which is fed into the transmit- 
ter. The transmitter, as well as the receiver 
at the other end of the line, work auto- 
matically at high speed. 

The speed of the apparatus is so much 
higher than the quickest telegraph that it is 
necessary to use telephone wires. The whole 
thing is simple. It can be installed at a busi- 
ness man’s telephone within an hour. 

Seated at the perforator the operator writes 
with the keys a message in different char- 
acters. It is done by punching holes in the 
paper ribbon. An observer might find the 
characters Meaningless. |yut each set of per- 
forations made by the perforating key repre- 
sents a letter. 

The perforated ribbon is placed in a small 
cylinder of the transmitter. A switch sets 
the cylinder revolving and the ribbon with 
it. In ten seconds, before the ribbon of per- 
forated paper has compictely paesed through 
the transmitter, a second broader strip of 
sensitized paper issues from the receiving end 
and upon this is written in ordinary char- 
acters the message tepped out of the ma- 
@hine a moment before by the operator. 

Pollak and Virag, working together many 
years, discovered a means of harnessing elec- 
tricity to light, by which the movement of @ 
tiny spot of light hundreds of miles away 
can be comrolled as surely as though one 
held a reflecting mirror in his hand 

Everyone knows how a spot of Might re- 
flected from a mirror can be made to “* write ” 
on a blank wel! or ceiling.

An Englishwoman of Cheswick, tiring of 
long walks on shopping tours, has had built 
for herself a three wheeled conveyance, 
which is neither car, motorcycle, nor cycle- 
car, and one puzzles where to place it.

Skin Boat from Bagdad. 

One seldom hears of present day Bagdad.

The drawing shows a skin boai as used in 
this old Turkish city of a type used quite ex- 
tensively throughout the district, and in some 
other parts of the world.

Electric Type of Drill. 

There have been many kinds of rock drills 
in use in the past, from the old hand operated 
steel bar to drills operated by compressed 
air. These latter have been etandard, for 
many classes of work for sometime. They 
have many advantages, can do the work 
much quicker and cheaper than hand work, 
and the exhaust air helps to vemtilate the 
tunnels in which they may be used. 

The disadvantage is it takes several men to 
move the apparatus ard the pipe is not so 
handy to connect and to run from one place 
to another as is desirable; also the leakage 
is likely to be enough to make the method 
inefficient. Well taken care of the air sys- 
tem is excellent and for certain classes of 
mining work may possibly never be super- 
seded. 

The air drill has had a rival of late in the 
electric type, such as is shown in the draw- 
ing. This machine is said to weigh less 


than the air type, while it is much easier 
to string an electric cable than iron pipe. 
This makes the device more nearly a one 
man maciine. 

In the drawing the motor case js shown at 
M, this case also inclosing the gearing that 
rotates the drill rod, D. At the leftat P is 
a screw rod which feeds the drill) forward as 
the cutting progresses The wires to the 
source of power are seen at W and the frame 
holding the. power plant at G. The frame 
part is braced between the floor and ceiling 
of the tunnel by a pipe and base as shown.

The cause ie attributed in 
most cases to en overfat condition, which 
pro@uces a pressure upon the egg passage, 
resulting in difficulty in performing its prop- 
er function. Sluggish fowls, those which 
heave been closely confined without being 
given the necessary artificial exercise, are 
common prey, to this disease. = 
Sometimes the muscular tiesue is replaced 
by etredks of fat, which weaken the muscles 
of the egg paseage, and, by etraining, the 
weak walls give way, permitting the egg or 


{te contents to pass into the abdominal cav- 


ity. This condition produces inflammation, 
followed by peritonitis. ’ 

Occasionally the poultry raiser will find a 
dead hen on the nest, which hae died without 
an apparent cause, but upon cloge investiga- 
tion it will be found that there was an egg 
bound condition which regulted in a weaken- 
ing condition of the heart. The fatty condi- 
tion of the bird has affected the muscles of 
the heart, and the extra strain was too se- 
vere upon these muscles. 

Overfat hene are apt to lay double yolk 
eses, which adds to strain and difficulty in 
pessage. At times egzs may get broken 
while passing through the oviduct and will 
obstruct the passage of the other eggs. Pul- 
lets may become egg bound for a few daysin 
endeavoring to passe their first eggs, but such 
cases generally will adjust themselves within 
a few daysand need no treatment. 

* 
How to Treat the Trouble. 

An egg bound condition may result in in- 
flammation of the egg passage, which is quite 
a serious disease. The hen thue affected 
has a constant desire to etrain, and this 
strain is at times so violent as to cause the 
breaking of a blood vessel and resultin the 
bird’s sudden cwath. 

If the poultryman would watch his flock 
closely there is little danger of inflammation 
of the egg parseage. When a hen is detected 


/ moving about slowly, going often In the nest 


without dropping an egg, and the tall feagh- 
ers are seen to be lowered, take her in hand, 
watch the movements of the muecies at the 
vent, and you will notice her efforte to eject 
an egg. Oil your finger and pass it into the 
passage; you will readily detect the muscula: 
movements and in most cases touch the egg. 

One of the ¢€imple treatments which has 
proven effective is to hold the hen with her 
yent over a steaming dish of boiling water. 
Should tnis not pe effective enough to relax 
the parts for the delivery of the egg injecta 
small quantity of olive or sweet oll. While 
the hen ‘ls undergoing this treatment feed 
her on soft, unetimvulating foods, and give 
her a half teaspoonful of linseed oll every 
few hours. After the ees has been removed 
should there be any signs of inflammation 
syringe the paseage with a weak solution of 
carbolic acid. Keep the fow! in a quiet place 
away from the rest of the flook.

Cause of Soft Shelled Eggs. 

An overfatty condition is also the cause 
for the laying of soft shelled eggs. Some- 
times it is caueed by the overstimulation of 
the egg organ®, brought about by the over- 
feeding of toa much epice, which is apt to 
cause irritation of the egg passage. 

Closely confined fowls not supplied with a 
variety of food are more liable to lay soft 
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munications’ to Poultry Editor, Tribune. 


shelled egge than those having plenty of 
range or supplied with exercise in an artifi- 
cial way and fed a variety of grains in a 
well balanced ration. Oyeter shells, grit, and 
plenty of green foods will assist greatly in 
preventing such concitiorsof the egg organs. 

If your hens are too fat provide a diet low 
in. fat producing elements, make the birds 
work for what they get, and put one tea- 
spoonful of sulphate of magnesia to every 
pint of drinking water twice a week for a few 
weeks. 

Should the hens still persist in laying soft 
shelled eggs add five drops of fluid extract of 
ergot to each quart of drinking water every 
other cay for a period of one week. Do not 
have any other water around while giving 
ithem the mixture, otherwise the fowls will 
not touch it.

Answer: Not enough moisture; possibly set in too 
dry a place. When you set some more put some 
fresh soil in the bottom of the nest. You might 
also dip the eggs about the sixteenth day in some 
water heated at about 103 degrees. It may also be 
possible that the parent steck is not in the best 
breecing condition, thus weakening the germ, pro- 
ducing chicks with not enough vitality to extricate 
themselves from the shelis. 

{Poultry Editor Tribune.]—Kindly tell me 
what is the beet food to give laying hens at 
this season of the year. Mine are range 
chickens. and I have a Wyandotte hen that 
has laid for’thirteen daye straight. Cam you 
beat it? Mrs. G. H. K., Clyde, Tl. 


Answer: A well balanced commercial scratching 
food, with a dry mash before them at’ all times. 
If you mix your own feed, use one part corn, two 
parts oate, and two parte wheat. Give the fowis 
lots ef green food, and do not forget the grit, cyster 
shells, charcoal, beef scraps, and plenty of fresh 
witer. Thirteen eggs in thirteen days without any 
days off is very good. Would not advise making 
any great changes in feeding with such a record. 

(Poultry Editor Tribune.]—I am thinking 
of keeping some hens. I have a back yard 
which measures 50 feet by 70 feet. Would 
this be large enough for seventy or eighty 
hene, if they are kept right? Would it be 
all right to build a hen house facing the 
east?

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No Hammer Found in 


HERE is a generally accepted idea in 
the mind of the layman that all one baa 
to do in order to start a box factory is 
to employ a few carpenters, buy a few 
kegs of nails and some hammers, and 

hang out his sign. 

There really is no foundation for such a be- 
lief. To those who entertain it, the assertion 
that in the representative box factories of 
the United States a scant dozen hand ham- 
mers are to be found may prove a revelation. 
But such is the case. Boxes today are made 
by machines and the skilled carpenter is not 
in big demand in the factories, 

The larger factories of the country keep 
on hand between 10,000,000 and 15,000,000 feet 
of lumber. This lumber is of various kinds 
and comes from all parts of the country. 
Pine, basswood, birch, and beechwood come 
from the north; gumwood, cottonwood, and 


| oplar from the south; ash and elm come from 


both the north and the south, and some pine 
is shipped from Canada and the western 
states. 

This lumber comes to the factory from the 
lumber milis in carload and often trainload 
lots. It is shipped by both water and rail, 
and on being received at the yard each board 
is measured and graded, and on account of 


.- the shipment kept in or@er that it shall con- 


form to the bills of th:@ umber mills. The 
lumber comes in various sizes, the boards 
running from four inches to sixteen inches 
in width and from six to sixteen feet in 
length. 

From the yard the lumber is forwarded tnto 
the planing mill, where it is surfaced on one 
or two sides and resawed into whatever 
thickness may be called for. An inch boerd, 
for instance, sometimes is split into two or 
three pieces on a machine known as a band 
resaw. This is accomplished by standing the 
board on edge and feeding it between revolv- 
ing rolls to the saw blade, which cuts or splits 
the board into two pieces. When three pieces 
are desired a second blade is used, making 
two cuts in one operation. This, however, 
requires a special machine, known as the 
twin band resaw. 

After the boards have been surfaced and 
resawed they are then placed ina conveyor, 
which carries them to the floor above, where 
they are sawed into the required lengths 
and widths to make the various parts [{enda, 
sides, tops, and bottoms] for the box desired. 

s 


Putting On Printed Matter. 

The parts thus sawed are transferred toa 
matcher, a machine that tongues and groves 
one edge of each part similar to flooring. 
The tongue is the small projection on one 
board that dovetails or splices into a groove 
on another board. Two or three boards thus 
tongued and grooved form the top and bot- 
tom ofthe box. The sides and ends in 
eome instances are made of one piece stock, 
more frequently, however, of two, three, 
and four pieces, according to the depth of 
the box, tongued and grooved the same as 
the top and bottom, The ends are often- 
times cleated, especially on larger boxes. 

The matcher or tongue and grooving ma- 
chine has an attachment which applies giue. 
Then they go to a squeezing machine, where 
the several pieces of each part are forced 
together into one piece. 

Whenever the ends are made of two or 
three pieces and tongued and grooved, two 


| corrugated fasteners—small stripe of cor- 
| rugated steel an inch and a half long—are 
| driven across each joint of the board, one 
! at each edge, thus keeping the end securely 

| together, 


These corrugated fasteners come 
in long lengths wound on reels or colla An 
automatic machine feeds the proper length, 
then cuts and drives two fasteners in one 
operation. 

Over In another part of the factory the 
sides, ends, and sometimes the tops are 
printed in one or two colors as may be re- 
quired, Any reading matter desired can be 
transferred on to the various box parts 
from specially engraved brase or steel plates. 
The printing presses are provided with cylin- 
ders to which the plates are fastened by 
means of clampa The box parts are piled 
into a hopper and fed through the press by 
achain, The plates, being supplied with ink 
by means of an ink fountain and revolving 
with the cylinders, make the (mpressions. 
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Superintendent Chicago Mill and Lumber Company. 


The printed ends and sides are then trans- 
ferred on trucks to the lock corner depart- 


ment, where tennons—little projections with ° 


spaces between—are cut into both ends of 
each board simultaneously at the rate of 
from twelve to twenty-five ends or sides at 
a time, according to the thickness. After 
being dipped into glue they are placed into a 
press which squeezes or dovetails them to- 
gether. 

The sides and ends then constitute the 
frame of the box. The four dovetailed cor- 
ners of this frame are then trimmed te 
make them square and remove any rough 
edges. ‘ 

* ** 


Lock Corner Much Used. 

On high grade boxes for fancy packing 
these corners are smoothed off on a large 
revolving sand wheel, giving the box a neat 
appearance and smooth finieh. 

Then the frame passes on to nailing ma- 
chines where the bottom ig nailedon. These 
machines automatically feed and drive al- 
most any number of nails. On lock corner 
boxes which are not large—a laundry soap 
box is about the average— eight or ten nails 
are required at eachf end: 

After the bottom\is nalled on, the box is 
conveyed to the edg machine, passing be- 
tween two sets of revolving knives which 
trim or edge off the bottom so that it does 
not stick over the sides Then other nail- 
ing machines drive one or two nails through 
the bottom into each side to prevent the sides 
and bottom from bulging out in the center 
when the box is packed. 

The top is seldom nailed onto the box, in 
order to save the user time and breakage 
in removing it. They are usually bundled 
with heavy atring. 

The boxes when finished are transferred on 
trucks or conveyors to chutes by means of 
which they are delivered and loaded onto 
wagons and teamed to any part of the city. 
For out of town shipments, instead of wagons 
they are delivered over the chutes into 
freight cars. 

The larger box factories each turn out on 
an average of from 20,000 to 30,000 lock cor- 
ner boxes per day, 

Besides the lock corner boxes, there are 
other stylea 

The cleated end box is used where the large 
dimensions. of boxes do not permit lock cor- 
nering and where lumber is too narrow to 
make the ordinary nailed style. The nailed 
style box was used exclusively prior to the 
introduction of the lock corner box, which 
made such vast strides that it is now used 
extensively, principally on account of its 
superior strength and neater appearance. 
Neverlese there are numerous nailed boxes 
used. Gome of the box factories turn out as 
many as 10,000 a day. 

Boxes are made up in any dimensiona the 
average box consumes about 5 feet of lumber. 
In. this is not included the piano box, which 
takes as high as 150 feet. ‘These are also 
made on a nailing machine which automati- 
cally feeds and Arives as high as thirty-two 
nails in one single operation. This machine 
will turn out from 125 to 160 boxes per day. 

x * 
Wire Bound Boxes Pilfer Proof. 

Last but not least, there is the wire bound 
box or folding sealed shipping case which 
has been found adaptable and satisfactory 
by users of large boxes on account of its 
light weight, strength, and being pilfer 
proof. 

This box is made of light materiai rein- 
forced with binding wires around the body 
of the box. The lumber is sawed in the 
same manner as the nailed or lock corner 
boxes. 

The parts, sides, top, and bottom are then 
fed into a stitching machine which stitches 
the wires Onto the Surface of the several 
parts in the same way a sewing machine 
stitches. thread im cloth, until a mat con- 
sisting of two sides, a top and a bottom, is 
attained, at the same time fastening a cleat 
at both. ends of each part. These cleats are 
tennoned or notched at each end so that 
when the box is folded into #hape they form 
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four mortised corners. Then the ends are 


nailed onto these cleats from the Inside and. | will sun ip. 


the wire bound box is ready for packing. 
Twist every two opposite wires into each 
other and the box is ready for shipment. A 
lead seal with private merk pressed over the 
twisted wires will not permit opening of the 
box without immediate detection. 

From one to seven binding wires can be 
stitched on to a box in one operation, accerd- 
ing to its length. A box forty-eight inches 
long by almost any width and depth, say 
forty-eight inches ¢ach way, would be con- 
sidered a large box. The wire is fed tnto this 
machine from colls or reels, it forms and 
drives the staples and clinches them on the 
inside of box automatically. 

Five hundred boxes 48x48x48, is a day’s out- 
put on one stitching machine. With seven 
binding wires they would require about ten 
miles of binding wire and 240,000 staples, or 
four miles of staplitg wire. Owing to the 
binding wires the box has consterable car- 
rying strength, notwithstanding the thin lum- 
ber used, which makes the box light in weight 
and therefore a freight saver. 

There are other details in @ box factory 
which may be of interest to the layman. 
For instance, the larger factories consume 
from 35,000,000 to 40,000,000 feet of lumber 
annually, which is et the rate of a smal! 
trainload of eight to ten carloads per day.

To cut this amount of lumber into boxes re- 
quires fifty rip saws, ag Many cut off saws, 
besides numerots band resaws and planers, 
also eight automatic filing machines to keep 
the saws and knives sharp at all times. 

There is considerable waste in planing and 
resawing lumber for boxes. An inch board, 
for example, resawed or split into three thin 
boards each planed on one side, will be dimin- 
ished to five-eighths of an inch after the saws 
and plamers have done their work, making no 
allowance for cutting Out poor parts of the

40,000,000 feet of lumber &npually this refuse 
| to. fifty tons daily. 
Few people know that a@ box factory burns 
no coal, shavings and bite of wood suppiy 
more fuel than a large box factory can con- 
sume. | . 

The. shavings and wood resulting from 
planing and sawing-this lumber are fed au- 
tomaticatly by a system of blowers into meta! 
chutes from‘ the various figors over the roof 
of the factory direct into the boilers, This 
refuse furnishes more fuel than the large 
factory requires to fire four boilers of 250 
horsepower each and operate two engmes of 
1,000 horsepower, bepides genesating eiec- 
tricity for all the light and electric power re- 
quired. 


The surplus shavings and sawdust are ° 


biewn into large bing. Huge quantities of 
shavings are baled and sold for bedding, and 
all of the sawdust is dlepesed of for packing 
end. other purposes. 

In this age of spectalization there ere few 
lines @f industry that make their own pack- 
ages. There are many reasons for thia. With 
the limited facilities which were available the 
packer was unable to produce anything buta 


crude package, the only purpose of which was 


to prevent damage to the inclosed article. 

Today with national and even international 
markets open to every manufacturer the 
packing cage must serve other purposes. Much 
money has been spent to make the brands 
of various products a household word, and to 
impress the names of these products stil] more 
thoroughly upon the public the package in 
which the article is carried must be attrac- 
tive. 

These facilities the modern box factory pro- 
wides. Figures beyond comprehension could 
be given to name the number of pounds of 
butter, crackers, and soap alone, packed an- 
nually im these boxes. Not alone these put 
every line of industry which manufactures 
an article of not greater size than 4 piano 
uses in some form or other a specially and 
attractively made package.

His method was to cauterize the engorged 
mucous membrane with the electric cautery, 
to cut it away with a lancet, or,to burn it off 
with lunar caustic. All of these methode 
were made painleges and were gladly permit- 
ted by the sufferers. For more than two 
years now—When the first patient was thus 
treated—there hes been no return of the 
asthma. 

So long hae direct sunlight been regarded 
as a specific for tuberculosis that physicians 
and laymen alike are prone to forget there 
may be other and equally helpful uses for 
sunlight. Dr. Jacques Aimes of France be- 
comes euch an edvocate at this moment. He 
calls attention to various ailments in which 
acknowledged authorities all over the world 
prove sunlight to have been beneficial. Bome 
of these conditions are indeed surprising. 
Ulcers of the shin bone, wounds, cuts, tears, 
burns, em@ciated ndscles, boils, and even 
inflamed eyelids. 

Dr. Aimées maintains that the mucous mem- 
branes are not as delicate as the skin, med- 
ical opinion to the contrary notw ithstandime. 
Thirty-five patients among forty-eight who 
suffered with trachoma—that European con- 
tagion of the eyelids—Were cured by expos- 
ure to two sittings of direct sunlight. There 
was no return thereafter of the trouble,

A Matter of Immunization. 

This bigarre stunt of turning sunlight into 
the eyelids to cure them of some trouble not 
unnaturally stirs up the question of why 
des not the atomach digest itself? 

Dr: M. Katzenstein of Berlin now offers a 
solution to this Wexatious question. After 
experimenting for a long time, Dr. Katgen- 
stein draws the conclusion that the tissue of 
the stomach is just the same in its resistance 
to the stomach’s acids as a cobra's is to itg 
own venom. 

Briefly, it is all a matter of immunization. 
The stomach develops an immunity to the 
digestive pieces in a slow, gradual fashion, 


theria by steadily increasing the inoculated 
amounts of diphtheria toxin. In a word, 
the stomach acapts itself to the acids and 
pepsin. 

Dr. Katzenstein finds that a etrictly vege- 
tarian diet for the dogs used in his experi- 
ments reduced the amount of juices formed, 
while a strict wheat ciet caused a lump in 
the quantity. If a small blood vessel or vein 
becomes plugged up, and any part of the 
stomach lining loses its lymph circulating 
blood, the digestive juice which touches 
that part begins to destroy the stomach. 
You then have the malady known as a 
“stomach ulcer.” 

Ulcers of the stomach are dangerous but 
not necessarily fatal ailments. They re- 
quire rest first of all, and as soon as your 
Goctor discovers one he orders a soft, im- 
Palpable list of victuals fit only for the 
stomachs of walruses and kings. Milk, ice 
cream, eggs, and mush are the sole arbitra- 
ments of health for some six weeks. 

Already there are signe that the approach-

Some Ailments Due to Underfeeding 


Skin eruptions on babies are not infre- 


quently due to the same causes that incite 


them in adults. The stomach and bowels of 
a child, true enough, are often more permea- 
ble than those of its elders. It is therefore 
less of a novelty to find many maladies of 
an infant's skin inadequately blamed upon 
* heat,”” when as a matter of fact they are 
attributable to overfeeding. Sugars and fats 
are often the guilty ailments, and these, ac- 
cording to Dr. H. Hubner of Berlin, might 
well be replaced by curds and whey or but- 
termilk. 

Eggs seem to be too strong a nutriment for 
sorhe children. When a year old child ex- 
hibits the red blotches, blisters, or pimples 
so commonly seen, perish the superstitious 
thought that it is “ heat’ and get busy at 
once with modifications of diet. Your family 
doctor will prescribe certain articles of the 
diet and proscribe others. He will also give 
you a mild lotion to apply. 


There are some itchy ailments of the baby's 
skin traceable to underfeeding or a poor 
pabulum. Again, there are some children 
that “‘ break out” or “ erupt "’ because cer- 
tain particular articles of the diet are repelled 
by their susceptible tiasues. In adults crabs, 
tish, berries, tomatoes, and shellfish produce 
hives and other dermal affections. Eggs are 
known to co this to some children. 

A cure for such ills, it must be plain, hinges 
upon the abrogation of the inciting foods.

Surgery of the Lungs. 

Experimental surgery of the lungs has been 
carried out by Dr. Schepelmann. Experi- 
ments were carried out on rabbits without 
regard to the human availability of the meth- 
ods applied, but certain of them have some 
bearing on man, so he reports them in de- 
tail. His results were encouraging. 


In other experiments he cut away part of 
the diaphragm and found this led to com- 
pression of the corresponding lung. The 
lung becomes immobilized and compressed 
by the pressure of the liver. This resection 
of the diaphragm is a simple and easy opera- 
tion on animals at least. 


That horrifying malady of the Congo 
which has threatened America and Europe 
with invasion, if the occasional reports of 
fatal instances of the disease are tu be credit- 
ed, has just been proved from new experi- 
mental investigations to be produced not 
only by one kind of tsetse fiy, but by many 
of them. Staff Surgeon William Fischer of 
the German Hast African forces found that 
the vicious and fatal little parasite which in- 
fests the human blood and causes the sleep- 
ing sickness that ends always in death oc- 
curs in three different kinds of Glossina 
fliew. 

These insects are more or leas similar to 
the American stable fly, but unlike them 
they are blood suckers. From some hidden 
source or focus in the African jungles, prob- 
ably from the wild forest animals, these 
pernicious fies carry several species of try- 
parosomes-—the tiny whipliks devils that ply 
their fatal and nefarious calling in the blood 
stream—to the abode of man. When a late 
British scientist was bitten by one of them 
he arranged his affairs, sent his will home 
from Africa, and calmly, deliberately blew 
out his brains. He knew that no man has 
ever recovered from this dread sleep that is 
worse than immediate death.

The following facts coficerning thé extent 
of irrigation in tlie state are taken from the 
Uhited States census of 1910;._..... 

‘‘ Approximate land area of the state, 03,- 
668,640 acres; land in farms, 13,546,603; im- 
proved land in farms, 8,640,300 acres; num- 
ber of farms irrigated, 8,970; acreage irri- 
gated, 1,679,084; acreage enterprises were 
capable of irrigating, 2,205,155; acreage in- 
cluded in projects, 3,515,602.’” 

There is no federal soil survey of Teton 
county. Concerning that county the book on 
Montana issued by the publicity department 
ot the bureau of agriculture, labor, and in- 
dustry says, in part: 

“ Teton is one of the large counties south of 
the Canadian boundary line, in which, owing 
to its vast size, considerable differences in 
altitude, climate, and soil are found. It em- 
braces a part of the Rocky mountains, and 
the winter climate is somewhat severe at 
times. The cold, however, rarely lasts long, 
because of the prevalence of the chinook 
winds, and is seldom severe enough to inter- 
fere with outdoor work. 

“The Blackfeet Indian reservation otcu- 
pies the northwest corner. 

Teton county has farm lands estimated 
to amount to 3,000,000 acres, only a small part 
of which is in cultivation. Some parts are 
well watered with creeks and springs, but 
on the greater area the farmer must depend 
upon wells. Water is found in wells at 
depths. varying from 8 to 100 feet.

Success in Dry Land Farming. 

“ Teton county contains great expanses of 
prairie land, and in the last few years many 
settlers have moved in and begun farming on 
unirrigated lands. Yields on dry farm lands 
of from 18 to 35 bushels of spring wheat, 
+) to 40 bushels of fall wheat, 40 to 65 bushels 
of oats, and of 40 to 50 bushels of barley are 
reported, Potatoes and vegetables have done 
well. 

‘* Where the proper systems of cultivation 
have been followed paying crops have been 
raised, and the success of these pioneer dry 
land farmers will lead to @ae establishment 
of many thousand farm homes on the broad 
prairies. The average rainfall is about six- 
trer inches annually. 

“ Streams rising in the Rocky mountains. 
furnish abundant water for irrigating, and 
there are many private ditches in the main 
and smaller valleys. In the Blackfeet reser- 
vation the government is working on a large 
reclamation project, and in the southern part 
is the Sun river project. Also inthe southern 
part is the Teton project for the reclamation 
of about 70,000 acres near Brady 

The largest private irrigation project in 
the state is the Valier Carey act project, 
which contemplates the reclamation of 170,- 
G00 acres. Much of the work has been com- 
pleted and many acres of land sold, occupied, 
and cultivated. [This project was described 
ir, detail in the Forward to the Land section 
of May 4.| 

“The chief towns are Chouteau, Conrad, 
Valier, Shelby, Cut Bank, and Sweet Grass. 
Sweet Grass is at the Canadian line and is @ 
t:ecing point for the Sweet Grass hills re- 
gion. Cut Bank is a railroad and trading 
point adjoining the Blackfeet reservation and 
a convenient point from which to reach the 
large tracts that have recently been restored 
toentry. Shelby is a railroad junction point, 
near which many new settlers have located. 
Ail are growing towns'in raptdly @veloping 
neighborhoods. 

“* Valier is the terminus of the Montana 
Western raftway, which connects at Conrad 
with the Great Northern railroad and is in 
thé center of the Conrdd-Valier project. Itis 
located on Lake Frances, & large and beau- 
tiful artificial lake, and has grown im three 
years to be a large, busy, and well built town. 
It has an electric light and power plant, @ 
water works system, cement sidewalks, two 
telephone systems, elevators, a stone school 
building, a hotel building that cost $50,000, 
etc. 

* Conrad, the chief town, had a population 
of 888 in 1910, which has since much in- 
creased; and 200,000 acres of irrigated and 
400,000 acres of unirrigated land are tributa ry 
to it. It is an incorporated city, has good 
schools, a library, water works, etc 

“ Chouteau, the county seat, is not yet 
1eached by a railroad. It is a well built and 
prosperous town, surrounded by a produe- 
l.ve country, and has good schools, etc."’

Farm and Orchard Land. 

Elmhurst, Ill.—[{Forward to the Land Bu. 
reau.|~What is farm land and orchard land 
worth in the vicinity of Bozeman and °*Mis- 
soula, Mont.? Is it necessary to resort to 
irrigation there? Would it be better to buy 
raw land or to purchase farm land already 
im cultivation? Please give me some infor- 
mation also as to the climate. H.C. W. 

A soil survey of the Gallatin valley, Mont., 
in which the city of Bozeman is located, was 
made in 1905 by the bureau of soils of the 
United States department of agriculture. 
This says in part of the valley in general: 

The Gallatin valley, extending Ina north- 
western and southeastern direction, is about 
twenty-five miles long and has am average 
width of about twelve miles. The elevation 
ranges from about 5,600 feet at the south- 
eastern extremity to about 4,200 feet at the 
northwestern end, the grade being steepest 
in the upper end of the valley. It is drained 
by the West Gallatin and East Gallatin riv- 
ers. These unite near the lowér end of the 
valley and form the Gallatin river, which 
is a part of the headwaters of the Missouri. 

‘'On the east the valley is bordered by the 
Bridger mountains and on the south by the 
Gallatin range. The former range of moun- 
tains is a most conspicuous feature of the 
landscape, presenting a bold valley. border 
notched by cafions and natugal passes. 

“In general the farmers in. the Gallatin 
valley are prosperous and contented. The 
early temporary farm buildings were mostly 
constructed of logs, but now these firs?. 
dwelltngs upon newly settled tracts generaily 
consist of board cabins or modest cottages. 
3 Large, well built barns and other farm 
structures are also common in the older and 
more thickly settled districts. The farming 
lands are usually well fenced and the con- 
dition of the live stock is gereraily good. 

‘Most of the farms are operated by the 
owners, although the renting of lands upon 
a cash or crop percentage basis is not un- 
éommon. The farms usually consist of from 
eighty to severa! hundred acres. 

%*K * 
Products of the Area. 

“The principal agr. vitural products of 
the area ere Wheat, ou's, barley. and hay, 
he latter consisting of alfalfa, timothy, 
clover, and wild hay. Alfalfa, upon the 
nigher and bett+r drained lands, and clover, 
upon the lower lunds, are grown with excel- 
‘ort yields with the aid cf irrigation. Tim- 
cthy €nd@ wild hay are g>cwn upon the west 
tands of the ‘ower depressions or vacey 
pottoms. Hey xenerally brings good prices, 
either baled or :r the stack. Grains gener- 
cily yield abunJantly aud the quality of the 
pioduct is excs:'ent, 

“The soft club wheat is grown in the irri- 
rated districts, produc ng in favorable sea- 
sons from thirty-five to forty bushels per 
acre, while yiells of sixty bushels and up- 
~aerd are cnid 1% be not uncommon. The 
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rard Fife wheat is proéuced in the dry 
farmed districts. The vicld is subject to con- 
siderable fluctuation, depending upon cli- 
matic conditions. but usually ranges from 
twenty to forty five bushels per acre. 

‘Oats are in good demand and are quite 
cxtensively grown, producing heavy yielde. 
Berley also is grown to a considerable ex- 
tent, especially in the western part of the 
drea, frequently yielding sixty or seventy 
tughels per acre. 
much of it being purchased at fancy prices 
for export and domestic use for malting 
purposes, 

“Stock raising and da‘rying are of con- 
siderable importance and are capable of fur- 
ther development. 

* Hardy fruits probably could be produced 
Lrofitably, while there is also ea considerable 
local demand for vegetables. The climatic 
conditions are, however, unsuited to the 
trowth of the incre d:l'cate vegetables and 
trruits. But little attention is peild to the 
adaptation of soils to crops, the limitation 
and control of the profitable crops by cli- 
matic conditions being here of greater 
weight. 

‘Bozeman, the county seat of Gallatin 
county, is the largest town and offers a local 
market, as well as shipping facilities, for 
‘arm and dairy products) Other important 
shipping points are Belgrade, Central Park, 
and Manhattan. Bozeman, Belgrade, and 
Manhatten are provided with mills and ele- 
“ators of large «capacity and equipped with 
modern machin«e:y for milling and shipping 
the great graip crops of the valley. 

“While the craps suited to the climatic 
conditions of th?) area are somewhat limited 
in number, the lands of this district are un- 
dcubtedly capable of producing a greater 
éiversity of crops. including hardy fruits and 
sugar beets, and of supporting @ much 
greater population.” 

* 8 
Soil Bozeman Silt Loam. 

The soll map shows that the prevailing 
soll around Bozeman is Bozeman gilt loam, 
with the exception of a smal! area of Yakima 
sit loam north of the town. Of these soils 
the report says, in part: 

‘The Bozeman silt loam conaists of about 
one foot of brown to nearly black, heavy, 
sticky, silty loam of compact structure, but 
usually moderately friable when cultivated 
in proper condition. Some variation, both 
in texture and strength of soil and subsoll, 
frequently appears. 

“The Bozeman silt loam is of wide distri- 
bution in the Gallatin valley area. It occurs 
as numerous irregular shaped areas, which 
are most prominent and extensive through- 
out the central, eastern, and northern parts 
of the area surveyed. 

‘‘ When well drained and free from alkali, 
the soil is well adapted to the growing of 
grain, alé@ifa, clover, root crops, and hardy 
fruits. he lower lying lands are better 
adapted to the production of timothy and 
clover. Under favorable conditions of drain- 
age and cultivation, grain, clover, and tim- 
othy yield heavily, the products being of ex- 
cellent quality. . 

* * 
Good Soil for Grain. 

“In extent of area covered and in general 
productiveness the Yakima silt loam prob- 
ably is the most important soil type of the 
Gallatin valley area. Like the other soils of 
the area, it is subject to some vartation in 
texture and structure, but consists typically 
of from ten Inches to three feet of light buff 
or brown loam of fine silty texture and some- 
what compact structure It becomeg sticky 
when wet, and has a slight tendency to pud- 
die. but under favorable conditions it fs 
friable and easily cultivated. The subsoil 
consists of a fine, sticky, silty loam of light 
buff color, or more frequently of a light gray 
loam of ashy texture and moderately com- 
pact structure. 

‘The Yakima silt loam is well adapted to 
the growing of grain, with or without the aid 
of irrigation, and when well irrigated is 
adepted to alfalfa, clover, forage crops, 
sugar beets and other root crops, and prob- 
ably to hardy fruits. Wheat, oats, and bar- 
ley are the principal crops grown. Under 
irrigation and with good management, the 
ylelds are generally high. Alfalfa also is 
grown to a considerable extent, and gives 
good returns. In favorable seasons excel- 
lent crops are produced without Irrigation.’’ 

The report says, in part. of the climate: 

The average annual precipitation of the 
Gallatin valley is between sixteen and seven- 
teen inches, according to the records of the 
wather bureau station at Bozeman. Con- 
siderable of this is in the form of snow, there 
being usually from one to several months of 
sleighing at Bozeman Curing the winter. 

“The greater part of the annual rainfall 
comes during the late spring and the early 
summer months, the rains usually occurring 
as general storms with a gentle, steady pre- 
cipitation. During the summer local] thun- 
der storms are of frequent occurrence, espe- 
cially in the vicinity of the mountaina and 
are often accompanied by sudden high wihds, 
duet storms, and halk While sometimes vio- 
lent and causing damage to growing crops, 
they cover a relatively small area and fur- 
nish an insignificant proportion of the yearly 
precipitation. The extremely violent cloud- 
hyrsts common in the Rocky mountain region 
are practically unknown in the Gallatin va)- 
ley. 

* 
Temperature Variations at Bozeman. 

“The average monthly temperature at 
Bozeman is about 42 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Warm and frequently hot days occur during 
the summer. The nights, however, are cool 
and pleasant, with but rare exceptions. Dur- 
ing the winter fair, clear weather, accom- 
panied by extreme cold, is of frequent occur- 
rence, the thermometer sometimes register- 
ing as lowo as 30 to 530 below zero. 
These cold waves alternate with periods of 
moderate winter temperature. 

“The extreme range of seasonal and daily 


It ‘s of excellent quality 


temperatures is unusually high, a difference 
of from 30 to 40 degrees sometimes occurring 
within twenty-four hours. Blizzards from 
the northwest are not uncommon, occurring 
generally during the late winter months. 

“ The last killing frost in spring is looked 
for about the latter part of May. It some- 
times occurs considerably earlier, however, 
or it may come as late as the latter part of 
June. The first killing frost of the fall gener- 
ally occurs about the middle of September. 

**The general climatic conditions are such 
as to promote vigor and healthfulness and 
are favorable to crops.” 

Whether it would be better to buy raw 
land or buy land that has been developed is 
a matter of personal judgment. Many per- 
sons, however, find it advantageous to pur~- 
chase land that is at least partially improved. 

The report contains no reference to the 
price of lands. That information might be 
secured by writing to the secretary of the 
Bozeman chamber of Commerce, Bozeman, 
Mont. 

There is no soil survey of Missoula county, 
in which Missoula is located. Of that coun- 
ty the following information is taken from 
the book on Montana issued by the publicity 
department of the bureau of agriciture, la- 
bor, and industry of the state of Montana: 

‘* Missoula county, which is one of the most 
important and populous of the counties of the 
treasure state, adjoins Idaho. Nature has 
provided a fertile soil, a delightful climate, 
and grand séenery, and its many advantages 
and opportunities have drawn together an 
energetic and progressive class of citizens 
who are devoted to their ity. 

‘There are many acfes under irrigation 
near Missoula, and year after year large 
crops of wheat, oats, clover, timothy, alfalfa, 
and vegetables are raised. Average yiel@s per 
acre are: Oats, from 70 to 100 bushels; wheat, 
from 40°to 60 bushels; timothy, 2 to 4 tons, 
and. clover, 3 to 5 tons. Potatoes average 
from 20 to 600 bushels per acre. 

* 
Large Areas of Fruit Land. 

‘** Missoula county has about 7,500 acres In 
orchards and large areas of fruit lands, both 
in the older sections of the county and in the 
reservation [the Flathead Indian reserva- 
tion]. Apples, pears, plums, cherries, and 
berries are the fruits that are grown in 
quantities and many opportunities exist to 
buy orchards or fruit lands at reasonable 
prices. 

** Missoula is the home of the McIntosh red 
apple, the famous fruit that grows to perfec- 
tion in the Bitter Root, Missoula, Plains, and 
Flathead valleys. Other varieties do equally 
well and fruit growing is well established as 
a profitable industry. 

*‘ Wonderful displays of the many kinds of 
fruits that flourish in Montana are made at 
the western Montana apple show, which is 
held at Missoula. The secretary of the state 
board of horticulture, who !s also the chief 
inspector of fruit and fruit trees, has his 
office in that city. 

“ Missoula, the metropolis of the western 
part of Montana, is most conveniently lo- 
cated at the entrance of the Bitter Root val- 
ley, which extends to the south, has the Mis- 
soula valley adjacent, is close to the Flat- 
head reservation on the north, and the Big 
Blackfoot valley onthe east. It is a well 
bullt, progressive city, having all modern 
improvements. It has a United States land 
office and is the headquarters of the forestry 
service for the state. 

‘The Northern Pacific and Milwaukee 
roads traverse the county and Missoula is a 
division point on the former road. Missoula 
is the seat of the University of Montana. 
The city has experienced a remarkable 
growth in a decade. The population in 1000 
was 4,366 and 12,869 in 1910, an increase of 
19 per cent.”

IDWAY between the Twin cities and 
the Coast a great and busy city has 
been developed but recentiy—ea city 
thet like many another city of the 
United States, seems destined to play 

an important pert in the development of the 
natural and agricultural resources of its 
tributary territory. 

When James J. Hill pushed his great road 
westward to Montana he was compelied, 
tor the time being, to ignore the country now 
known as the Great Falla, the Helena and 
the Butte districts. He wanted to get to 
the toast, and he wanted to get there in the 
shortest time possible. Leter, however, Hill 
gecured valuable interests in the water rights 
of the upper Missouri near Great Falls, 
probably intending to develop this district 
afterwards. 

Subsequently these rfghte were transferred 
to the Amalgamated Copper company people 
and John D. Ryan, who Is a director in the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rafiroad 
company, as well ae the president of the 
Amalgamated, immediately, with his asso- 
clates, set about the development of one of 
the greatest hydro-electric power propo- 
sitions in the country. : 

The Missouri river, in sweeping about the 
city of Great Falls, in a distance of sTx miles, 
has in five precipitate cascades and inter- 
vening rapids, a total fall of 626 feet. The 

Great falls is 96 feet in height, the Rainbow 
falia, 47 feet; the Bleck Eagle falls, 41 feet; 
Crooked falls, 20 feet; Colters falls, 12 feet, 
and in passing throug a cafion below the 
Great falls a distance of two’ miles, the fall 
of the rapids is 116 feet. 

At this point the river is 1,100 feet wide, 
and the ordinary development of the several 
cascades will, at low water mark, yield over 
350,000 horse power. 

Seventy-five thousand horse power has al- 
ready been developed out of Black Eagle and 
Rainbow falls, and Great falls is now be- 
ing harnessed, and this will add 100,000 horse- 
power more. 

Thie motive power is already running all 
of the industries at the city of Great Falls, 
including the big Boston and Montana 
emelter and the several mines in the vicinity. 
The Milwaukee railroad will also use this 
power for the electrificati@m of its lNne 
through the mountains, a project that is now 
under way with the line practically com- 
pleted through Lewistown and Great Fails, 
as far as the town of Choteau. 

: ~ 
Irrigation Reclaiming Arid Land. 

Nor was this the only reason for the de- 
velopment of a great city. For years the 
valley of the upper Missouri has been known 
asa great cattle country—the home of many 
prosperous ranchers. It was, however, a 


“gemi-arid country and when irrigation be- 


gan to be popular Montana was one of choic- 
est spots in the United States for experi- 
mentation in this great science. In the 
last ten years millions of acres of land in 
the state of Montana have been reclaimed 
by the government and by private capital. 
The country tributary to Great Falls is 
perhaps the best irrigated area in the state 
and certainly the largest in extent and the 
best settied. To the northwest lies the Fort 
Benton project and the widely known Milk 
river project; to the east is the great Judith 
basin project; to the west the Sun river proj- 
ect; to the south lies the great vafley of 
the Missouri with its government projects 
as well as ditches built by private capital. 
The immensity of this development is be- 
yond the imagination of those who have not 
geen it. Railroads have been extended into 
all of these districts; towns have been built 
in a night. Banks, stores, hotels, elevators 
—all of the essentials of a town are there 


before the people and convenience and com- 
fort have marked the development of this 
vast country. 
A few months ago men from Spokane be- 
gan to invest their money in the city of 
Great Falls and this influx of capital was 
followed by some Canadians from Calgary, 
Bdémonton, and Medicine Hat. The recorils 
show. that since the first day of February 
over $1,500,000 of Canadian capital has gone 
into Great Falls and it is still going there. 
Industries also are locating in this city 
at a surprisingly rapid pace. The small 
one story buildings that characterized Great 
Falls as a “cow town” are rapidly giving 
place to larger and more imposing buildings. 
A hotel has been erected at a cost of over 


$1,000,000, and is pronounced one of the fin- 
est hostelries in the northwest. It is said 
that at the present time there are over 1,000 
buildings under construction and that skilled 
labor is much in demand. 

In other words, the city of Great Falls is 
repeating the history of some of the re- 
markable cities of western Canada, for in 
just a few months it has jumped in popula- 
tion over 100 per cent and the people are 
still coming. 

* 
New Towns Opening Up. 

While all this development is going on in 
the city of Great Falls, there is still an im- 
portant one in the district. The Milwaukee 
reilroad has since the first day of March 
opened up several towns in the vicinity of 
Great Falls, including the town of Roy, 
Which lies to the east of Great Falls; War- 
wick, a town situated in the Judith river dis- 
trict; Winifred, the terminus of the Dog 
Creek branch of the Milwaukee railroad, and 
the town of Arrow Creek, located near the 
county line of Fergus and Cascade counties 
and in the heart of one of the richest agri- 
cultural communities in the northwest. 

It is reported several new towns are still to 
be opened up in the Great Fals district, and 
this will undoubtedly increase the interest 
of capitalists and homeseekers as well as 
menufacturers, in this pew district. 

Several fiour mills and. elevators have 
sprung up in Great Falls in the last few 
months, indicating the wheat from the vast 
agricultural! district lying all around this city 
is going to seek Great Falls as its market. 
The clay deposits found in tremendous quan- 
tities in the Great Falls district are also 
attracting manufacturers of brick and tile, 
and several large plants are projected. It 
also is reported marl and cement rock are 
found in this district, although no official 
verification has been yet made of thig dis- 
covery. 

From the refining plant of the Amalga- 
mated Copper company at Great Falls there 
is a yearly output of approximately 100,000,- 
000 pounds of copper, 1,500,000 ounces of gil- 
ver, and 10,000 ounces of gold. The state re- 
ports show that in this district also there is 


N the early days of the Butte district, dur- 
ing the period between the years 1804 and 
1875, it was impossible for any living man 
to predict that in future a commercial city 
of great proportions would arise within 

forty years. Not until it was definitely de- 
termined by the hard and constant labor of 
prospectors the quartz lodes im the vicinity 
of the present city of Butte were of suf"- 
cient magnitude to maintain permanently a 
substantial commercial city—in fact, not until 
the year 1880 was there any semblance of a 
permanent village. 

At that time the town of Butte, located on 
its present site, consisted of a few smal! 
stores and sufficient homes to take care of 
approximately 8,000 people. The only inter- 
est in this section, at that time, was that of 
obtaining a valuable mining claim. It was 
necessary, of course, that food be provided 


and the necessities of life obtained. The 


small trades who undertook to supply 
these wants occupied his time with his busi- 
néss solely as &@ means of support until he 
could obtain claims for himself. 


Today the copper industry in the Butte 
district has grown to enormous proportions 


and through the necessity of furnishing food . 


and clothing, machinery and every line of 
merchandise for approximately 74,000 people 
in the vicinity, and equipment for their min- 
ing operations, the mercantile interests of 
Butte have grown until the city stands fore- 
most as a commercial center in the interior 
northwest. 
* 


Strong Financial Position. 


While the total pay roll of the mines in 18% 
reached the aggregate of $650,000, today that 
pay roll amounts to over $1,450,000 per month. 
The greatest percentage of this vast amount 
of money is kept in constant circulation 
within the city. 

It is obvious from this financial condition of 
the community the commercial interests 
rest on a solid foundation. They always are 
sure of a substantial. home trade, and being 
built upon such a foundation are in a strong 
position to reach out for trade in the sur- 
rounding country. 

Not alone !s Butte in a strong financial po- 
sition, but her geographical position and loca- 
tion with respect to transportation facilities 
are most potent factors in her future develop- 
ment. Four tranecontinental lines enter 
Butte and not only give access east and west 
but furnish direct connection with Canada 
and the south, 

The climate is healthy and although the 
winter months are long they are not exces- 
sively cold, nor is there a great amount of 
snow. The summer months are glorious for 
the reason that the temperature ise never ex- 
cessively high and there hardly is a night 
when blankets are not required for a comfort- 
able sleep. 

With pure air, varying climate, and pure 


water Butte is one of the healthiest cities in 
the United States. 
* f 
Smoky Fumes Eliminated. 

Butte has built up a reputation of being 
the “‘ greatest mining camp in the work,” 
and hag also had a reputation of being the 
dirtiest and smokiest city in the country, 
The former reputation is admitted and. can 
be proven, but the latter is denied. 

Ten years ago the city of Butte was ina 
@ifferent position. Many smelters were | in 
operation and heap roasting was common 
throughout the district. At that time the 
city was. almost constantly epveloped in 
gulphurous, smoky fumes, even to the ex- 
tent thet in many localities vegetables and 
flowers, and even trees, could not be grown. 

Today there is but one -emeall smelter. 
operating in the suburbs of the city, and the 
smoke nuisance is far leas than that found 
in the larger eastern cities, Grass, flowers, 
vegetables, and trees grow luxuriantly 
when properly cared for; and the citizens are 
each year taking greater interest in parking 
the streets and beautifying their property. 

The Butte Electric and Power company is 
installing throughout the business section of 


the city the latest type of inverted arc post: 
lights, which can only be found in seven- 


cities in the United States. 

The water supply of Butte comes from. the 
pure mountain streams,;and the system ig 
unique and expensive. 3 


For fire protection the city has recently | 


purchased the most modern automobtiile 
equipment obtainable, 

The street car system is constantly being 
extended to take care of the rapid growth 
of the city, and the latest type cars of com- 
fortable proportions are being added to 
the equipment as fast as they can be ob- 
tained. The number of passengers handled 
for the last five years averages a little more 
than 9,500,000 ‘per annum. 

The year 1913 will witness the construction 
by both the Great Northern and the Chicago, 
Milwau é >and St. Paul railroads of hand- 
some passenger stations, which will be of 
the latest type of architecture and include 
alfof the latest improvements In station con 
struction.

Ore Deposits Still Great. 

The development work in the mines sur- 
rounding Butte extends through nearly 2,500 
miles of tunnels, and shows greater activity 
in copper mining tham has ever been ex- 
perienced before. 

September, 1912, produced something more 
than 26,000,000 pounds of copper, and the 
emtire year of 1912 produced over 315,000,000 
pounds, Other products amount to 11,500,000 
ounces of silver, 60,000 ounces of gold, and 
55,000,000 pounds of zinc per annum. These 
last are by-products. As development work 
goes om the ore deposits appear greater and 
greater.

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Railroads Active in Mo 
Contracts Let for New Lines. 


HERE were no railroads in Montana 

before 1880, when the Utah Northern, 

now the Oregon Short line, was com- 

pleted to Butte Prior to that 

time freight and passengers jour- 
neyed overland by team or stage, starting 
from towns on the Missouri river in Mis- 
souri or Kansas, or by boat up the Missouri 
river to Fort Benton, the head of navigation; 
or, after the construction of the Union Pacific 
railway, from Corrine, Utah—in any case a 
Jong, tedious, and costly trip. 

The Northern Pacific railway was com- 
pleted acroes the continent Sept. & 1883. 
Thousands of people gathered at Helena to 
witness the departure of the first bullion train 
of thirty-six new box cars. 

Next the Great Northern was built across 
the nothern part of the state, and the two 
systems connected by the Montana Central 
railroad, extending from Butte to Havre. 

Then the Burlington was extended .intothe 
state from the south, reaching Billings. The 
latest transcontinental route through the 
state is that of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Puget Sound. All the lines have numerous 
branches running into the farming and min- 
ing districts. 

' J. M. Kennedy of the state bureau of pub- 
licity has been compiling statistics'on the 
latest railroad developments. 
izes the situation as follows: 

“The Great Northern has let contracts or 
has ready now for rails, 476 miles of new 
road. The Milwaukee has let contracts for 
548 miles of new track. This makes a total 
of 1,019 miles to be completed this summer. 
These facts and figures were taken from 
maps furnished by railroad officials to the 
bureau of publicity.

Farming Developing in Fergus; 


Judith Basin Has Rich Loam. 


NE of the Montana counties that 
promises to be transformed by the 
rapid development of agriculture is 
Fergus county, which is but little east 
of the center of the state. 

For many years gold, sapphires, and coal 
Were produced from ite mines, cattle wan- 
dered over its ranges, and timber waa cut 
from its mountains. Within the last decade 
the cultivation of its fields has spread rap- 
idly. 

A black bam forms the sol? of the Judith 
basin, of which Lewistown is the center, and 
the rainfall averages twenty-two inches a 
year. The annual production has already 
reached 6,000,000 bushels of wheat. 500,000 
bushels of oats, 162,000 bushels of flaxseed. 
and 400,000 bushels of potatoes. There are 
still more than 1,000,000 acres of raw land 
in the county waiting to be put into cultiva- 
tion. 


Thirty bushels is a medium crop of winter 
wheat, and the weight of a bushel often runs 
well over sixty pounds. Oats yield fifty to 
nety bushels to the acre, barley about forty 
bushels, potatoes 150 to 600 bushels. Dairy 
products and poultry have not yet been 
raised in sufficient quantities to meet the 
demands of the near-by mining camps.

In this big state is a wide choice, and no- 
where have lands reached their real value 
reckoned on an investment basis. Every day 
knowledge of the oppornunities which exist 
in Montana is spreading, andevéry day new 
settlers are coming into the state. The pub- 
lic lands are being rapidly taken. 

Every business day is landday in Montana: 
the land seeker does not have to wait for a 
proclamation announcement that at a time 
named registrations will be made of the 
names of those who desire to enter land 
within a tract which is to be opened for set- 
tlement, that a drawing will be had, and 
that the winners will be permitted to make 
homestead entries and to acquire title to a 
quarter section on compliance with the home- 
stead law and on payment of the price per 
acre named in the letter of instructions to the 
local land officers. In Montana there are 
ten public hand openings évery| day, begin- 
ning every morning when the doors of the 
local land offices at Billings, Bogeman, Glas- 
cde, Great Falls, Havre, Helena, Kalispell, 
Lewistown, Miles City, and Missoula are 
opened for the transaction of business.

Capital was 
lacking for the construction of big irrigation 
projects involving the overcoming of consid- 
erable engineering difficulties in such a 
sparsely settled region. 

A new era dawned with the passage of the 
Carey act, which provides that the federal 
government will give public lands up to 
1,000,000 acres to any state which shall cause 
such land to be reclaimed. The act permits 
the state to act through construction comi- 
panies, which do the work and sell water to 
settlers under the supervision of the state. 

A project on the Billings bench in Yellow- 
stone county was the first to be completed in 
Montana under the Carey act. It was fol- 
lowed by the Valier project in Teton county, 
the big timber projéct in Sweet Grass coun- 
ty, then by others until there are now twenty- 
six irrigation projects in the state, including 
those in the hands of the federal government.

How Moncey Is Raised. 

The government reclamation projects are 
undertaken under the act of June 17, 1002, 
known as the national Irrigation law. This 
law provides that money received from the 
sale of public lands in certain states, of 
which Montana is one, shall be used as the 
reclamation fund for the construction of 
works nece$sary to irrigate arid lands and 
for the disposition of the land and water 
rights in completed projects, at the pro rata 
cost of construction, to actual settlers on 
long term payments and in quantities not 
exceeding 160 acres to any one person. 

The fund is a revolving one. As soon ag

Following the passage of the act the secre- 
tary. of the interior caused to be survered 
many large tracts of land he had reason to 
believe were suitable for reclamation unter 
the terms of the national irrigation law. 
After investigation of many surVeys a sclec- 
tion was made of those considered most de- 
sirable, lands were withdrawn, surveys ap- 
proved, plans drawn, and the consideration 
of reservoirs and ditches begun.

The Blackfeet project is intended by means 
of five irrigation systems to reclaim lands 
on the Blackfeet Indian reservation in Teton 
county. The irrigable area of the whole 
project is 133,000 acres and of the Two Med- 
icine unit, to which the work has been con- 
fined, 50,000 dcres. | 

The Fiathead project has for its plan the ir- 
rigation of about 150,000 acres in various 
parte of the Flathead Indian reservation in 
Missoula, Sanders, and Fiathead counties, 
water being taken by simple diversion worke 
ffom several rivers and creeks rising in the 
Mission mountains. The stream flow is con- 
served by storage in twelve and 
is supplemented by pumping from Flat- 
head river by water power. The irrigebie 
area is 152,000 acres. 

The Fort Peck project has for its purpose 
the irrigation of landis within the Fort Peck 
Indian reservation in Valley county. The 
irrigable area of the whole project i# 132,000 
acres.: The water supply will be obtained 
from the Big Porcupine, Little Porcupine, 
Poplar, and Missouri rivera, and from the 
Big Muddy creek. 

The Huntley project in Yellowetone county 
was the first'to be opened to settlement. The 
Yellowstone river is the source of the water 
supply and the irrigable area of the project 
is 32,521 acres.

in conjunction with the St. Mary prégect, 
on which it depends for a large part of its 
water supply. Together they constitite the 
most costly reclamation enterprise the gov- 
ernment has undertaker, in Montane. 

The irrigation of the Milk River project pro- 
vides for the utilization. of the water of the 
St. Mary river; the storage of water in « 
reservoir on Chain Lakes on Milk river about 
twelve miles northeast of Burnham, and in 
the Nelson reservoir south of Miik river. 

The plan of the St. Mary project provides 
for the storage of water in St. Mary lakes by 
means of a dam at the outlet of Lower &t. 
Mary lake and its diversion through a canal 
twenty-six miles long discharging into the 
north fork of Milk river. The water thus di- 
verted will enter Canada, flow through that 
country 100 miles or more, and then return 
to tne United States. Because of this pro- 
posed diveraion the United States and Canada 
entered into a treaty in 1910 relating to the 
use of the water in these streama The ir- 
rmgepie area of the Milk river project is 255,008 
acres. 

The Sun river project has for its object 
the reclamation of lands in Teton, Lewia, 
and Clark, Chouteau, and Cascade counties. 
The trrigable area of the project is about 300, 
000 acres. 
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N 1864 the discovery of gold in Last 
Chance guich, Méntana, was made. That 
was the birth of Helena, now the capital 
of the state, for Last Chance gulch, is now 
included within the city Imits. 

Helena claims to be the richest city per 
capita in the United States. Scores of mil- 
lions of dolara worth of gold and other 
minerals have been taken from the sur- 
rounding mountains in Lewis and Clark, Jef- 
ferson, and Broadwater counties. Helena ts 
situated eouthwest of the center of the 
state, near where these three counties come 
together. 

Stock raising has long been secondary to 
mining in this district as a source of wealth.

With a few inexpensive ingredients added it 
may be sold, put up ih attractively labeled 
bottles and cartons, as a bug poison, hair 
tonic, dandruff cure, sewing machine ail, lini- 
ment, furniture polish, and cure for coughs 
and colds, at from 1,500 to 2,000 per cent profit. 
I have known it to be sold for the latter pur- 
pose at a profit of nearly 10,000 per cent. 

No canvassing or selling from door to door 
is necessary, as the woman manufacturing 
these preparations may advertise for agents 
and establish a mail order business. 

In the following formula the carbon tetra- 
chloride is used to render the oil firepreorl. 
This will enable the manufacturer to adver- 
tise her products as noninflAammable, this 
making the presence of kerosene seem im- 
probable to most people. Any efsential dil 
may be added to disguise the odor. Don't 
for an instant imagine that there is any hum- 
bug about all this. Kerosene will do ali 
that’s claimed for it here, and has been réc- 
ommended for these purposes by high ai- 
thorities. The disguising of preparations 
against which consumers might be prejudiced 
is one of the moet common practices of manu- 
facturers. 

For asafety bug poison take kerosene, eight 
parts; carbon tetrachloride, two parts; 
naphthaline, one part. Mix the two liquids 
then add the naphthaline in powder. Sheke 
till dissolved. The latter is the substance'o!l 
which camphor balls are made. If ydu wish 
add of oil soluble aniline (any color) enough 
to tint the liquid. 

This mixture may De used indiscriminate- 
ly on bedding, furniture, textiles, wallpaper, 
etc. It is perfectly safe and harmless and is 
nonpoisonous. 

To test its noninfammability pour a little 
over paper and apply flame. Ifit catches fire 
add a little more of the carbon tetrachioride. 

This preparation is also extremely effective 
as a remedy for body and head lice and for 
ridding dogs of fleas. For these purposes it 
should be well rubbed into the skin or scalp 
with the finger tips, after“Wwhich the fumes 
ghould be confined for fifteen minutes with a 
towel. Following this wash with a thick 
lather of carbolic soap. 

This preparation iea ready seller and makes 
an excellent leader to advertise, inquirers an- 
swering the advertisement then receiving ¢ir- 
culars or a catalogue describing other prepa- 
rations put up by the manufacturer. 

A few drops of lemon oj! may be added to 
dieguise the odor of the Kerosen€é 

Sewing machine oll is made of keroréne 
seven parts and red (or unrefined) vaseline 
one part. Add the former to the latter after 
melting it. Let stand in a closed jug for pix 
hours, with occasional shaking, and then pour 
off the liquid which is the part to be bottled. 
The vaseline may be had at paint stores. 

Furniture polish is composed of kerosene 
eight parts, carbon tetrachioride, one part; 
mirbane ofl, one part; oll saluble (any coldr), 
sufficient to tint, and paraffin wax, one-half 
part. Mix the liquids and add the wax, cut 
up or shaved fine. 

It is used for cleaning and polishing furnt- 
ture and lacquered goods, being employed like 
any similar preparation.

To Preserve Eggs. 

An investment almost any homemaker 
living outside of a big city’s limits may 
make, provided she has a little capital, lies 
in the following recipe: 

One cup of coarse salt, one cup of air slaked 
Mime, five querts of water. Mix thoroughiy 
and let stand twenty-four hours, pouring of 
the liquid into a clean jar. Into this dror 
fresh eggs, which in country comnrunities at 
certain seasons of the year can be bought in 
eny quantity as low as 12% to 15 cents a 
dozen. 

These @re not packed eggs nor cold storege 
eges. They can be used at once, and will 
be good for months if kept covered by the 
liquid. I have used eggs that had been so 
preserved over a year. They are good for 
any purpose—to fry, poach, in baking or cus- 
tards, though violent boiling in the shell 
sometimes causes the shell to crack. When 
cooked with gentle heat at back of stove the 
shell does not crack. 

When eggs on the market are soaring in 
price a good return can be realised on this 
investment.

Even if your kitchen has been altogether 
or comparatively free from bugs and ants 
Guring ‘the winter they, too, feel the ap- 
proach of spring and-presert themselves 
with cheerful promptness. Unless you wish 
to be overrun by them don’t lét them wet 
a fair foothold in the house. Mix borax and 
suger and strew it in the corners of the 
kitchen, by the sink: on the pantry shelves 
—wherever the pests are ‘likely to gather. 
Don’t be discouraged if a few applications 
have poor results, but presevere, and if 
the remedies I have just given do not suc- 
ceed within a fair'length of time, go to 
your grocer or your druggist and get some 
proprietary article which may have a 
more speedy effect. Still, I have faith in 
the borax and sugar if you don’t get weary 
in well doing, and if you head off the crea- 
tures by starving them out.

Bedbug the Worst. | 


Here, after all, is the best-prescriptio 
for keeping free of. ants, roaches, and 
water bugs. Look wel] to the taps of your 
provision barrels and boxes and canisters. 
See that there is no crack jn the woodwork 
of your refrigerator, that its door is never 
left open for a moment. It Is astonishing 
through how narrow a crevice the pests can 
make thelr way. I know few experiences 
more annoying than to open a cake or bread 
box and catch sight of one of the ttle ras- 
cals scampering briskly about. Food kept 
in paper bags is a joy tothem. The crumbs 
that are brushed from ‘the table, the flour 
or the sugar that is spilled when you are 
taking it from its box, thé gravy that drips 
from a carelessly held spooh or cup serve 
to encourage them in making your house 
their home. 

Absolute cleanliness,’ unremitting care to 
keep food securely closed in tin boxes or 
glass jars with closely fitting tops, alert- 
ness to employ poison or punishment to 
every one that dares show itself—these are 
the only methods by which You may secure 
yourself again&t the nuisafce. Of course 
you may protect your storés by pasting or 
tacking strips of fiy paper under the edges 


of shelves in the pantry ahd tables inthe 


kitchen, you may set dishes of food in pans 
of water, yet all these are but makeshifts 
and cannot for any length of time spare Jou 
the bother of the insects. Extermination is 
the only real remedy. 

When hot weather comes and some of 
your neighbors go away and leave the bugs 
and the mice to starve is the time when 
the vermin come to you In larger numbers. 
Especially is this the case in apartments 
and flats, and your vigilance must be the! 
greater. Put red pepper around the holes 
of the mice and stop thesé up with broken 
glass as well as buy a couple of good traps. 

Moths demand a treatment’all their own, 
but when once you adopt strenuous means 
you are pretty safe in believing you can 
put them out.of the way, Take-all your 
clothes from the closets and dDrush them 
well in the open air. Brugh off your closet 
shelves and wipe them with a cloth damp- 
ened in kerosene, golhg Into every crack 
and corner. with a brushif necessary. Fol- 
low the same plan with ¢loset and bureau 
drawers and make your application to the 
baseboard of the room as well. If you wish 
to take special pains in view of past annoy- 
ance blow insect powder from a powder 
syringe into each crevice, Then wrap up 
carefully all the articles om which the moth 
will feed and you may enjoy a fair measure 
of peace of mind. 

Mice, moths, mosquitoes, files, roaches, 
ante—what are they compared with the 
real great plague of the housekeeper—the 
bedbug? We may try to speak lightly of 
him; we may call. him the “red rover,’ 
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the “crimson rambler,” and « host of less 

names, but after all he is veritably 
the p that walketh in darkness, 
and I don’t believe there is a housekeeper 
alive ‘who would not rather have any or all 
of; the other vermin I have mentioned start 
a colony in her establishment than know 
there: wes even one bedbug housed under 
ber roof. - : -

Crush Them Out at :the Stark ~ 

It is 0 séasy to get them in, so hard to get 
them out.» One: migy be brought in on a 
basket of laundry or pickéd up in a publie 
conveyance.and before you know it your 
house is peopled. Your heart turns te 
water within you at the mere thought of 
trying to getthemout.. . 

Yet, it cap be done, but not by halfway 
methods. Firat go all over your beds. The 
day .hag gone by when we believed bugs 
could hot find dodgment in iron beds. While 
not sodangerous as wooden bedstead, they 
are. nob secure against the plagues Take 
your bed apart, thrust the ends of the side 
pieges | into ‘boiling water and leave them 
there for some minutes. Stand the wooden 
or metal ends of the bedspring in boiling 
water in yqur tub for a quarter of an hour. 
Ixamine your mattress and pillows around 
the binding and tufting. Excavate crev- 
icésa with a hatpin and then varnish them 
over.": Paint the framework of your bed 
with. a mixture of gasoline and corrosive 
sublimate. - This, of course; you know, is 
deadly poison and should be kept entirely 

(away from children. Repeat this treat- 
ment every, few days until you are sure you 
have routed the enemy from the beds, at 
least. 

Serutinize the cracks in the floor... Rip 
dowm the picture moldijng—unlegs you have 
been wise, enough to dispenge altogether 
with a picture molding in your sleeping 
rooms. .Look, to the curtain poles and 
hangings. Banish a valance from your 
bed until, the hot weather goes. I have 
found well filled nests of bedbugs in the 
folds of bed valances and curtains. See 
if there are cracks in the wall paper which 
would serve as an asylum for the plagues. 

Said one friend to whom I commended 
the poisonous mixture, gasoline and cor- 
rosive sublimate: “‘ Yes, fillthe cracks with 
it, then take the bedstead into the back 
yard and set fire to it.”’ 

Sometimes I have felt she had discovered 
the only prophylactic. Yet I do believe 
that with constant care and toil you may 
drive out the bugs unless they are actually 
in the walls and floors. In that case, move 
out. 

After all, the best rule is not to let the 
creatures get a foothold. No matter how 
well persuaded you are that your house and 
your family are both immaculate, keep on 
the lookout for bugs as warm weather 
comes and crush them at the start. 


Scatifisiches List trom. Lunch.

Now place in 
layers, in the rotation named, onions, to- 
matoes, and potatoes on the meat and fat 
already in the saucepan, saltto taste, cover 
closely, reduce the fire, and cook slowly. 
Do not atir, and when the potatoes in the 
top layer are done the goulash is ready. 
Have ali your materials ready before start- 
ing to cook.

Catsup Recipe.

I want 
one that will not spoil. Mrs. J. F."’ 

You do not say what kind of catsup you 
wish. There are many of them, made of 
grapes, currants, walnuts, mushrooms, and 
tomatoes. The lest is perhaps the best 
known and so I give it to you. As to its 
keeping, there should be no trouble about 
this if you follow directions carefully. 
After the bottle is opened the contents do 
not keep so well and for this reason it is 
better to put it up in small bottles that will 
vot take long to use. The manufacturers 
add a small quantity of benzoate of soda 
te their productions, but the catsup I make 

in my own home has no chemicals with it 
and I have never had it show any tendency 
to spoil. 

TOMATO CATSUP—Stice a peck of un- 
peeled tomatoes and six good sized white 
onions and cook them together unt# they 
are soft enough to rub through a colander 
or put through a vegetable press. After 
straining them return to the kettle with 
a tablespoon each of ground mace. cloves, 
pepper, the same amount each of sugar. 
eit, and celery seed—this last tied up ina 
ssnall bag—half teaspoonful of paprika, and 
thres bay leaves. Boll for nearly six hours 
over a slow fire,, taking care it does not 
scorch and stirring frequently. Take out 
the bag of celery seed, put in a pint of 
good vinegar, boll up again, take from 
the fire, let ft cool a Httle, but while 
stil warm put it into bottles with stott 
corks, tle these down, and seal with seal- 
ing wax.

Recipe for Cookies.

What 
I call a soft dough I could not roll nor cut, 
and when I put in more flour they are too 
tough and dry. Also I would like a recipe 
for oatmeal cookies, but I can’t use these 
unless all ingredients are measured. 

“ INEXPEBIENCED HOUSEKEEPER.” 

COOKIES—One cupful butter, ‘two cup- 
fule sugar, three eggs, half teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, one even teaspoon nutmeg, 
half teaspoon cloves, flour for a soft dough. 
Begin with two cupfuls and add carefully 
that you do not make them too stiff. Cream 
butter and sugar, add yolks of eggs, spice, 
one cupful fiour with bowder, the 
whipped whites and the rest of the flour. 
Roll into a sheet a quarter of an inch thick, 
cut into rounds, and bake in a good oven. 

These cookies ought to be of the soft 
variety if you will keep them wrapped in 
a cloth in a box and will not let them dry 
out. It is impossible to give more explicit 
directions than “fiour to make a soft 
dough,” for flour has thickening proper- 
ties that differ, and a certain degree of | 
judgment is needed. If any of our readers 
can offer a cooky that is sure to stay soft 
I shall be giad to printit.

Tt seems to be the faehion these 4ays to 
huy clothes reafy made and supply thetable 
with canned goods and baker’s bread until 
cone wonders what there ie left for the house- 
wife to do. 

We are a family of six. but heave not as 
vet been troubled about the high cost of liv- 
ine. Several families here buy all their 
bread, paying 5 cente#ga loaf forit. Now we 
could eat a loaf of baker’s bread at a mea), 
nnd three times five is 16 cents, and thirty 
times 15 cents is $4.50 a month for bread. No 
wonder they ery about the “ high cost of 
living.”’ 

We never use more than a sack of flour a 
month, costing from $1.35 to $1.60 a sack, and 
T also bake many pies and cakes besides the 
bread from it. 

I have seen people pay $1 for a wrapper 
which faded In one or two washings, while 
if they had made the wrapper themecives 
they would have been able to have bought 
the best of gingham for it. I can enough 
fruit in the summer to lest through the win- 


ter and find this a great saving also.

milk for 25 cents and they lasted a week, 


and a half. 

I buy bread for 4 cents a loaf and get a 
loaf every other day. Stale bread I dry 
and crush and use for dipping oysters, veal, 
etc., into. We found butterine just as whole- 
some as butter and only cost one-half as 
much £0 we have been using it. Our meat 
bill averages 10 cente a day, excluding Sun- 
days. Our gas is about $1 and electricity 
about the same. I do all my own sewing, 
cooking, and housework, and find time to 
sew a little for other folks, thus making 
a little pin money. 

Our motto from the first hae been to spend 
a little less than we earned. We are well 
satisfied with results after nine months of 
trial, and tn fact Nke the fight immensely.

I have kept house for thirty-seven years, 
and it may be I can give some help to those 
who are seeking to reduce the high cost of 
living. | 

It is not s0 much fn what you buy as fn 
what you waste that makes living high. I 
keep a few hens, and every tiny scrap that 
they will eat is put Into a kettle in cold 
weather and given to to them on cold morn- 
ings with a hot mash. 

I never throw anything away. Al! the 
pieces of cake that have not been handled I 

put inta a jar with the clean bread crusts 
and once in a while a piece of johnny cake or 
graham gem, and what a delicious pudding 
they make when you have a littl extra 
milk or cream and an egg or two, and sucha 
change from pie. I can my own corn, string 
beans, and tomatoes. I buy pumpkins in the 
fall and then if they get spots on them dur- 
ing the winter I can them. I buy my sugar 
by the hundredweight, even though | am 
just across the street from a first class gro- 
cery store, and I find It a great saving.

Doing the Laundry Work. 

The first and most important thing to be 
considered is the “cash system.” Avoid 
debts as you would the plague; never let any 
one convineée you that it is economy to buy on 
‘time, for the cash buyer is independent and 
goes where his money reaches the farthest. 
_ Ihave been a wife for more than ten years, 
during that time we have had much sickness 
with ite necessary attendance of large doe- 
tor bills, but by careful thinking, planning, 
‘and reading, keeping abreast of the times, 
/we find we have no cause for regret. 

We always keep an expenee account, which 
includes every item purchased, with dete and 
price, and this account is footed at the close 
of each month. At the close of the year the 
total expense is taken andéd divided by twelve 
to get the average monthly expense for the 
year, which makes a most interesting, as well 
as profitable reference book. 

My plan of doing the laundry work is so 
pleasing to me I watt to pass it on, hoping it 
‘will be the means of solving this problem 
for some sister housewife. Put all white 
clothes to soak in warm water, to which 
jadd half a teacupful of gasoline, rub soiled 
places with soap. I d this first thing in the 
morning; after breakfast the clothes are 
ready to be rubbed and will require little 
rubbing. When they are ready for the boller, 
the bolling water to be prepared aa usual, to 
which add a smal) quantity of gasoline. Put 
clothes in and boll a few minutes, then rinse 
and hang out. 

I also do my husbands collars, stiff bosom 
ehirts, and everything that heretofore had 
been sent to the steam laundry, and he likes 
therm, and they look nice. 

Cold starch instructions for laundering col- 
lars, Cuffs, shirts, etc,: One pint soft water 
made quite soapy with a good white soap, 
three heaping tablespoonfuls of lump starch, 
one tablespoonful of turpentine, one table- 
spoonful of salt, one tablespoonful of borax, 
a half dozen drops blueing. Put in frult jar 
and use ag wanted; wiil keep indefinitely. 

When wanted for use, stir well and pour 
portion in a dish, lay over the dish a square 
of cheesecloth or flour sack, dip articles in 
which have been previously dipped in hot 


starch and @ried, roli up for ten minutes, 


then wipe with a damp cloth, press a little on 

wrong side firat, then on right side til) it 

takes a nice polish.

Accounts Incentive to Save. 

Our family consists of my husband, myself, 
and a little boy 2 years old. My husband 
gives me an allowance of §8.50a week to pro- 
vide for the table That allows me W cents 
@ day. 

Out of that amount I am abie to eave some 
thing each week. The weeks that Il buy 
flour, sugar, and things of that kind I cannot 
save much. My highest amount saved has 
been_ $2.10 out of $3.50; the lowest, 16 cents. 
Have not yet spent the full amount. Have 
often saved from §1 to $1.50. 

I keep an account book end write down 
each article and the cost as it is bought; then 
at the end of the week I add it up and see 
how much I have spent and how much seved. 
I think this is a splendid plan, as you can 
know better just how you are standing and 
it ls an incentive to save just a little more 
the next week. 

A great help to saving is to have your cellar 
well filled for the winter, and a great help 
to that is to have ae good garden, so that you 
have plenty to put away in the fall. 

If one has a place to raise pigs it is profit- 
able to get two when they are quite young, 
feed them until they are ready for market, 
then sell one and butcher the other, which 
will make pork and lard enough for the win- 
ter for a email! family. 

I try to make the most out ofa boiling piece 
of beef. Have used the fat that gathers on 
the stock after it is cold for shortening pie 
crust, which I find is equally as good ae lard, 
leaving enough of the fat on the stock which 
etlll makes it rich enough for soup. 

I find by buying a pound or two of dairy 
butter occasionally. for cooking purposes I 
can make a pound of creamery butter, which 
has been 87 cents all winter, last a week or 
more. 

We do our own laundry work, and I do all 
baking except dread. I do all my own sew- 
ing, trimming a hat oceasionelly, and making

The next petticoat shows a plain hem re- 
paired.

This fs a very quick 
but effective way of preserving a skirt, and if 
done as somm as the edge becomes frayed 
will prevent small tears from running up 
the skirt.

Rather more elaborate is a voile frock 
made ona five gored pattern. The front gore 
of the skirt is left plain and the side gores 
are joined to it by an overlapping three- 
quarter inch tuck, plain or hemstitched. -The 
back gores are joined in the same way. The 
fullness at the top of each gore is run into 
lengthwise thread tucks, tapering to below 
the hip end set a half inch apart. Fasten 
under placket at back. 

The waist, which opens down the center of 
the back, has an inch and a half plain space 
down the front with three groups of four 
thread tucks on each side. The tucke face 
away from the center front and back and in 
the back are carried to the waist line; in front 
they may onty rvm to the bust line if becom- 
ing to the figure. Three groups of these 
tucks run round the piece sleeve. Five 
small crochet buttons are used on plain 
espace in front of the waist, and nine down 
the center of front skirt gore. 

The trimming for the skirt of thie frock iz 
an eight or nine inch band of Venise with 
deep rounded scallops on the upper edge and 
the lower straight. After the skirt ls joined 
to the waist and evened up to the correct 
length the banding is basted around the 
bottom smoothly, stitched by machine around 
ecallop on upper edge, and the voile cut away 
following the rounding line of the scallop. 
Finish the raw edges by overcasting or but- 
tanholing. 

A five inch band foins the waist and skirt. 
the material being similarly cut away and 
finished after the waist is fitted and sewed 
tight. The same trimming ts turned with’ 
scallop. up on sleeve, with the fabrie cut 
away beneath. 

Four of the scallops are used around the 
girlishly cut round neck. Two meet at each 
side of the front scalloped edge down, and 
run to shoulder seams ané two at the back. 
When these are basted and stitched the top 
of the blouse is cut.away beneath as in the 
skirt and sleeves. To soften the upper edge 
of. the trimming where it rests on the neck 
baste soft folds of tuMe or net inside of It. 
These may may be ripped out when soiled, 
so protect the lace as well! as soften it.

HE custom of strewing flowers on the 
graves of the soldiers originated .x 
the south. Even before the civi]) war 
was over the women in the south, 

where tkies are warmer and temperaments 
more poetic than in the practical north, 
formed the habit of scattering flowets on 
the graves of the dead. 

In many places both the confederate and 
union graves were decorated impartially. 
This touching tribute stirred the north and 
the decoration of the soldiers’ graves be- 
came soon extended over the whole countty 
until it became a national custom. 

In 1868 Gen. John A. Logan as com- 
mander in chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republi¢e set apart the thirtieth of May for 
that purpose, but in spite of that the date 
for observance of Memorial day differs. In 
the south the spring comes earlier and the 
day is observed in April. . 


In one state it is May 10, but in the great- 
er part of the country, even including the 
Pacific slope, where January and February is 
the time of the most profuse blooming of 
flowers, May 30 is the day fixed upon for 


the observance.

-“There I told an amazed ticket seller my 
troubles—she must have thought at first I 
was drunk or crasy—and she directed me to 
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TRAY fathers! Stray sons! Stray 
brothers! Over 32,000 of them fritter 
away their existence in the 5, 10, and 
15 cent lodging houses of Chicago—the 

“ flops,” as these places are commonly called 
in the underworld. 

Not more than 2 per cent of these men, 
two out of every 100, go by their real names. 
The rest have either temporarily or perma- 
nently severed connections with friends and 
families and home towns by changing their 
names. 

Children of the stray fathers, parents of 
the stray sons, sisters of the stray brothers 
may be in Chicago. But unless they hap- 
pened to meet the missing members of their 
family face to face in the street they would 
Lave no means of tracing them. The minute 
@ man enters the underworld “flop” he seeks 
to obliterate all possible connections with the 
world above him. 

The bulk of this army of shipwrecked ho- 
manity is located in 128 of the most notorious 
lodging houses in this city on South Clark, 
South State, and West Madison streets, ac- 
cording to figures compiled recently by the 
Illinois state board of health. In these lodg- 
ing houses they sleep through the night. The 
cheap saloons in the district are their daily 
domicile. 

The postman calls seldom at these lodging 
houses. One of these “flops” under whose 
roof ‘are housed in the neighborhood of 300 
men had half a dozen letters sticking in the 
wire netting in front of the clerk’s desk. The 
persons who were getting these letters were 
mostly young men, the clerk explained, who 
have drifted into the lodging house tempo- 
rarily because they are out of work. They 
still have nothing to be ashamed of. Their 
failure in the city ie not yet such as to have 
enervated them. They bope to get back again 
on their feet. They are still writing to their 
families and keeping in touch with home. 

x 


No Particulars Are Asked. 

The postmarks on these half dozen letters 
were without exception from the west. The 
addresses were in women’s handwriting. Pvi- 
dently they came from mothers, sisters, wives. 

“These boys,” the clerk said, “are all right. 
They are up against it for the present, but 
they will pull through. When a man keeps 
in touch with his home he is safe. He will 
pot go astray. It is when the boys become 
ashamed to write home, or cease to care to 
write home, and adopt such names as ‘ Red 
Haired Kelly’ or ‘ Big Phil,’ that they never 
come back.” 

The desk clerk in these cheap lodging 
houses can tell a lot of stories, despite the 


‘fact that he apparently is not in the least 


interested in the past, present, or future of 


| his guests. But he is generally tactiturn. 


“The men who come here,” the clerk at 
another “flop” explained, “are not asked to 
put their names on the register if they don’t 
want to. I do it for any man who says he 
cannot.write. Beyond putting down a name 
on the book and the number of his room be- 
side that name we ask no further particulars. 
That’s why they like places like these—be- 
cause they are not asked particulars. If char- 
ity did the same—offered a man a place to 
sleep without taking down his whole pedigree 
a mile long—we would; have few customers 
hore. The man who is down and out does 
not relish telling the truth about - himeelf. 
And if he tells a lie he soon enough gets 
himself into trouble.” 

“Where do these men come from? What 
drives them into the ranks of the underworld, 
into these lodging houses?” the clerk was 
asked. 

“Gay,” he said with a quizszical twist of 
head, “ what do you take me for—one of them 
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sociologists, eh? You think I am going to pry 
into orersueny's business?”

A Youth Who May Yet Come Back. 
“The answer to these questions must be 
gléaned from among the men themselves. lo 
man will talk much about Limself to an out- 
sider. But every one of them talks freely 
about his neighbor. 

“I gave up my room just about three weeks 
ago,” one boy of 19 explained. “I was work- 
ing in the shipping room of a large baby cart 
factory. I got the job three months ago, soon 
after I came from home, It paid $7 a week. 
I paid for my room and board and got a suit 
of clothes, and that took everything I made in 
two months of work. When I lost my job I 
had only $4 in my pocket. I could not pay 
for a week's room in advance. I did not know 
how long I could stay in that room. I might 
have to go down to the other end of the city 
to look for a job, I figured. So I came to 
the lodging Louse. Ten cents a night is much 
easier to take out than $1.50 at once when 
all you have left is $4. 

“TI have been looking for a job ever since. 
I have not found one yet. My money has 
given out. But I have been able to earn a 
10 cent dinner and supper every day by doing 
odd jobs. The trick of finding odd jobs | 
learned from the older men in the ‘ flop.’ ’ 

This particular boy showed physically the 
effects of living in the lodging house. He was 
seedy. His clothes had the stale lodging 
house odor which would bar him from any 
job where a decent appearance is required. 
But his mind and eye were wholesome. There 
was still hope for him. 

This could not be said of the score or more 
men who were lounging about the room.

The Human Wreckage of Industry. 


“This is no place for a young man,” said 


,_& grandfatherly old fellow. “It don’t affect 


me, but it might affect a younger fellow. 
That man over there lives on cocaine. Where 
he gets it is a mystery. But he gets it. There 
are all sorts of degenerates in the place. The 
managers pretend not to notice .anything so 
long as there are no complaints. Still the 
place here is better than a good many of the 
other * flops’ I have been in.” 

“ Children?” the old man said with resent- 
ment when the subject was broached. “O, 
yes, I have children. But that is neither here 
nor there. The children have no use for me. 
There is not much room for an old man now- 
adays anywhere.” 

Odd jobs support this man. 

A man of 56 whose appearance a barber 
and tailor could change in half an hour's time 
into that of a prosperous business man was 
reading the financial column of a morning 
paper. He sized up the investigator with a 
look which showed he was once accustomed 
to handle men. Not a word could be pried 
out of him about his own affairs. A neigh- 
bor, however, was obliging. He told this 
man’s story in a few words. 

The businesslike American was called 
“Stenog” by this obliging neighbor. The 
man had once been a prosperons merchant in 
a city in the east. Then he took a fancy to 
his stenographer. His wife sued him for di- 
vorce. The children all ranged themselves 
against him. His business went to pieces. 
He could not live down his past in his own 
town. He saw no way of getting on his feet 
again, so he drifted to another city. For 
some yeirs he struggled against the tide. 
Then ke landed in the lodging house. He had 
been there over a year now. But he was 
still planning businesa, planning to get out. 

Most of the lodging house population of 
over 32,000 in this city are what one of them 
ealled the human wreckage of industry. They 
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INCE apartment buildings first played 
an “important factor in civic develop- 
ment all of the inhabitants of them 
have looked for a logical “ boss of the 

apartment.” 

Two score years ago apartments were al- 
most unheard of in Chicago. The occasional 
dweller in an apartment did not have to worry 
about who was “boss.” Nearly every one 
lived in houses, unless they were transients. 

In a house one has entire charge. The 
house dweller reigned supreme. There was no 
question as to who was boss. The man of 
the house or the “lady of the house” settled 
the question between them. If anything had 
to be repaired or arranged the person in 
charge arranged for it. Either the family lived 
in their own home or they rented it—rented 
the entire house, grounds and all. If they 
wanted it cleaned or repaired they paid for 
the work themselves. 

Then gradually came the apartment house. 
It :was cheaper. One could rent half a house 
cheaper than a ole house. The earliest 
apartment houses were old homes remodeled 
into two apartments. The next apartments 
were made for two families. 

As soon as two families started living in the 
same house, maintaining two separate homes, 
the question of who was the boss of the 
apartment arose. At first even this was easy 
enongh to settle. The landlord, who came 
around each ménth to collect the rent, acted 
as.judge and arbitrator. Each family had the 
use of the basement for. laundry purposes half 
of the time. There was no question of “days.” 
The question of who was to do the bossing 


did not. arise. 
* * 


Sixty Families n One Building. 

Time passed. Apartment houses grew. 
They grew to accommodate four, then six, then 
eight families. Apartments for twelve families 
were built, later to be followed by apart- 
ments for thirty, forty, and.even sixty fam- 
ilies. ‘Today the six flat apartment building 
is the average, perhaps; but apartment build- 
ings for forty-three families, or even for fifty 
or sixty-two, are far more unique. 

Group forty families together. What hap- 
pens? Forty families under one roof would 
result in chaos unless there was some definite 
government, some definite head. The apart- 
ment house has a definite government, even 
if some of the families who live in it are un- 
aware of its existence: But until recently 
the real head of the apartment house govern- 
ment was unknown. 

For a long time the landlord was considered 
the real head. Questions were presented to 
bim when he came for the rent, just as they 
were presented to him when an apartment 
consisted of only two-families. Some people 
say the landlord is still the boss of the apart- 
ment. He isn’t. The landlord still collects 
the rent, sometimes. He may even settle dis- 
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Get on Right Side of Her Children 


putes about the lease, about the decorating, 
or about some really serious trouble. 

But the landlord, the real flat owner, does 
not visit the flats today with any degree of 
regularity. Sometimes he never comes to the 
flats at all. 

The agent has taken the place of the land- 
lord, usually, as far as collecting rents goes. 
But the agent is not the boss of the apart- 
ment. He may be a skillful diplomat; he 
may be, and often is, a bother, but he is not 
the boss of the apartment.

The Janitor Not the Real Boss. 

Until quite recently, when students of civics 

discovered differently, the great majority of 


flat dwellers thought the janitor was the boss . 


of the apartment building. The janitor was 
supposed to reign supreme. His word was 
law. Dwellers in the miost expensive apart- 
ments were supposed to hang on his least 
word, agree. to all of his opinions and try to 
please him in every way. 

The janitor has charge of the heating 
system of the apartment. If he is not efficient 
the furnace goes out, and no matter how 
often the occupant of the flat “knocks for 
steam,” there is no response. The janitor has 
charge of the hot water, % 

Who dared dispute him when their supply 
of hot water hung in the argument? The 
janitor arranged wash days. Of course, one 
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Here Are the Ways You Can 


Get Into Her Good Graces. 


There are many ways of getting in the 
good graces of the new apartment house boss, 
the janitor’s wife, if one is only skjliful 
enough and if one pursues the right course. 

The janitor’s wife is hard to know because 
there are so few ways of approaching, her. 
She hardly ever appears around the apartment 
building. The lawn, the basement, and the 
back yard are attended to by her royal spouse. 

The easiest way to get “on the good side” 
of the janitor’s wife is to praise her children. 
Like every other mother, this is her most vul- 
nerable point. Of course, you probably will 
not come into contact with the janitor’s wife 
enough to praise her children to her, “but 
praise them to the janitor. He is easy of ap- 
proach and he is quite likely to repeat mes- 
sages, especially if they concern his offspring. 

Nearly every janitor is possessed of a 
group of children, so it won't be hard to find 
some points on which to praise them. Praise 
little William on account of his industry. 
Never for a moment allude to the fact that 
you think he would make an ideal janitor 
when he grows up, for, of course, in common 
with all Americans, the janitor wishes his 
children to pursue a higher occupation than 
he himself has. 

* * 
Praise the Children, 

Praise the janitor’s little daughter, Jane or 
Anne, on account of her beauty. She may be 
a rather ordinary looking little thing, but 
every girl child is a beauty in her parents’ 
eyes, and the janitor and his wife no doubt 
think Jane or Anne the acme of feminine 
charms. , 

Do not ask for hot water or heat until you 
are actually in dire need of them. It is better 
to be cold just a little or to heat water for 
the dishes occasionally than to get the jan- 
itor’s wife regarding you as a “crank” or a 
“fusser,” two faults that, in her eyes, are 
hard to overcome. 


Do not give the janitor’s wife gifts of use- 
less objects because you don’t want to throw 
them away. It is entirely proper to present 
her with things that may be really useful, a 
warm coat for one of the boys or a dress for 
herself. But remember that the janitor is not 


an object of charity. He is self-supporting. ‘ 


He has an-established position and is working 
hard to keep it. He is making enough money 


for himself and family, and sometimes has 


several flat buildings to take care of, and is 
able to save quite a little and usually is buy- 
ing a small farm or home in the suburbs. 
Gifts that are useless and resemble charity 
are usually rightfully resented by the janitor’s 
wife. Beware of them. 
* 
Pay for Favors. 

. The janitor’s wife may object if you are not 
careful of your apartment. If you keep your 
porch dirty and cause her husband extra work 
or if you throw papers on the lawn. She, her- 
self, is usually thrifty and neat and resents a 
lack of neatness on the part of others. You 
will be helping yourself in this way if you 
please thé janitor’s wife. 

After all, the janitor’s wife, though she is 
the boss of,an apartment building, is a human 
being. Human treatment is all that she ex- 


_ pects. A kind word now and then to her, to 


her husband, and to the children, careful treat- 
ment of the apartment in which you live, and 
peace and quiet are all that she desires. If 
you ask either her or her husband a favor, 
pay for it. Don’t ask them to work for you 
for nothing. They are self-supporting work- 
ing people and do not like to do laborious 
tasks out of charity. 

Treat the janitor’s wife kindly, just about 
2s you would like to be treated if you were 
boss of an apartment building. Your reward 
will be heat when you want it, hot water all 
the time, a clean porch, an uninterrupted wash

Do you want to know who is the real boss 
of the modern apartment building? The real 
arbitrator, the real ruler? According to 
students of civic conditions the identity of 
this real ruler has never been made public.

Here's Where the Crown Rests. 

The ruler of the apartment building is— 
THE JANITOR’S WIFE. 

The janitor’s wife is often the silent part- 
ner, ag far as any outsider can see, of the 
janitor, but she is the boss just the same. 
In fact, her rule is sometimes more severe 
because she is so often unseen and unheard. 
Any one can find the janitor every day. But 
the janitor’s wife, the real boss of the apart- 
ment house, is hard to locate, and it is even 
harder to gain an audience with her. 

To be sure, the janitor has charge of the 
furnace. Is it he who decides on the amount 
of heat that is coming into the apartments? 
No, it is his wife who is the real judge. Mrs. 
Jones on the third floor “ raps for steam.” If, 
for some reason known only to herself, the 
janitor’s wife dislikes Mrs. Jones she says to 
her husband, the janitor: 

“There is enough heat iu that flat now. 
What is she trying to turn the flat into, a 
bake oven?” — 
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What man ever refused to listen to the judg- 


ment of a woman? Not one, if the judgment 
seem even reasonable. The janitor is no erx- 


ception. He doesn’t like to fire the furnace, 
anyway. Perhaps his wife is right. Mrs. 
Jones is a crank anyway. The apartment 
house seems warm enough to him. No more 
heat is turned on. .The janitor’s wife is su- 
preme ! 

Or perhaps Mrs. Smith wants more hot 
water. The janitor starts to heat up the hot 
water heater. 

“ There is enough hot water now,” says the 
real ruler. “If Mrs. Smith wouldn't wash 
so much she wouldn't be so thin. That woman 
wastes too much water, now.” 

So, instead of getting more hot water Mrs. 
Smith is visited by the janitor, who, hesi- 
tatingly, for he doesn’t like his errand, asks 
her to be a bit more careful with the use of 
water, and not to waste quite so much. 

Again, it is the janitor’s wife who has 
proved her supremacy. 

* 
Might as Well Yield Cracefully. 

The janitor’s wife usually cleans up the 
halls herself. And woe be to the luckless 
tenant who complains about the condition of 
them. It usually is the janitor’s wife's one 
duty, and she does it as she sees fit, and no 
one who values peace in an apartment build- 
ing should complain about them. 

If the dwellers in the modern apartment 
houses are held down under the thumb of the 
janitor’s wife, they should learn that there 
is no way to break away from this oppres- 
sion. P 

There is no other way. Modern conditions 
have shown that government in an apartment 
house is necessary. Every government must 
have a head, a ruler. The janitor’s wife is as 
good and as competent a ruler as any other 
that the apartment house has possessed. 

As long as she rules wisely her sway will 
probably be uninterrupted. So the apart- 
ment house dweller had best yield gracefully 
and bow to the new boss. |

and Mrs. Augustus E. Bournique- 

Now a golden wedding anniversary ¢ver is 
of interest to the immediate circle of friends, 
but in this particular instance a golden wed™ 
ding anniversary will turn back the pages 
@f Chicago's social life to the beginning of 
fhe book In the minds of Mr. and Mrs. 
Augustus E. Bournique are wra pped the his- 
tory of Chicago's society. 

tt has been forty-five years now since, next 
to having Johnny Hand play for the wed- 
dings and the coming out parties, nothing 
has set the seal of ‘“‘oldness” upon a Chicago 
family like being able to say “ Mr. Bournique 
taught us to dance.” And how Mr. Bour- 
nique became the dancing master whose life 
has been so closely interwoven with the life 
of Chicago is a Chicago story, the outgrowth 
of the Chicago roémarce which within the 
next fortnight is to celebrate fifty of as happy 
years as may be found In the entire city. 

To begin with, Mr. and Mrs. Bournique are 
pot “old.” Mr. Bournique is a splendid 
mode! for his theory that “ to keep yourg one 
must kep on dancing,”’ which is another way 
of saying that eternal youth is to be found 
in happiness. But Mr. and Mrs. Bournique 
are not “‘ old’ in any sense. 

You see, fifty years ago they were the 
youngest married couple in the small city of 
Chicago. Mr. Bournique did not reach his 
majority until the Oct. 27 following the June 
marriage. (This, by the way, is Col. Roose- 
velt’s natal day, too, and the two men always 
exchange letters of congratulation on the ar- 
rival of another year of youth!) Mrs. Bour- 
nique boasted al! of 16 years. She was not 
17 until ehe had been a matron for three 
whole months. 

At the time Mr. Bournique was a clek—and 
@ successful one, too—in Chicago's then 
largest clothing house. It was his intention 
to become a business man, as his father had 
been before him. 

Mrs. Bournique, of Spanish and French 
parentage, had been adopted by Hugh Bran- 
nigan, am old settler, once merchant tailor 
to the English court, who had responded to 
the lure of the new country and had brought 
with him his string of horses and his be- 
loved hunting dogs. He was a man of means 
and he gave to his adopted daughter, Eliza- 
beth, an education unusual for its finish in 
that early Chicago day. 

Miss Brannigan loved to dance, and so 
when there came to Chicago the famous old 
European ballet dancer, Prof. Lasarre, 
brokem in health, but still the ballet master, 
Miss Brannigan was one of the young Chi- 
cagoans who became a pupil in his classes. 

—.>- 
How Dancing Lessons Started. 

Mr. Bournique’s father, a plate glass man- 
ufacturer, had come to New York from 
France when the lad, Gus, as he was called, 
was 3 years old. Their home was in Brook- 
lyn and early became a center for the French- 
men gathered in the eastern city. 

In New York there was another old Eu- 
ropean ballet master, Prof. Bonneville, who 
had come across the waters to organize danc- 
ing classes. Mr. Bournique Sr. engaged him 
to come to his Brooklyn residence to give 
private lessons to 6 year old Aug™istus and 
his two sisters. The dancing master of now 
recalls that his first lesson was the sailor's 
hornpipe, destined to limber up the most 
limber of youthful joints! 

Mr. Bournique, pére, never took readily 
to the English tongue, and so when he came 
to Chicago fifty-six years ago desiring to 
establish a business he took his only son 
out of an eastern academy, where he hed 
been placed with parental view to his be- 
coming a lawyer, and brought him to the 
new western city to act as tnterpreter. At 
that time two young men, Margha!l Field and 
Levi Z. Leiter, were clerking in the first 
etore of Potter Palmer down on Lake street. 

A few years later there came upon the 
horizon of the youthful Augustus Bournique 
the merry, piquant, dancing Miss Elizabeth 

Brannigan. It is not difficult even now to 
picture the products of two world famous 
ballet dancers on the early ballroom floors 
of Chicago. Miss Brannigan and Mr. Bour- 
nique had not been married long when the 
Chicagoans—ell one big social family as 
yet, but beginning to yearn fora bigger social 
life—persuaded the two young people to give 
private lessons in dancing at some of the 
homes. The Cyrus H. McCormick home was 
in this list. 

From this beginning there grew the open- 
ing in 1867 of the first Bournique dancing 
classes in a room over a clothing store at 
State and Randolph streets. There gath- 
ered the “ élite’’ of the small town for even- 
ing dances. In the afternoon the children 
came for their lessons. Mr. Bournique gave 
up thought of business as a vocation and 
Mrs. Bournique, clever in composing new 
dances, entered into the work with her hus- 
band,

First Hall Built in ‘71. 

Yn 1871 the first Bournique hall was built 
on a bit of ground back of a cottage in 
Twenty-faurth street opposite Christ church, 
and there Bishop and Mrs. Cheney used to 
drop in to watch the frolicking of the young 
folks. Two years later the hall—30x00—was 
torn down and another,’ 60x, was built to 
@ccommodate the growing company of dan- 
cers in Chicago. 

Mrs. George M. Pullman organized a dan- 
cing class, whose members included Mr. and 
Mrs. John M. Clark, Mr. and Mrs. W. W. 
Kimball, Mr. and Mrs. Franklin MacVeagh, 
and many of the other well known Chicago- 
ans of today, a class which was destined to 
gather together annually for fourteen years 
and learn the new steps from Mr. Bour- 
nique. 

Thirty years ago Mr. Bournique built the 
hall in East Twenty-third street where he 
etill teaches, making the unusual record of 
forty-two years in one community. 

In the hall in East Twenty-thiré street 
hangs a great old Seth Thomas clock. It 
has been in the Bournique dancing hall for 
forty-one years. The eyes of four genera- 
tions of prominent Chicago families have 
watched its hands go around. For forty- 
one years Chicago youth has watched it.and 
counted while ‘it struck ‘ out the old and in 
the new” year. Many a wedding has taken 
place beneath it and many a young girl has

ington, had been before her. The debutante 
even then represented the third generation 
of pupils for Mr. Bournique in this one old 
Chicago family. 

Because of the sentiment attached to the 
place Mr. Bournique has made no change 
in the hall for the last thirteen years. Re- 
apirs merely duplicate the Old, if repairs are 
needed. And not a month rolls by but some 
couple of well known name residing in the 
city or passing through does not drop in 
“ to look upon the room where we first mét,"’ 
or “just to peep into the hall where we 
have had such good fun.”’ The romances 
that have grown out of the Bournique hall 
would fill a book in themselves. &

Mementos of Passing Years. 

' Up in the attic of the- Bournique home is 
a little old leather trunk and in that trunk 
are the debutante reception cards, the wed- 
ding invitations, and the other mementos 
which record the romances of these passing 
years. They represent, in truth, the history 
of Chicago’s society. Once a year Mr. and 
Mrs. Bournique unlock the trunk and g° 
over the past. Many a Chicagoan today 
would like a peep into that trunk. 

The distinction of being the only four gen- 
eration family of Bournique pupils belongs 
to the family of Mr. and Mrs. Marvin Hugb- 
itt. Mr. and Mre. Hughitt as young married 
people were in Mr. Bournique’s first classes. 
Their daughters, Mrs. H. R. McCullough 
(Martha Hughitt) and Mrs Charlies 8S. Frost 
(Mary Hughitt), early learned the ballroom 
steps at the Bournique dancing academy.

until this the romantic and ancient site of 
St. Thomas has been distinguished to pedes- 
triane principally as the spot in Fifth ave- 
nue where they have had to climb a bridge 
or walk in the street. Now it stands in all 
of the poetic beauty of a miniature cathedral 
tn the heart of a district which is well nigh 
given over to trade. It is without a spire. be- 
cause before many years have run it will be 
surrounded by office buildings shooting high- 
er than any spire has ever climbed. But its 
single tower, short and broad—a novelty in 
edifices of the kind—wil) command the care- 
less eye of future generations, as will all of 
this delicate bit of ecclesiastic architecture, 
nestling in the stronghold of the most ex- 
travagant commercialism. 

In the old church on this site Consuelo 
Vanderbilt became the Duchess of Maribor- 
ough. In the temporary structure two years 
ago Jay Gould. took his bride. More ro- 
mantic marriages have been performed 
here than im any other church tn America. 
The parish of St. Thomas is one of the wealth- 
jest in thecountry. Every year it contributes 
practically all of its income to parochia! and 
charitable activities. According to the year 
book of 1912 the receipts were $316,611.14 and 
the disbursements were $314,609.13. It con- 
tributed to domestic missions $10,524.06, to 
foreign missions $15,112.78, to mission work 
in the diocese $25,047.71, and to the poor 
$8,422.09. 

The Rev. Dr. E. M. Stires, known to Chi- 
cagoans through his rectorship of Grace 
Episcopal church there, is now the rector 
here. He and his wife are widely beloved by 
the distinguished parishioners. He hopes to 
have the church consecrated during the Epis- 
copa) convention, to be held here in Septem- 
ber at the Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 
It is not at all certain, however, that his 
wish will be realized, for the new edifice, al- 
though partially oceupied, will not be com- 
pleted before fall. Every Sunday for months 
the fashionable congregation has picked its 
way between mortar and scaffolding to the 
quarters thrown open to them.

Although a great deal in the way of 
suggestion has been taken from the famous 
French structures at Bourgas, Troyes, and 
Chartres, the church is not a copy of a 
existing edifice. It consists of a 

214 feet long and forty-three feet wide in 
the clear, according to the architects, and 
ninety-five feet in height from the pavement 
to the crown of the vault. Chenges in the 
original plans neceteitated heightering the 
nave—a feat which delayed completion of the 
etructure—until it now stands almost as high 


as that of Westminster abbey. .There is no 


triumphal arch. The structural line of de- 
markation between nave and chancel is in- 
dicated merely by a strengthening of the 
piers at this point and an emphasis on the 
high transverse rib of the vault. 


“The walls are divided into arcade, tri- 
forium, and clerestory,’’ according to the de- 
scription of the architects, “‘ the vertical pro- 
portions being about the same as those of the 
Troyes cathedral in France. The great nave 
is placed close to the north line of the lot. 
On that side there will be no seats, only a 
narrow architectural aisle. On the south 
side of the nave there is not only an ambula- 
tory but a second south aisle, or chapel, eight- 
een feet wide and twenty feet high. Directly 
over this chapel is a long gallery with a seat- 
ing capacity of 312. The idea for this detail 
is borrowed from the Cathedral of Le Mans.”

The seating capacity of the church will be 
close to 8,000. The nave will accommodate 
1,072, the nave aisle 66, the chapel 257, the 
side aisle 17, and the end and side galleries 
500. Extraordinary richness of workman- 
ship is displayed in the facade. The collec- 
tion of safnts in stone beneath delicate can- 
opies, the fretted niches, the beasatiful rose 
window, the great buttresses, the arcades 
surpass any display of the kind in America. 
The cost of the building and the equipment 
will be &2,000,000, all but $300,000 of which 
has been subscribed. .

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THE SETTING OF POETIC DRAMA. 
When the reaction against the “ sumptu- 
ous”’ production of Shakspearian plays 
came a few years ago to the small fraction 
of the theatrical public termed more or less 
derisively “ the high brows,” it took the form 
of a historical revival. We were told by 
professors of dramatic literature and by 
sedulous antiquarians of the theater just 
how Shakspearian plays were presented by 
Shakspeare, and why. We laboriously 
evoked the cloister, the bear garden, the 
round theater, and felt virtuously that we 
were now “ getting right,” to paraphrase the 
up to date evangelist, with Shakspeare. 
This was edifying. It gratified the deep- 
est instinct of the “ high brow ” in England 
or America, who is always a Puritan and 
must take his pleasures sadly. It even had 
a certain effect upon the “ professional ” 
theater, at least upon the critics who found 
something not already threadbare to say 
about Shakspearian “revivals.” But its 
chief benefit was to discover for the “ high 
brow ” that the theater is, after all, a place 
aud not a topic. 
- The professional theater, scornfully 
termed by the impatient idealist the “* com- 
mercial’ theater, proceeded, however, very 
much as before, aceording to the law of its 
existence, enunciated with great simplicity 
und decision at the box office. The “ sumptu- 
ous” revival was not scorned by the pub- 
lic, whose taste is always bad and whose 
instinct is frequently right.

OLIGARCHY? ‘ 

The keystone principle of popular gov- 

ernment is government by the majority. 

Any other government than this is gov- 
ernment. by monarchy or by oligarchy.

| The national constitution and the con- 


| stitution of the other states and the orig- 

inal election laws were adopted to secure 
| eoversintee by the majority. Ambitious 
/and unpatriotic men throughout the ma- 
tion’s history have endeavored to contfol 
the government and pervert it into a gov- 
|ernment by the few. Seldom have they 
endeavored to do this openly and with 
the forms of law, afid never have they 
succeeded in such an attempt. Frequently 
by a mishandling of the constitutional 
provisions and a manipulation of the pop- 
ular prejudices and passions have they 
substituted minority oligarchy rule for pop- 
ular government. | 

The two chief means by which the oll- 
garchy has ruled the majority have been, 
first, gerrymandering—a practice of mak- 
ing up congressional and legislative dis- 
tricts in such a way that a minority of 
the voters have elected a majority of the 
representatives, and, second, nominating 
conventions in which by violence or fraud 
or both, as in the Republican national 
convention of 1912, the governing clique 
of a political party has been able to nomi- 
nate candidates opposed by and hostile toa 
majority of the people. 

Very generally voters have preferred 
to elect candidates forced upon their 
party tickets than to leave their party 
and vote for the candidate of its leading 
opponent. 

As a cure for oligarchy by party con- 
vention the principle of direct primaries 
has been introduced in a majority of the 
states. Its introduction, however, has 
co at a time when it is no longer able 
to insure popular government for the rea- 
son that the two old dominant political 
parties have been broken up so that 
neither one of them nor the new Progres- 
sive party contains a majority of the 
voters of the nation or of the voters of 
many of the states or cities. 

Thus we are confronted with a new 
condition as hostile to popular govern- 
ment as boss rule and which can be ¢eured 
only by election Jaws requiring a majority 
vote to elect to public office. 

Exactly this is provided fn the nonpar- 
tisan city election bill now before th 
legislature. “i 

Clearly, support for it is support for 
democracy. Opposition to it is support 
for oligarchy. | 

Gerrymandering is an evil from which 
no political party and no state in the 
union has been able to free itself, Its 
cure rests in the introduction into the 
constitution of the initiative and referen- 
dum, providing that a majority of the 
people may pass a law which is refused 
passage by a legislature or may reject a 
law passed by a legislature.

TASTE IN ART GALLERIES. 

Art instithites or museums are sup- 
posed to be primarily educational. At 
any rate, their main alms are the cul- 
tivation of public taste and the giving of 
pleasure through the sense of beauty. 
Even as repositories of work, the chief 
value of which is as evidence of a period 
in the progress of art, they are or should be 
governed by these limitations. At least, 
it is so assumed. 

Why then should place be found in 
art galleries for work that fulfills none 
of these purposes, which is inferior and 
therefore not able to perfect popular 
taste nor to give pleasure to the discrim- 
inating? What a clearance thére would 
be of walls not remote from this center 
of aspiring culture if these principles 
were intelligently and courageously ap- 
plied! How much more effective would 
be most of our art museums if this 
weeding ont were done and the ingenuous 
public’ were no longer befuddled by mere 
multiplicity nor the discriminating bored 
by the mediocre or offended by the out- 
right bad? 

In Buffalo has arisen a director, as 
one crying in the wilderness, She is 
Miss Sage of the Albright gallery, who 
proposes to cut down on exhibitions and 
have only such pictures as may be hung 
and should be hung “on the line.” She 
protests against the familiar conglom- 
erate, the crowded walls upon which pie- 
tures which kill each other are jammed 
into unhappy juxtaposition. She pro- 
poses that there shall be space between 
pictures and harmonious arrangement 4s 
to color and spirit—and may her days 
be long in the land and the power of her 
elbow wax mightily! 

The bad taste, the crude, inconsiderate, 
indiscriminating policy displayed in most 
art museums is a startling commentary 
on agencies assuming to develop and edu- 
cate taste. Perhaps Miss Sage has 
started a revolution. It is to be hoped so. 


WOMAN AND HER 'WORK. 

Much has been written and said about the 
6,000,000 or so women employed in the vari- 
ous industries of the connutry. Continuous 
agitation brought about improved conditions 
for them, Their hours of work have been 
shortened in recent years. The employers 
of women were forced to intreduce in their 
factories certain stagdurids of cleanliness 
and comfort of late that were nuknown 
before. 

Nothing, however, hins been said or done 
about the 20,000,000 women whose field ef 
endeavor is not in the factory, bat in the 
home. There are nv commissions at work to 
find ways and means of improving the lot of 
the housewife. Few people, in fact. seem 
to be aware that the lot of the wife and 
mother meeds to be or can he improved, 

A proposal for the establishment of a 
“bureau of woman labor,”’ whose function 
it will be to make a stu-jy of the conditions 
of the housewife and devise ways and means 
for their improvement, is now under consid- 
eration by President Wilson. (The bureau 
is, of course, to be a purt of the department 
of labor, but it wi'l dev te itsel€ exclusively 
to a study of the conditions of the home and 
to the “iunpaid !abor of the wife.” There 
unquestionably is ample need for such a 
bureau, | and, if established, it will be of 
benefit not only to the housewife but to the 
whole nation.

If everybody who is advised to doso were 
to go to the farm the cities would soon be 
greatly depopulated and the country dis- 
tricts turned into a yeritable “ Garden City.” 

Since this, for one reason or another, is 
not at all likely, the next best thing for the 
city man to do is to bring the farm to the 
city. 

This he can do by buying a hoe, spade, 
shovel, rake and fork and using them to con- 
vert his back yard or back lot. or near by 
vacant lots into gardens. 

—— 

City farming is no experiment. Back 
yards, back lots, vacant lots, and plots of 
ground in and about the city have been 
used for farming purposes for several years. 

Philadelphia, Detroit, and many other 
cities in this country have well defined plans 
for encouraging the farming of plots of 
ground within a reasonable radius of the city 
home. 

These cities have what are known as “Va- 
cant Lot Gardening associations.” Their 
object is to outline plans for gardening on a 
smal] scale, so as to make the enterprise 
bring a good financial returg. 

They provide a set of rulés governing the 
conduct of the tenants who assume the 
obligations of cultivating certain tracts, or 
plots, defining all privileges and punishment 
for failure to comply with the regulations. 

~~ 

Farming in the city can be made practica- 
ble and profitable. It can be converted into 
a moral and an economic force, It can 
be made a potential factor in preserving 
practical sanitary conditions in and about 
the homes in the cities, especially the homes 
in the poorer sections. 

It can be used to raise the social and eth- 
ical standards of a community, thereby 
awakening an active and earnest interest ia 
social betterment. 

It increases the value of real estate, 
strengthens home ties, and’stimulates civic 
pride. 

When it is desired to farm vacant lots 
or convert back yards and back lots into 
gardens it is necessary to keep them free 
from garbage, tin cans, etc. This materially 
adds to the standards of a community. 

It lessens the breeding places of disease 
carrying vermif. Tin cans, when lying 
about such localities, usually contain more or 
less water. They furnish an ideal breeding 
place for the miosquito. The mvusquito is 
the medium through which the malarial 
poison is transmitted. 

No disease disturbs physical efficiency 
more than maleria. Get ride of tin caus 
in the back yard and vacant lot and you 
have removed a great and common source of 
malaria. 

~~ 

It seems that every one must realize 
the influence for good which such an in- 
stitution exercises. It stimulates bonds of 
friendly interest between neigh bors by show- 
ing them that they have a common cause. 
It stimulates back yard conversation angong 
neighbors over line fences, thereby break- 
ing down and completely annihilating other- 
Wise useless and chilly conventionalities. 

It makes people real neighbors, and stim- 
ulates that sort of friendship which endureth 
even unto the end. 

When a city man hag a garden to care 
for as soon as his day’s work is over he hu:- 
ries home, dons his garden clothes, and 
spends his spare moments working among 
his beds of vegetables and flowers. After 
hig evening meal nothing is more idea! thaa 
to spend the twilight hours roaming among 
his flowers. 

To utilize effectively and efficiently the 
back yard and vacant lots for gardening pur- 
poses, it is all important that proper re- 
gard for garden planning should be had. 

It is just as necessary that the plans, when 
once adopted, should be carefully followed. 
Nothing succeeds without regard to order, 
and especially is this true with regard to 
successful farming. Gardening is nothing 
but farming on a small scale. 

Back yard gardening may be given up to 
the cultivation and growing of plants and 
flowers, thug making the garden purely or- 
namental. 

It may be entirely given up to raising 
vegetables, the object being a larger finan- 
cial retura, 

It may consist in growing vegetables and 
cultivating flowers. ‘This combination may 
prove almost as profitable as raising vege- 
tables, and it is unquestionably more at- 
tractive.

Gardens furnish an ideal place in which 
to bring up children, especially where they 
are mentally or physically defective. It has 
been observed that such children readily 
become interested in their work, and that 
every year they become stronger physically 
and more intelligent. 

The teaching of mathematics and read- 
ing is made easier with the gardening proc- 


ess. 

Where the children are unable to plant 
seeds or transplant bulbs and measure walks 
and beds, they are taught to pull weeds and 
destroy useless growths. | 

In the garden they learn to appreciate the 
relation of soil, sunshine, moisture, and 
the various forms of vegetation. 

The mentally deficient profit by the phys- 
ica] exercise and diversions, and the phys- 
ically weak grow stronger from continuous 
exercise in the fresh air and sunshine. 

Working in gardens has an especially 
beneficial effect upon those children suffering

In the worst neighborhoods, where small 
boys ore encouraged to work at raising vege- 
tables and cultivating flowers, it is noticed 
that there is less pilfering, less stealing, and 
less crime.

Farming in the city is, of course, conduct- 
ed on an extremely small scale. There can 
be little attempt at gardening for selling 
any great amount of produce. Many times 
it means only such gardening as can be 
successfully carried on in boxes anchored 
in windows and on porches, or in the base- 
ments of dwellings. 

Usually this type of farming consists jn 
cultivating flowers only in the boxes on 
window sills and porches, but in the boxes 
‘zs the besement mushrooms can be, and 
are, raised by some people. 

The flower box form of gardening should 
be encouraged, &s it brightens the home, 
makes the office more cheerful and the 
schoolhouse more attractive, and makes for 
higher standards. 

~- 

Where there are serious attempts at farm- 
ing it is perhaps not wise to grow a great 
variety of crops. The most profit will ac- 
crue by specializing. 

It is remarkable what unskilled labor with 
but little capital can do on small plots of 
even poor soil. Speaking of this of 
dening, Capt. Gardner, U. &. A., the 
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what they get—rather vacant lot work—than 
to receive it for nothing.”

Bolton Hall shows how garden farming 
in the city has been remunerative in the 
United States, England, and France. He 
says its practicability and efficiency have 
been clearly demonstrated in Philadelphia 
and other cities in this country. He aa- 
serts that 800 families raised crops worth 
$40,000 on about 200 acres of land in 1907 
in and about Philadelphia. 

Discussing attempts at vacant lot garden- 
ing in New York city, Hall says: 

'“ Thirty acres in the Bronx were loaned 
by the trustees of the Astor estate for this 
purpose. Only fifteen were cultivable, the 
rest being woods. The land was so rough 
that sod and stone making ridges three or 
four feet high were removed by the garden- 
ers before the soil was in a condition fit r- 
plant.” 

An announcement in the daily papers 
brought hundreds of applications for per. 
mission to conduct gardens. The land was 
divided sinto plats ranging from the size 
of a city lot to a half acre and let to appli- 
cants. 

Those applicants who were unable to buy 
seeds and farming gardening implements 
were furnished with them free of charge. 
Hot beds were provided and an expert gar- 
dener employed to instruct the amateurs in 
the beginning how to prepare the soil, select 
and plant seeds, cultivate, etc. 


~o 

Each gardener was given a card on which 
was the following: 

“1. Each person receiving a cultivating 
privilege is required to cultivate the land 
throughout the season. 

“2. Each gardener accepting a privilege 
agrees not to trespass on another's garden, 
but to codperate with all in preventing tres- 
pass. 

“3. Failure to comply with these regu- 
lations will cause forfeiture of the privilege. 

“4. The decision of the superintendent 
shall in all cases be final.” 

This experiment cost the contributors 
about $10 per family, but each family raised 
produce equal in value to nearly $10 for every 
dollar expended.

But Louis XVIII. im 
mediately on ascending the throne, hon- 
ored the memory of his so faithful retainer 
by bestowing upon the latter's father the 
title of Duke of Avaray, at the same time 
ordering that the royal lilies of France 
should henceforth figure on the escutcheons 
of the d'’Avarays, along with'the eloquent 
motto, “ Vicit iter durum pietas.” For 
tunately the old duke had a younger son, 
who succeeded to the title. The present 
and fourth duke is his grandson.

Suffrage in Canada. 

“The English suffragets seem to take up 
all the espace in the newspapers, so that we 
bear nothing of what their Canadien sisters 
are doing. What do the women of Canada 
think of the English militants? Are they 
going to take up the same tactics? 

“ A Surrnactsr.” 

I have not heard that any Canadian evffre- 

gists have taken an official stand for or 


against the militant suffragets in England. , 


When Mrs. Flora McD. Denison of Toronto, 
president of the Canadian Woman's Suf- 
frage association and « delegate to the Inter- 
national Woman Suffrage elliance conven- 
tion, visited the United States before leaving 
for Budapest she eaid: 

“While the members of the Canadian stf- 
frage societies do not come out openly for 
Mrs. Pankhurst, her name is never 
mentioned at a meeting without applause. 
There are, of course, persons who say that 
Mra. Pankhurst and the action of the mili- 
tant suffragets have set back the cause. In 
response to that I ask them what there was | 
to set the cause back from when she first 
began her work, and then ask if they had 
even heard of woman's suffrage before they 
beard of Mrs. Pankhurst. 

“It ie through Mre. Pankhurst that the 
Chinese women have come into suffrage and 
into the Chinese senate. Those women were 
educated in England. You know, they broke 
some windows. Do lI believe in what Mra. 
Pankhurst {s doing now? I have great confi- 
dence in her and in her judgment. At least 
she {s logical end is doing what she sald she 
would do. She can't fight the British gov- 
ernment; she can only win by sacrificing her- 
eelf. 

“Our national organization, of which I 
am president, is old, but for some time pre 
vious to the work of the militants in England 
Mttle had been donein it. I joined it in 1908 
and went on to the international convention 
in Copenhagen in 1906, and it was at that 
time the militente were being heard of. 
Since then our work has begun to develop. 
We now have ten different suffrage organiza- 
tions in Toronto. 


“ We have never had suffrage parades or lt 


anything of that kind in Canada. Our women 
are conservative. Some of the younger opes 
are beginning to realize the need of publicity 
and are ready to sacrifice themselves for the 
sake of the movement. We have had no out- 
door meetings, though speakers for the cause 
have addressed picnics when they have been 
asked to do so. There was a demonstration 
for me eat the etation when I came away.

Difference of Opinion.

It i@ recogmized, of course, that they make 
sipongly for a certain class of occupancy, 
but it is not the kind which makes for the 
best value conditions This occupancy is 
mainly that of hotels and saloons, and gen- 
erally not of a high character. Commercial 
occupancy is the highest clase in a develop- 
ment and value way, and it seldom is found 
toany great extent in the immediate vicinity 
* ef passenger terminals, although they gen 
erally attract a certain class of shops along 

streets leading to them and in their immedi- 
ate Vicinity.

This position has 
been forced upon me by the exigencies of the situation, backed 
by the unsolicited support of a large proportion of the elec- 
1] ‘orate. But abroad —and particularly, I fear, in the United 
is States of America — my aims and my attitude toward political 
preferment have been misunderstood. I, therefore, 
dadly embrace this opportunity to address a large section of the 
American reading public. 
Should I have the good fortune to be elected President of Mexico, my 
érst efforts will be toward creating conditions of absolute peace through- 
out the country. “Peace and Justice” has been my motto, and shall 
remain the guiding principle of my administration. I am convinced 
that only by dispensing justice to all, in the fullest sense of the word; 
an permanent conditions of internal peace be assured. 
To enlarge on this proposition: My attitude at present is neces- 
sarily one of expectancy; but my aims are the same as those I ex- 
nded years ago in an address to the Military College, and recently.

The rest will come of its own momentum, } 
based on the foregoing and a new rule of conduct 
which will decline to indulge in Utopian dreams, but 
which will appraise men and things as they are and 
as they may be used, not as one would like them to be 
and as they are never found in this world. 
I recognize that peace must first be assured before 
we can obtain confidence abroad, and the confidence 
of other nations is necessary if this Republic is to be 
placed on a sound financial basis. It is my earnest 
hope that President Huerta’s interim government 
may succeed in putting down the last vestiges of re- 
bellion and disorder in Morelos, Guerrero and in the 
North, especially in Sonora. The active military 
measures that are now being taken in this direction 
ought to have good results. Should this task not be 
fully accomplished by the time the new government 
eomes into power, it is my intention, should I be 
President, to bring about, with all the means at my 
disposal, the prompt and complete pacification of 
those states and of the whole country. 
If the means I find at hand are not adequate, new 
means will be created. But I am econvineed that it 
would be wise for me to adopt only some of the 
methods of pacification used by my uncle, Don Por- 
frio Diaz, at the time of his early triumphs. This 1s

he counted. My principal strength must lie in the fact that I shall be bound 


_by none of the compromises which often cause trouble to well-intentioned 


governments. 

It is not my present expectation that the standing army of Mexico will 
have to be materially increased. According to the needs of the moment, there 
may come such especial measures as calling for volunteers, or incorporating 
standing bodies of rurales into the army for short periods of time; but I am 
by no means committed to the mooted plan of introducing general military 
conscription. This I feel to be a very large and momentous problem, from a 
social and financial point of view, as well as from many others. Therefore, 
it should not be rashly undertaken without the fullest and most earnest pre- 

liminary consideration. ; 


AM a soldier and I know that large armies ean not be improvised off 

hand, except, perhaps, at moments of high patriotie fervor. Power- 
ful standing armies cost money —a great deal of money. Mexico, at 
the present time, is in no financial condition for a vast expenditure for 
any such purpose. |The late Madero government has left us without 
any funds in the treasury. We found only debts. Our country needs 
money badly; but she needs money for constructive purposes — for 
economic development and for internal improvements. With this as 
our frankly declared financial policy, and in view of the admitted 
wealth of our permanent national resources, I believe that foreign cap- 


| y, ital can be obtained; but I feel free to say that I 


ey a fe doubt very much whether foreign capital could be 
ts if readily obtained for purely military purposes. 
ekCA | ‘Still, it must be clear to all that our country can 
| | not be properly developed without guarantees of com- 
plete pacification, and such pacification must neces- 
sarily require military methods and occasionally 
heavy expenditures. But in the solution of this 
problem I know that we shall have the hearty co- 
operation of all our political parties and of the peo- 
ple at large. In regard to Sonora and the menace 
of its secession — whieh I do not believe for a mo- 
ment can be suecessfully accomplished, or is even de- 
sired by a majority of its citizens — I feel, like every 
right-thinking Mexican, that any loss of our terri- 
tory, in this or in any other direction, is simply in- 
admissible. 

Should I beeome President, it will be my aim to 
encourage in every possible way the influx of foreign 
¢eapital and foreign immigration. Mexico is rich in 
minerals, in agricultural products and in timber, to 
name only three of our leading industries. We cheer- 
fully invite the foreign investor to aid us in devel- 
oping these resources. 

It is planned to ereate a new Ministry of Agri- 
eulture and Labor, in addition to the existing Minis- 
tries of Mines, Hacienda, Fomento, Communications 
and the Interior. To this Ministry of Agriculture 
and Labor will fall the task of making a special study 
of a more equitable distri- (Continued on Page 13)

In spite of the fact that he had not paid for his

4 of getting his money’s worth, he declared 
dyerfully that “it was a real bully cireus. It was the 
idest sight that ever was, when they all come 
nding in, two and two, a gentleman and a lady, side 
by side, the men just in their drawers and under- 
te and no shoes nor stirrups, and resting their 
ysnds on their thighs, easy and comfortable 3 ees 
od every lady with a lovely complexion, and per- 
feetly beautiful, and looking like a gang of real sure- 
mough queens. . « And then, one by one, they 
sot up and stood, and went a-weaving around the 
ring so gentle and wavy and graceful, the men look- 
»¢ ever so tall and airy and straight, with their 
heads bobbing and skimming along, away up there 
under the tent-roof, and every lady’s rose-leaf dress 
ing soft and silky around her hips, and she 
looking like the most loveliest parasol.” 

By the side of this passage from the Twain mas- 
terpiece may be set a passage from Mr. Hamlin 
Garland’s best story, Rose of Dutcher’s Coolly, in 
yhich we find recorded the impressions of a girl of 
shout the same age, the daughter of a hard-working 
Wisconsin farmer. Rose had never seen a eireus 
before; and even the morning street-parade fired her 
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imagination, and gave her a new idea of beauty. 

“On they came, a band leading the way. Just be- 
hind, with glitter of lance and shine of helmet, came 
a dozen knights and fair ladies riding spirited 
chargers. . . , The women seemed small and 
firm and scornful, and the men rode with lances up- 
lifted looking down at the crowd with a haughty 
droop in their eyelids.” Rose “did not laugh at the 
clown jigging by in a pony-eart, for there was a face 
between her and all that followed — the face of a 
bare-armed knight, with brown hair and a curling 
mustache, whose proud neck had a curve in it as he 
bent his head to speak to his rearing horse. . . . 
His face was fine, like pictures she had seen.” 

In the afternoon, Rose attended the performance 
in the tent and “sat in a dream of delight as the band 
began to play. . . . Then the music struck into 
a splendid gallop and out from the ecurtained mys- 
teries beyond, the knights and ladies darted, two by 
two, in glory of crimson and gold, and green and 
silver. At their head rode the man with the brown 
mustache.” A, little later “six men dressed in tights 
of blue and white and orange ran into the ring and 
her hero led them. He wore blue and silver, and on 
his breast was a rosette. He looked a god to her. 
His naked limbs, his proud neck, the lofty carriage of 
his head, made her shiver with emotion. They all 
came to her, lit by the white radiance; they were not 
naked, they were beautiful. . . . They invested 
their nakedness with something which exalted them. 
They became objects of luminous beauty to her, 
though she knew nothing of art. To see him bow 
and kiss his fingers to the audience was a revelation 
of manly grace and courtesy.” When at last the 
show was over and Rose went out into the open air 
“it seemed strange to see the same blue sky arching 
the earth; things seemed exactly the-same, and yet 
Rose had grown older. She had developed immeas- 
urably in those few hours.” 


HE never saw this acrobat again, and after a 

little while, she knew that she did not want to 
see him. He lingered in her memory, a vision from 
another world than any she had ever dreamed —a 
world of heroi¢ romance and ef lofty idealism. “She 
began to live for him, her ideal.” And while her 
soul was expanding under the influence of her poetic 
idealization of a manly figure revealed to her only 
for two or three hours, all unconsciously she pat- 
terned her movements upon his. She walked with a 
free stride and her body came to have the ear- 
riage of the athlete. Later, when Rose . ma- 
tured into a beauty of her own, she confessed to an

To the realistic imagination of the boy, Huck, the 
cireus was a fleeting spectacle of beauty; and to the 
romantic imagination of the girl, Rose, it lingered 
long as a dream of poetry. Young Americans, both 
of them, living in these modern days when the human 
form, male and female, is decorously dissembled and 
disguised by ugly and complicated garments, they 
had been allowed by the exceptional freedom of the 
circus to recapture something of the frank and inno- 
cent delight of the Greeks in the beauty of the body, 
in its beauty merely as a body, and not as the habi- 
tation of the mind and the soul. 


F Yarery”'| as the Greeks were to admire the deeds 
of the mind—no race ever more so— they 
were no less keen in their appreciation of the things 
of the body. They were glad to crown the poet for 
his lyrie conquest, but they bestowed the laurel 
wreath also on the athlete who had won to the front 
in the race. The lofty nobility of their tragedy testi- 
fies to the clarity of their intelligence; and the su- 
preme power of their senlpture is evidence of their 
loving study of the human body, bearing itself in 
beauty, clad in few and flowing garments which al- 
lowed the eye to follow the free play of the museles.

found them, may display their daring 
and their grace, standing on a cir- 
cling steed or swinging from a flying 
trapeze,. revolving on a_ horizontal 
bar or building themselves up into 
human pyramids on the bark of the 
arena; but the way in which they may 
choose to exhibit their skill and to 
show themselves is unimportant. 

While the Greeks had far more op- 
portunities than are vouchsafed to us 
moderns to behold the human body 
exhibiting its strength and its skill 
in graceful play, we have the advan- 
tage that many of the most effective 
exercises are latterday inventions. It 
seems unlikely that the Athenians 
and the Spartans, even though they 
were horsemen, had attained to the 
art of bareback riding; they may 
have bestraddled a saddleless steed, 
but they had not learned how to 
stand on his back and to turn sum- 
mersets in time with the stride of 
the horse. It is, of course, possible 
that they were familiar with this, 
but no sculpture and no vase-paint- 
ing, no anecdote in the works of the 
prose-writers and no line of the lyr- 
ists, survives to authorize us to be- 
lieve it. And it is pretty certain 
also that they lacked the horizontal 
bar, which affords limitless possi- 
bilities to the adventurous acrobat of 
our own times. 

The trapeze has a name of Greek 
origin and it was possibly known to 
the. Greeks. But the Greeks did not 
| foresee the full possibilities of the 
| trapeze, since its most startling utili- 
zation, the feat known as the Flying 
Trapeze, was invented by the French 
acrobat Léotard, only a little later 
than the middle of the nineteenth 
century. The Flying Trapeze is the 


« ultimate achievement of acrobatic 


art, and it demands the utmost com- 
| bination of skilful strength and of 
‘easy grace. It was a feat that the 
| Greeks would have appreciated and 
‘enjoyed; since it demanded and dis- 
| closed the perfection of physical 
courage and of physical skill. 


RACEFUL mastery of the trapeze 

was the most marked characteris- 
tic of Léotard; and it may be doubted 
whether any of those who have fol- 
lowed the path he traced through the 
air and who have vanquished difficul- 
ties beyond those which he con- 
quered, have been able to outdo him 
in the essential of grace. The over- 
coming of difficulty is one of the ele- 
ments of the pleasure which we take 
in any art; part of our enjoyment of 
a sonnet, for example, must be 
ascribed to the apparent ease with 
which the poet is able to express his 
thought amply and completely within 
the rigid limitations of his fourteen 


-/ lines with their prescribed arrange- 


‘ment of five or six rhymes. But 
‘our delight is diminished if we are 
made conscious of the effort it has 
cost the artist to attain his aim. 
Many of the later performers on the 
Flying Trapeze let us see that the 
feats they are attempting are so diffi- 
cult that they can not be accom- 
plished without obvious effort. 

It happens that the present writer 
is able to bring his personal testi- 
mony to the fact that this was the 
| principle which always governed 
Léotard himself. When the French 
gymnast paid his only visit to the 
United States, more than forty years 
ago, he used to practice in a gym- 
nasium which the writer also fre- 
quented. He spoke no English and 
the writer had a little school-boy 
French, so that a certain intimacy 
sprang up. One day Léotard asked 
the writer to swing a trapeze for

“Don’t you see the reason?” he 
asked.

The writer responded that he could: 


not help observing a certain awk- 
wardness in Léotard’s movements, a 
certain violence of effort, and a cer- 
tain lack of grace. 

“That’s just it,” Léotard replied. 
“The leaps from trapeze to trapeze | 
with the aid of one hand only must 
be lopsided, since the body is inev- | 
itably more or less twisted. There 
is a sort of wrenching of the person 
which can not be avoided, even if 
it is ungraceful. That is why I have 
never exhibited this feat in public, 
difficult as it is. That is why I never 
shall exhibit it, for the quality I 
seek above all things is grace; which 
is possible only when I can use both 
hands, so that I can make what I do 
seem easy, no matter how difficult 
it may be.” 

It was in the same winter that 
Léotard was in New York about 
forty years ago that the Hanlon 
Brothers paid one of their welcome 
visits to America. They were then 
acrobats pure and simple, although 
later when they called themselves 
the Hanlon-Lees they had become 
pantomimists. As acrobats they held 
fast to the same principles which 
governed Léotard in his perform- 
ances. They insisted upon certainty 
of execution; they never failed to 
perform the feat they set out to ac- 


complish, and to perform it success- | 


fully, the first time they tried it. 

The present writer was told at the 
time that there were two or three 
surprising and alluring feats which 


| 


the Hanlons had invented themselves | 
and which they practiced laboriously | 
and faithfully all that winter, but 


which they wisely refrained from 


ever putting on their program be-| 


cause they were never able to assure 
themselves of a uniformly successful 
result.
